First Article, To see if the town will vote that the number of Measurers 
of Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen. 


Second Article, Yo see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1949, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes that may be given for a period of less than 
one year, in accordance with section 17 of chapter 44 of the General Laws, as 
amended. 


Third Article, Yo see if the town will vote to amend the Pay Plan 
adopted under the fourth article of the warrant for the 1948 annual town 
meeting, by establishing the following maximum weekly salaries:

Fourth Article, Yo see if the town will vote to amend the Pay Plan 
adopted under the fourth article of the Warrant for the 1948 Annual Town 
Meeting by establishing the following maximum weekly salaries:

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Fifth Article, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in 
the annual reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer, board or com- 
mittee, and to fix the salary and compensation of all elected officers of the 
town as provided in section 108 of chapter 41 of the General Laws as 
amended. 


Sixth Article, Yo see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended with the approval of the Selectmen and of the various 
boards and officers concerned for the continued payment of extra emer- 
gency compensation to those officers and employees of the town to whom 
the same was paid during the twelve months from and after April 1, 1948. 


Seventh Article, ‘Yo see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
three thousand two hundred dollars ($3,200) to be expended by the Fire 
Commissioner for the purchase of gas masks for use by members of the 
Fire Department, the furnishing of which is required by section 51A of 
chapter 48 of the General Laws, inserted by chapter 337 of the Acts of 1948, 


Eighth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
two thousand four hundred dollars ($2,400) for the purchase of two voting 
machines, approved as required by law, for the use at polling places in such 
precincts of the town as the Selectmen may determine, at primaries and 
elections of State or Town officers, as authorized by section 34 of chapter 54 
of the General Laws, as amended. 


Ninth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
forty thousand seven hundred four dollars ($40,704) to be expended with the 
approval of the Selectmen for the purchase of new and improved motor 
equipment for the Highway Department. 


Tenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
five hundred eighty dollars ($580) to be expended with the approval of the 
Selectmen for the maintenance of the honor roll panels and fence protecting 
the same. 


Eleventh Article, ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be expended with the approval of the 
Selectmen for permanent improvements to the Honor Roll panels. 


Twelfth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
ten thousand five hundred forty dollars ($10,540) to be expended by the 
Trustees of the Public Library for replacements and improvements in the 
Main Library and for shelving and equipment for the West Basement. 


Thirteenth Article, Yo see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of thirty-three thousand five hundred dollars ($33,500) to be expended by 
the School Committee for automatic sprinklers and connections to the 
town fire alarm system at the William H. Lincoln School. 


Fourteenth Article, To see if the town will vote to amend further its 
votes under the Fourth Article of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting 
of October 14, 1947, as amended, by increasing the amount appropriated 
for the construction of a North Wing of the High School from seven hundred 
fifty thousand dollars ($750,000) to a larger sum, and by increasing the 
amount authorized to be borrowed from seven hundred sixteen thousand 
five hundred dollars ($716,500) to a larger sum. 
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Fifteenth Article, ‘To see if the town will vote to amend further its vote 
under the Fourth Article of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of 
October, 1947, as amended, authorizing the Treasurer to borrow a sum of 
money for the construction of a North Wing of the High School, by striking 
out, in the third sentence, the words: ‘‘two per cent’’, and inserting in their 
place the words: ‘‘two and one-half per cent’’, so that said sentence shall 
read: ‘Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a 
rate not exceeding two and one-half per cent per annum and shall be made 
payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year after 
the date thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty years from their 
date.” 


Sixteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000) to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Building Commission with the approval of the Selectmen and 
of the School Committee, for the preparation of working drawings and speci- 
fications in connection with additional school building accommodations for 
the Edith C. Baker School district. 


Seventeenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate, or 

propriate from available funds, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
(& 25,000) to be expended by the Building Commission with the approval of 
the Selectmen and the Recreation Commission for the construction of an 
addition to the Recreation Building on the Eliot Street Playground. 


Eighteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) to be expended by the Park Com- 
missioners with the approval of the Recreation Commission for the third 
and final stage in the development of the Devotion School Playground, 
being the asphalt surfacing of the present gravel area. 


Nineteenth Article, ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) to be expended by the Park Commis- 
sioners with the approval of the Recreation Commission for the enlarge- 
ment of the Baker School Playground, including the purchase and place- 
ment of loam, grading, fertilizing and seeding. 


Twentieth Article, Yo see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of twenty-three thousand dollars ($23,000) to be expended by the Park 
Commissioners with the approval of the Recreation Commission for the 
complete improvement and development of the land on Addington Road, 
acquired in 1945, as a recreational area. 


Twenty-First Article, ‘Yo see if the town will vote to authorize the Park 
Commissioners to purchase or take by eminent domain under chapter 79 of 
the General Laws, for park purposes, two certain lots of land situated on the 
southerly side of Jordan Road and designated on the 1948 Assessors’ Plan 
as lots 10 and 11 in Block 86B, believed to be owned by G. V. Pennock, 
containing a total of about 20 450 square feet and will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for the payment of land 
damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such purchase or taking, 
or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-Second Article, To see if the town will authorize the Park Com- 
missioners to purchase or take by eminent domain under chapter 79 of the 
General Laws, for recreational purposes, certain land believed to be owned 
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by F. A. O’Loughlin, et al., being the northerly portion of lot 2-10 in Block 
418 of the 1948 Assessors’ Plan and bounded: 


Northerly by land of Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 484 feet; 
Easterly by land now or formerly of Helen P. Dane, 444 feet; 
Southerly by remaining land of F. A. O’Loughlin, et al., 569 feet; and 
Westerly by land of Town of Brookline, 492 feet; 


Containing 51% acres more or less; and will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to pay for the same or to be used for the payment of land damages 
or other costs and expenses incidental to such purchase or taking, or will 
take any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-Third Article, To see if the town will accept, or will accept so far 
as relates to the land in the Town of Brookline and refuse to accept so far 
as relates to the land in the City of Boston, the following devise to the town 
under paragraph Fourth of the will of Isabel Anderson: 


“FOURTH: I give and devise to the Town of Brookline, Massachu- 
setts (subject to acceptance by said Town as hereinafter stated) all my 
estate known as ‘Weld’, with the dwelling hcuse and other buildings 
thereon, situated chiefly in the Town of Brookline, but in part in the 
City of Boston, to be used by said Town for purposes of public recrea- 
tion, or for charitable purposes, or for purposes of public education. 
This devise is subject to acceptance by the said Town within one year 
after this will is admitted to probate, and the said Town may at its 
option accept this devise so far as relates to the land in the Town of 
Brookline, and refuse to accept this devise so far as relates to the land 
in the City of Boston. In case this devise is not so accepted by said 
Town of Brookline, or is accepted in part as above stated, then I give 
and devise all said estate, or so much as is not so accepted, as the case 
may be, to such corporation organized and operated exclusively for 
charitable, educational or patriotic purposes, as my Executors in their 
absolute and uncontrolled discretion may select; provided that the cor- 
poration so selected shall be of such character that the devise to it shall 
not be subject to United States estate tax or to Massachusetts inheri- 
tance tax. Such corporation shall have full power to sell such real 
estate, and in case of sale shall hold the proceeds of sale for the same 
purpose for which the real estate was held. I authorize my Executors 
to execute any deed of said real estate which may be necessary or 
proper in carrying out the purposes of this article FOURTH.” 


Twenty-Fourth Article, To see if the town will authorize the Recreation 
Commission to take by eminent domain under chapter 79 of the General 
Laws, for playground purposes, certain land on Newton Street containing 
about 669,520 square feet and being shown as lot 14-20 in block 357 of the 
1948 Assessors’ Atlas, and will raise and appropriate, or appropriate from 
available funds, a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for the 
payment of land damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such 
purchase or taking and will authorize the treasurer to borrow the whole or 
any part of the same, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-Fifth Article, “Yo see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to be expended under the direction of the Building Commission 
with the approval of the Selectmen for the construction, on land of the 
town, of a new municipal incineration plant, and will authorize the Treas- 
urer to borrow the whole or any part of the same. 
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_ Twenty-Sixth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate or 
appropriate from available funds the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000) for “‘Chapter 90 Highway Construction’’, being the reconstruc- 
tion with permanent pavement of the north side of Beacon Street, between 
Hawes Street and St. Paul Street, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
the whole or any part of the same. 


Twenty-Seventh Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000) to be expended by the 
Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery toward the cost of grading the land in 
Walnut Hills Cemetery acquired by the town in 1926. 


Twenty-Eighth Article, To see if the town will amend the zoning By-law 
by striking out the whole of said by-law, as amended, and by substituting 
therefor the following: — 


Town of Brookline 


ZONING BY-LAW 


ARTICLE I. DIVISION OF THE TOWN INTO 
DISTRICTS 


Section 1. Purpose of the By-Law. The purpose of this by-law is 
to promote the health, safety, convenience, morals and welfare of the in- 
habitants of the town by the division of the town into appropriate districts 
in which different regulations and restrictions are in force. It has been 
adopted by virtue of the authority contained in sections 25 to 30 B inclusive 
of chapter 40 of the General Laws, and acts in amendment thereof and 
addition thereto, and any other authority possessed by the town in the 
premises. . 


Section 2. The Two Classes of Districts. The town is hereby 
divided into districts of two classes, as follows: 


(a) In order that the use of buildings, structures and land in the 
respective districts for trade, industry, residence or other purposes may 
be regulated and restricted, the town is divided into districts designated 
by numerals in which different uses are permitted, hereinafter called 
use districts. 

(b) In order that the height, number of stories and size of buildings 
and structures, the size and width of lots, the percentage of each lot 
that may be built upon, the size of yards, courts and other open spaces, 
the density of population and the location of buildings in the respective 
districts may be regulated and restricted, the several use districts are 
subdivided into districts designated by letters, in which different regu- 
lations and restrictions are in force, hereinafter called height, bulk and 

' area districts. 


Every parcel of land, and every building or other structure in the town, 
except as otherwise provided by law or by this by-law, shall be subject to 
the regulations and restrictions applicable to both the use district and the 
height, bulk and area district in which it is located. 


Section 3. Boundaries of the Districts — Zoning Map. 

(a) The location and boundaries of the respective districts, and the 
designation of each district of each class by the appropriate numeral and 
letter, as shown on the Zoning Map, dated January 12, 1949, prepared by 
Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer, marked ‘‘Zoning Map No. 8”, bearing 
the signature of the members of the Planning Board and on file in the office 
of the Town Clerk, are established for the purposes of this by-law, and the 
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map so described is declared to be a part of the by-law. Any change in the 
location or boundaries of a district hereafter made through the amendment 
of this by-law shall be indicated by the alteration of such map, and the 
map thus altered is declared to be a part of the by-law thus amended. 


(b) When a boundary line between districts divides a lot in single 
ownership, the regulations controlling the less restricted portion of such lot 
shall be applicable to the entire lot, provided such lot does not extend more 
than 25 feet within the more restricted district. 


(c) When a lot in single ownership is situated in part in the Town of 
Brookline and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as lies 
in the Town of Brookline in the same manner as if the entire lot were 
situated therein. 


ARTICLE Il — DEFINITIONS 


For the purposes of this by-law, the following words and terms used 
herein are hereby defined or the meaning thereof is explained or limited: 


Accessory purposes. A use on a lot customarily incident to the au- 
thorized principal use of such lot and not detrimental to the use of other 
property in the same use district for the purposes therein authorized. An 
accessory purpose shall not include the stripping of loam or peat, except 
for re-use on the same property. 


Area. In determining the area of a lot there shall not be included any 
land within the limits of a public or private way upon which such lot 
abuts, even if the fee to such way is in the owner of the lot. 


Boarding House. A dwelling house in which meals are served for com- 
pensation to one or more persons not within the second degree of kindred 
to the person conducting the service and who are not merely casual or 
transient customers. 


Building. Any structure built for the support, shelter or enclosure of 
persons, animals, chattels or property of any kind. 


Club-house. A building or a portion thereof occupied by a group of 
persons associated together for some common object; but it shall not in- 
clude premises used primarily as a hotel, boarding house, lodging house or 
fraternity house for the members of the group or others, or the chief use of 
which is any service customarily carried on as a business. 


Curb Grade. The level of the grade of the way upon which a building 
or other structure faces, at the curb of the roadway in such way, measured 
at a point opposite the center of the front of such building or other structure. 
When a building or other structure stands on a lot abutting upon more than 
one way, the curb grade shall be the average of the curb grades on each of 
such ways, measured at a point opposite the center of each front, rear or 
side of such building or other structure facing each such way. 


Family. Any number of individuals living together in a single hcuse- 
keeping unit. 


Fraternity House. A building or a portion thereof occupied by a group 
of students of either sex of a specified school or college as their residence 
during the academic year. 


_ Half Story. A story directly under a sloping roof in which the point of 
intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior face of the walls is 
less than 3 feet above the floor level. 


Height of Building. The vertical distance of the highest point of the 
roof beams in the case of a flat roof, or of the top of the rafters at the ridge 
in the case of a sloping roof, above the curb grade, as defined; provided 
however that if the grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building 
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is not below the curb grade, and there is a level terrace at least 15 feet in 
width surrounding, its height shall be measured from a mean grade of such 
terrace at the foundation of the building. 


Hotel. A building or a portion thereof designed or used for serving food 
in a public dining room and providing shelter to residents or guests, and 
containing more than 15 sleeping rooms above the first floor. 


Lodger. A person hiring space in a dwelling house for his habitation 
who is not within the second degree of kindred to the person conducting 
the house. 


Lodging House. A dwelling house in which space is let for compensa- 
tion to one or more lodgers but not including dormitories or other buildings 
of charitable, educational or philanthropic institutions. 


Lot. An area of land in one ownership, with definite boundaries ascer- 
tainable or to be ascertainable of record. 


Planning Board. The board established under the provisions of section 
eighty A of chapter forty-one of the General Laws. This term shall also 
include the predecessor of the Planning Board, namely, the Board of Survey, 


Private Garage. [Except as otherwise hereinafter provided, a building 
used for the shelter or storage of non-commercial motor vehicles, in which 
no space is let to casual or transient customers. 


Private Way. A way not less than 50 feet in width which is open or 
dedicated to public use but has not become a public way; provided however 
that the term shall include such a way not less than 40 feet in width which 
has been opened or dedicated to public use prior to the adoption of the 
by-law as amended. 


Public Garage. <A building used for the shelter, storage or repair of 
motor vehicles, which is not a private garage. 


Special Permit. Persmission granted by the Board of Selectmen for a 
particular use of premises or a building or buildings after a decision that 
such use, conducted under conditions described in the decision, will not be 
detrimental to the use of other property for the purposes specified in this 
by-law, and provided that the use conforms to such conditions and is con- 
fined to the premises, building or buildings described in the decision. 


Special Permit After a Hearing. A special permit as defined in the 
previous paragraph granted after a public hearing, fourteen days’ notice of 
which shall have been given. 


Story. That portion of a building contained between any floor and the 
floor or roof next above it, but not including the lowest portion so contained, 
more than one half of which vertically is below the mean grade of the 
adjoining ground. 


Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location 
to give support or shelter, and shall include building, framework, tent, 
reviewing stand, platform, bin, sign, flagpole, mast for radio antenna and 
the like. 


Used. The word ‘‘used”’ shall be construed to include ‘intended, ar- 
ranged, designed, built, altered, converted, rented, or leased to be used.” 


Width. In determining the width of a lot, the lot shall be measured 
through that part of the building erected or to be erected thereon where the 
lot is narrowest; provided however that when the side boundary lines of a 
lot converge toward a public or private way upon which such lot abuts, the 
width of the lot shall be deemed the distance between a point on each such 
side line of the lot 50 feet back from the intersection of such line with the 
exterior line of the way.

Yard. The open space at the front, sides and rear of a building between 
the exterior walls of the building and the boundaries of the lot upon which 
it stands. 

ARTICLE III. USE REGULATIONS 


The Use Districts into which the town is divided shall be of the following 
seven classes: (1) Industrial Districts, (2) General Business Districts, (3) 
Limited Business Districts, (4) General Residence Districts, (5) Two-Family 
Residence Districts, (6) Garden Apartment Districts, (7) Single Residence 
Districts, and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the numbers 1, 2, 3, 
4,5, 6and7 respectively. In each district no building or premises shall be 
used, except for the purposes permitted in the district in the section of this 
article applicable thereto. 


Section 1. Industrial Districts. (Number 1) Any lawful purpose 
except a trade, industry or other use that is noxious or offensive by reason 
of vibration or noise or the emission of odors, dust, gas or smoke; provided 
however, that: 

(a) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, shal! not 
be established in an industrial district except under a special permit 
after a hearing which shall be granted only on condition that the park- 
ing lot conforms in construction and operation to the specifications 
contained in Article V, Section 3. 

(b) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers 
and patrons of one or more places of business in the general neighbor- 
hood, shall not be established in an industrial district, except under a 
special permit after a hearing which shall be granted only on condition 
that no fee is charged for the use of the parking lot and that the parking 
lot conforms in construction and operation to the specifications con- 
tained in Article V, Section 3. No special permit shall however be . 
required if such parking lot is established in compliance with the re- 
quirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and conforms to said 
specifications. 


Section 2. General Business Districts. (Number 2). Any lawful 
purpose except the following: 

(a) A milk bottling or distributing station. 

(b) A carpet or rug cleaning establishment. 

(c) Storage of junk or scrap iron. 

(d) Storage or baling of rags or scrap paper. 

(e) _Any trade, industry or use that is noxious or offensive by reason 

of vibration or noise, or the emission of odors, dust, gas or smoke. 

(f) Any kind of manufacture, except that light manufacture may be 

allowed under a special permit after a hearing if a major portion of the 

goods produced is to be sold at retail on the premises by the manufac- 

turer to the ultimate consumer. 

(g) A public garage, or a private garage for more than three motor 

vehicles, except under a special permit after a hearing. 

(h) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 

motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, except 

under a special permit after a hearing which shall be granted only on 

condition that the parking lot conforms in construction and operation 

to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 

(i) <A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 

motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers 

and patrons of one or more places of business in the same use district, 

except under a special permit after a hearing which shall be granted 
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only on condition that no fee is charged for the use of the parking lot 
and that the parking lot conforms in construction and operation to the 
specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. No special permit shall 
however be required if such parking lot is established in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and con- 
forms to said specifications. 


(j) A blacksmith shop or horseshoeing establishment, except under a 
special permit after a hearing. 


Section 3. Limited Business Districts. (Number 3). <A limited 
business district may at any time be established in the manner provided in 
Article VI in that part of a general residence, a two-family residence district 
or single residence distruct 7D which is contiguous to a general business 
district. The land within such limited business district shall remain subject 
to the restrictions of the use district and of the height, bulk and area dis- 
trict in which it was located at the time of its inclusion within such limited 
business district, except that the following additional uses may be made 
therein: 

(a) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, but only 
under a special permit after a hearing, and on condition that the parking 
lot conforms in its construction and “operation to the specifications con- 
tained in Article V, Section 3. 

(b) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers and 
patrons of one or more places of business in the same use district or in the 
contiguous general business district without payment of any fee, and on 
condition that the parking lot conforms in its construction and operation 
to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. No special permit 
shall however be required if such parking lot is established in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and conforms 
in its construction and operation to the specifications contained in Section 
3 of said Article. 


Section 4. General Residence Districts. (Number 4). 
The following uses may be made in a general residence district as of right: 

(a) A dwelling for one or more families. 

(b) A hotel, a lodging house or a boarding house. 

(c) A church or place of worship. 

(d) A railroad passenger station. 

(e) A farm. 

(f) A public school, a playground, a park, or ornamental grounds. 

_(g) <A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three motor vehicles, not more than one of 
which may be a commercial motor vehicle, or a private stable. 

The following uses may be made ina general residence district only under 
a special permit after a hearing: 

(h) A club-house, a fraternity house, a private educational institu- 
tion, a dormitory of a charitable or philanthropic institution, or a hos- 
pital or other establishment for the care of sick, aged, crippled or con- 
valescent persons. 

(i) A garage or parking space for more than three non-commercial 
motor vehicles. If such parking space is designed to accommodate ten 
or more motor vehicles, no special permit therefor shall be granted, 
except on condition that the parking lot conforms in its construction 
and operation to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 
No special permit shall be required if such parking lot is established in 
compliance with the requirements of Section 1 of Article V and con- 
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forms in its construction and operation to the specifications contained 
in Section 3 of said Article. 


(j) A telephone exchange or a transforming station. 
(k) A building for any other use which is not an industry or trade, 
or of a manufacturing or commercial character. 
A special permit for any of the four foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 5. Two-Family Residence Districts (Number 5). 


The following uses may be made in a two-family residence district as of 
right: 


(a) A detached one-family or two-family dwelling. 

(b) A church or place of worship. 

(c) A lodging house for not more than four lodgers. 

(d) A public school, a playground, a park, or ornamental grounds. 

(e) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles, or a 
private stable. 


The following uses may be made in a two-family residence district only 
under a special permit after a hearing: 


(f) A club-house. 
(g) <A private educational institution. 


(h) A private garage for more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles. 


A special permit for any of the three foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 6. Garden Apartment Districts (Number 6). A garden 
apartment district may at any time be established in any part of a two 
family residence 5D District, or of a single residence 7D, 7E, 7F, 7G or 7H 
district. The following uses may be made in a garden apartment district: 

(a) Any use permitted in a single residence district. 
(b) <A one-family dwelling, which may be attached through party 
walls or otherwise to another such dwelling on either side. 


No garden apartment district shall be established with an area of less 
than ten acres. 


Section 7. Single Residence Districts. (Number 7). 


The following uses may be made in a single residence district as of right: 
(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 
(b) A church or place of worship. 
(c) <A public school, a playground, a park, or ornamental grounds. 
(d) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles or a 
private stable. 
The following uses may be made in a single residence district only under 
a special permit after a hearing: 
(e) A club-house. 
(f) A private educational institution. 


(g) A private garage for more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles. 
A special permit for any of the three foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 
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Section 8. Billboards, Signs and Other Advertising Devices. No 
billboard, sign or other advertising device which does not either advertise 
or indicate the person occupying the premises on which it is located or the 
business transacted thereon, or advertise the property itself or any portion 
thereof as for sale or to let, shall be erected or maintained within public 
view from any highway, public park or reservation in any use district unless 
the erection and maintenance of such device are authorized by a permit 
lawfully issued by the Out-Door Advertising Authority. In general resi- 
dence, two-family residence, garden apartment or single residence use 
district no sign or other advertising device shall be erected or maintained 
on any premises used for dwelling purposes, except that there may be 
erected and maintained for every family living on the premises not more 
than two signs, neither of which has a total area of more than one square 
foot, bearing a name and the designation of an occupation; and signs not 
exceeding two in number nor 12 square feet in total area which advertise 
the premises on which they stand or any part thereof as for sale or to let 
may also be erected and maintained in such districts. In such districts 
signs of the customary size and character may be erected and maintained 
on premises not used for dwelling purposes; but no-sign or other device 
shall be erected or maintained on any premises in such districts which 
indicates or advertises a use of such premises which is not authorized by 
this by-law in the district in which such premises are located. 


ARTICLE IV. HEIGHT, BULK AND AREA 
REGULATIONS 


Section 1. Height, Bulk and Area Districts. 


The height, bulk and area districts into which the town is divided by this 
by-law shall be designated respectively A, B, C, D, DD, E, F, G and H 
Districts and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the letters respec- 
tively assigned to them. Every lot, structure and building shall be subject 
to the restrictions applicable to land or buildings in the district in which it is 
located. 

Section 2. A Districts. 

(a) Height. In an A District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 85 feet. 

(b) Set-backs. In a 3A or 4A District no building shall be erected 
on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


Section 3. B Districts. 


(a) Height. Ina B District no building shall be erected to a height in 
excess of 60 feet, and no building any part of which is used for residence 
purposes shall contain more than five stories; provided, however, that, 
notwithstanding the foregoing limitation, the height of a building in such a 
district may be 50% in excess of the distance from the exterior of its walls 
to the nearest point of any boundary of the lot on which it stands. In no 
event however shall such height exceed 85 feet, nor shall the building con- 
tain more than seven stories; and if any part of the building is used for 
residence purposes, it shall contain no more than six stories. 

(b) Set-backs. In a 3B or 4B District, no building shall be erected 
on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


Section 4. C Districts. 
_ (a) Height. InaC District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 50 feet, and no building any part of which is used for residence 
purposes shall contain more than three stories; provided however, that, 
notwithstanding the foregoing limitation, the height of a building in sucha 
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district may be 50% in excess of the distance from the exterior of its walls 
to the nearest point of any boundary of the lot on which it stands. In no 
event however shall such height exceed 60 feet, nor shall the building con- 
tain more than five stories; and if any part of the building is used for resi- 
dence purposes, it shall contain no more than four stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. Ina 3C or 4C District not more 
than 60 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or 
buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. In a 3C or 4C District, no building shall be erected 
on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


Section 5. D Districts. 


(a) Height. Ina D District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one-half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 3D, 5D or 7D District not 
more than 30 per cent and in a 2D District not more than 50 per cent of the 
area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. [na 2D, 3D, 5D or 7D District, no building shall be 
erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the ex- 
terior line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. [Ina2D,3D,5Dor7D District no building 
shall be erected less than seven and one half feet from any boundary of the 
lot on which it stands, er less than 15 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected on a 2D, 3D, 5D 
or 7D District an unoccupied area in the same lot not less than 15 feet deep 
for the full width of the building, except that accessory buildings not more 
than one story in height may be located as permitted by the building by-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 3D or 7D District on a lot containing less 
than 7500 square feet or less than 70 feet wide. 


(f) Row Buildings. For the purposes of this section, two or more 
buildings in a 2D District attached to each other by party walls or other- 
wise, shall be deemed a single building. 


Section 6. DD Districts. 


(a) Height. Ina DD District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 


(b) Percentage of District and Lot Occupied. [n a DD District 
not more than 30 per cent of the area of the district, exclusive of ways open 
to the use of the persons residing in the district, shall be occupied by a 
building or buildings, provided that a building or buildings may be erected 
on any lot which occupy not more than 30 per cent of the area thereof. 


(c) Set-backs and Side and Rear Yards. No building shall be 
erected with any part of its walls within ten feet of any public or private 
way or of the boundary of the district. 


(d) Retention of Former Limitations. Notwithstanding the fore- 
going no building shall be erected on a lot in a DD District nearer to a 
public or private way Or with a rear yard less deep, than was permitted in 
the district in which such lot was located immediately prior to its inclusion 
in a DD District. 


(e) Row Buildings. For the purpose of this section, two or more 
buildings in a DD district attached to each other by party walls or other- 
wise, shall be deemed a single building. 
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Section 7. E Districts. 


_ (a) Height. Ina 7E District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7E District not more than 
30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. Ina 7E District, no building shall be erected on any 
lot with any part of its walls nearer than 20 feet to the exterior line of any 
public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. In a 7E District no building shall be 
erected less than ten feet from any boundary of the lot on which it stands, 
or less than 20 feet from any other building on the same lot. There shall be 
behind every building erected in a 7E District an unoccupied area in the 
same lot not less than 20 feet deep for the full width of the building, except 
that accessory buildings of not more than one story in height may be located 
as provided in the building by-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory build- 
ings, shall be erected in a 7E District on a lot containing less than 15,000 
square feet or less than 100 feet wide. 


Section 8. F Districts. 


(a) Height. Ina 7F District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and a half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. Ina 7F District, not more than 
thirty per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or 
buildings. 

(c) Set-backs. Ina 7F District, no building shall be erected on any 
lot with any part of its walls nearer than 221% feet to the exterior line of any 
public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. [na 7F District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot on 
which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the same 
lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7F District an un- 
occupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the full width of 
the building, except that accessory buildings of not more than one story in 
height may be located as provided in the building by-law. 

(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory build- 
ings, shall be erected in a 7F District on a lot containing less than 22,500 
square feet or less than 115 feet wide. 


Section 9. G Districts. 
A 7G District may at any time be established in the manner provided in 
Article VI in any part of a single residence district. 
(a) Height. Ina 7G District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess Of 45 feet or contain more than two and a half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. Ina 7G District not more than 
30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. Ina 7G District no building shall be erected on any 
lot with any part of its walls nearer than 30 feet to the exterior line of any 
public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 

(d) Side and Rear Yards. [In a 7G District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot on 
which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the same 
lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7G District an un- 
occupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the full width of 
the building, except that accessory buildings of not more than one story in 
height may be located as provided in the building by-law. 
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(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory build- 
ings, shall be erected in a 7G District on a lot containing less than 30,000 
square feet or less than 125 feet wide. 


Section 10. H Districts. 
(a) Height. Ina 7H District no building shall be erected to a height 
in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and a half stories. 
(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7H District not more than 
30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. Ina 7H District no building shall be erected on any 
lot with any part of its walls nearer than 30 feet to the exterior line of any 
public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. In a 7H District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot on 
which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the same lot. 
There shall be behind every building erected in a 7H District an unoccupied 
area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the whole width of the 
building, except that accessory buildings of not more than one story in 
height may be located as provided in the building by-law. 

(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory build- 
ings, shall be erected in a 7H District on a lot containing less than 40,000 
square feet or less than 150 feet wide. 


Section 11. Provisions Applicable to All Height, Bulk and 
Area Districts. 


(a) Set-backs. In no case shall any building, except a building used 
for residence purposes and situated in an industrial or general business use 
district, be required by this by-law to be set back from a public way or 
private way upon which it abuts more than the average of the set backs of 
the buildings on the adjacent lots on either side. For the purposes of this 
paragraph a vacant lot more than 100 feet in width or a lot occupied by a 
building set back farther than is required by the provisions of this by-law 
applicable to the district in which it is situated shall be deemed to be set 
back to the distance so required. A lot separated from the lot in question 
only by a vacant lot 100 feet or less in width shall be deemed an adjacent 
lot. 


(b) Projections from Buildings. The following parts of buildings 
shall be permitted to extend beyond the limits prescribed in the eight pre- 
ceding sections, and such extensions shall not be considered in determining 
the percentage of the area of a lot occupied by the building or buildings 
upon it; Cornices projecting not more than 18 inches beyond the estab- 
lished limit; outside steps extending no higher than the level of the first 
floor of the building; unroofed porches the floors of which are no higher than 
the level of the first floor of the building. Nothing herein shall be deemed 
to permit the extension of any part of a building over a public way at a 
height less than ten feet above the grade thereof. 

(c) One-Story Buildings. A one-story building may be erected in 
the use districts 1 and 2 ABC without regard to the percentage of lot area 
permitted to be occupied by buildings in the six preceding sections; and 
on a lot occupied by a dwelling at the time of the original adoption of this 
by-law a one-story private garage occupying not more than 500 square feet 
of area may be erected without regard to such percentage. 


(d) Certain Structures Permitted Above Height Limitations. 
Chimneys, spires, towers and other projections not used for human occu- 
pancy, whether constituting separate structures or attached to buildings, 
may be erected above the height limitations imposed by this by-law; but, 
except in the case of chimneys, no such structure or projection shall be 
erected to a greater height than 85 feet above the curb grade without a 
special permit after a hearing.

(e) Frontage upon Street. Except in use districts 1 and 2, no build- 
ing shall be erected upon a lot not abutting for a distance of at least 40 feet 
upon a public or private way or a way approved by the Planning Board, 
unless such lot abuts upon, and has appurtenant to it the right to use, a way 
or place not less than 40 feet wide leading to a public or private way. 


(f) Off-Street Loading ‘Facilities. No building shall be erected or 
used for manufacturing purposes or for the assembling, storage, sale or dis- 
tribution of merchandise, or as a warehouse for storage by the public, unless 
there is provided within or without the building, but not within the limits 
of the travelled portion of any public way or private way, an adequate space 
for the standing of trucks and other vehicles while loading and unloading 
their contents for the use of the occupants of such building. This require- 
ment may be waived by special permit when in the opinion of the Board of 
Selectmen the obstruction of travel in the particular case on the public or 
private ways by loading or unloading trucks and other vehicles standing in 
the travelled portions of public or private ways will not be of sufficient 
importance to justify the enforcement of the requirements of this paragraph. 
This provision shall not be applicable to a building used for any of the 
purposes specified herein at the time of its adoption in the event of a subse- 
quent change of its use to any other of such purposes. 


(g) More than One Building on One Lot. Whenever there is to be 
more than one building on a lot, whether or not one of such buildings is 
existing, the required area, and, if the buildings are side by side, the re- 
quired lot width, shall be multiplied by the number of such buildings. 


(h) Reduction of Size of Lot. No lot shall be so reduced in size or 
subdivided that any building or buildings on the lot will not meet the 
requirements of this by-law. 


ARTICLE V. PARKING LOT REQUIREMENTS 


Section 1. For Two-Family or Multi-Family Dwellings and 
Garden Apartments. In order to lessen congestion in the streets in the 
case of every building erected or converted for use as a dwelling, alone or in 
connection with a building to which it is attached, for two or more families, 
there shall be provided within such building, or upon the lot upon which it is 
located, garaging or parking space, having access to a public way, for the 
storage and parking of at least one motor vehicle for each family for which 
such building is designed. ~ 

Such garaging or parking space shall provide not less than 200 square feet 
for each such motor vehicle, including the space required for passageways, 
entrances and exits, and shall be properly constructed and maintained as a 
parking area. Unless such space is part of the building, such space, or the 
structure within which it is provided, shall be at least 15 feet from the 
building. 

If any such parking space is designed to accommodate ten or more motor 
vehicles, it shall be constructed and operated in conformity to the provisions 
of section 3 hereof. 


Section 2. For Industrial or Commercial Purposes. In order to 
lessen congestion in the streets, the following requirements with respect to 
the provision of off-street parking in the case of buildings used for purposes 
other than dwellings are imposed. In the case of every building erected or 
converted for business, industrial or commercial purposes, having a gross 
floor area in excess of 2000 square feet, or converted to such use, there shall 
be provided within such building or upon the lot upon which it is located 
adequate garaging or parking space having access to a public way. Such 
space shall, in the case of a hotel or restaurant or place of public assembly 
other than a theatre, equal 200 square feet for each 100 feet of such floor 
area, and, in the case of a theatre, 200 square feet for each eight seats. In 
the case of buildings erected or used for other business, industrial or com- 
mercial purposes, such space shall not be less than the area within the 
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exterior walls of the building; provided however that in the case of such 
buildings the requirement of this section shall not be applicable to a building 
on a lot abutting upon a public way 100 or more feet in width containing 
adequate provision for the parking of motor vehicles in the central portion 
of the way. Such space shall be computed without including the ways pro- 
viding access from the public ways thereto. Such space shall be kept free 
from obstruction, and the use of the space shall be limited to the owners or 
lessees of the building and persons employed in or about the building, or 
resorting thereto as customers or patrons. If any such parking space is 
designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles it shall be constructed 
and operated in conformity to the provisions of section 3 hereof. 


Section 3. Parking Lot Specifications. The following shall con- 
stitute the specifications for the construction and operation of parking lots 
designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles: 


(a) The lot shall be adequately enclosed on all sides either by fences 
or buildings except for suitable entrances and exits. 


(b) The lot shall be paved with asphalt or some other material that 
will provide a surface of equal hardness, smoothness and durability. 


(c) The lot shall be adequately drained, and kept clean and free 
from rubbish and debris. 


(d) The lot, if used after dark, shall be adequately lighted. 


(e) Barricades shall be provided to prevent motor vehicles being 
parked within fifteen feet of any building, or beyond the boundaries 
of the lot. 

(f) The surface of the lot shall-be marked with lines of a color con- 
trasting with the color of the surface, indicating the space to be oc- 
cupied by each motor vehicle. Such space shall not be less than 160 
square feet in area and eight feet in width. Such lines shall be main- 
tained so as to be plainly visible at all times. 


(g) Adequate space shall be reserved within the lot for passageways 
for the circulation of motor vehicles, so that each motor vehicle may 
proceed to and from the parking space provided for it without requiring 
the moving of any other motor vehicle. 


(h) Suitable entrances and exits shall be provided so that motor 
vehicles may proceed safely and conveniently between the parking lot 
and a public or private way. Such entrances and exits shall be indi- 
cated by plainly legible signs. 


(i) No parking lot authorized by this section shall be opened to use 
until the Building Commissioner has issued a certificate of compliance 
to the effect that the lot conforms to the provisions of this section. Such 
certificate may be revoked upon violation of any of the conditions set 
forth in this section. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 


Whenever a change in the boundaries of the districts established by this 
by-law or the regulations and restrictions to be enforced therein or the 
establishment of a new district is requested in a petition signed by the 
owners of fifty per cent in valuation of the property contained in any dis- 
trict or in any part thereof consisting of one or more entire blocks, the 
Planning Board shall seasonably, and upon its own initiative from time to 
time may, hold a public hearing to consider such a proposed change and 
shall file a final report, with its recommendations, with the Town Clerk. 
Seven days’ notice of such hearing shall be given by publication, and the 
cost of giving such notice of a hearing to be held upon petition shall be 
borne by the petitioners. 
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ARTICLE VII. ENFORCEMENT 


Section 1. Building Permits. For the purposes of enforcement, this 
by-law shall be deemed a part of the building by-law. The Building Com- 
missioner shall not issue a permit for the erection or alteration of any build- 
ing or part thereof, unless the plans, specifications and intended use of such 
buildings are in all respects in conformity with the provisions of this by-law. 


Section 2. Certificates of Compliance. No person shall use or 
permit the use of any building or part thereof hereafter erected, or altered 
in its use or construction in whole or in part, or any building when the open 
spaces in the lot upon which it stands have been reduced in area or shape, 
until the Building Commissioner has issued the certificate of compliance 
required under the building by-law to the effect that the building so erected 
or the part thereof so altered, the proposed use thereof, the size of the lot 
and its yards and set backs, conform to the provisions of this by-law. 


Section 3. Temporary Certificates of Compliance. Pending the 
issuance of a definitive certificate of compliance, the Building Commissioner 
may issue a temporary certificate prior to the completion of the work upon 
a building, provided that the safety of the occupants of the building is ad- 
equately assured. 


Section 4. Submission of Doubtful Questions to Planning 
Board. Whenever application has been made to the Building Commis- 
sioner for a permit or certificate and the interpretation of this by-law with 
respect to the granting of such application is not clear, the Building Com- 
missioner is authorized and directed to submit the matter to the Planning 
Board for the expression of its opinion before making his decision. 


Section 5. Board of Appeals. The board of appeals under the build- 
ing by-law shall be the board of appeals under this by-law and shall have all 
of the powers and duties of boards of appeals under the statutes relating to 
zoning. An appeal may be taken to the Board of Appeals by any officer or 
board of the town, or by any person aggrieved by any order or decision of 
the Building Commissioner. Such appeal may be taken within ten days 
after the order or decision appealed from has been rendered. 


Section 6. Penalty for Violation. Whoever violates any provision 
of this by-law shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each 
offense. Upon any well-founded information that this by-law is being 
violated, or upon his own initiative, the Building Commissioner shall take 
immediate steps to enforce this by-law by making complaint to the Muni- 
cipal Court of Brookline. 


ARTICLE VIII. INTERPRETATION 


Section 1. Continuance of Existing Provisions. ‘This by-law shall 
be deemed to constitute a re-enactment and continuance of the provisions 
of the zoning by-law in effect when it was adopted except so far as it con- 
tains changes in wording or arrangement which unequivocally constitute 
changes in meaning. 


Section 2. Uniformity in each District. Nothing in this by-law 
shall be construed as establishing regulations or restrictions which are not 
uniform for each class or kind of buildings, structures or land, and for each 
class or kind of use, in each district. 


Section 3.. Unsafe Walls and Fire Escapes. Nothing in this by-law 
shall prevent the restoration of a wall declared unsafe by the Building 
Commissioner, or the erection of iron fire escapes on any building in exist- 
ence on June 24, 1922. 


Section 4. Validity. The invalidity of any section or provision of this 
by-law shall not render invalid any other section or provision of the by-law. 
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Section 5. Effective Date. The effective date of the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law and of the establishment of the respective dis- 
tricts shall be deemed to be June 24, 1922; provided however that in the 
case of amendments to this by-law or changes in the districts or their 
boundaries subsequent to that date, the right to continue the use or main- 
tenance of any building, structure or premises which was lawful when such 
amendment or change became effective shall not be impaired by any such 
amendment or change, except as provided in section 26 of chapter 40 of the 
General Laws. The date when each such amendment or change was made 
is shown by an appendix to this by-law on file in the office of the Town 
Clerk, to which reference is hereby made, entitled ‘‘Zoning By-laws and 
Amendments, by Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer.”’ 
or will amend and adopt said proposed amendment. 


Twenty-Ninth Article, To see if the town will vote to accept section 
89A of chapter 32 of the General Laws, inserted by chapter 552 of the Acts 
of 1948 entitled ““An Act Increasing Annuities To Dependents Of Certain 
Public Employees Killed Or Dying From Injuries Received or Hazards 
Undergone In The Performance Of Duty.” 


Thirtteth Article, To see if the town, pursuant to the provisions of 
section 90A of chapter 32 of the General Laws, inserted by chapter 559 of 
the Acts of 1946, will vote to increase the retirement allowance of any former 
employee of the town who was retired on account of injuries sustained in 
the performance of his duty. 


Thirty-First Article, To see if the town will accept the provisions of 
chapter 657 of the Acts of 1948 entitled ‘An Act Further Regulating The 
Work Hours of Employees Of Certain Cities And Towns.” 


Thirty-Second Article, To see if the town will vote to approve and 
direct the Selectmen to approve on its behalf a petition to the General 
Court requesting legislation enabling the Town to pay to the designated 
beneficiary the optional benefits under the former Retirement System of the 
Town of Brookline, Chapter 299, Acts of 1933, hitherto withheld because 
the member entitled to benefits under this Retirement System did not 
survive sixty or more days after having filed proper application for retire- 
ment; such petition having been filed in the Massachusetts Legislature at 
the 1949 session thereof accompanied by a bill essentially as follows: 


“The Town of Brookline shall pay to the designated beneficiary of 
deceased members of its former Retirement System established by 
Chapter 299, Acts of 1933, who were eligible for retirement under the 
provisions thereof, the optional benefit of portion of the lesser retire- 
ment allowance, so called, hitherto withheld, to which such designated 
beneficiaries would have been entitled had the deceased member sur- 
vived sixty or more days after having filed proper application for re- 
tirement under the provisions of Chapter 299, Acts of 1933.” 


Thirty-Third Article, Yo see if the town will accept and allow a 
right of way for a common sewer and surface water drain east of Aspinwall 
Avenue and adjacent to the Boston and Albany Railroad location, through 
lands of Addie S. Delano, Charles W. and Justine I. Delano, Beatrice H. 
Scheff and Ziman Realty Company, as laid out by the Selectmen and re- 
ported to the town at this meeting, and will authorize the Selectmen to take 
land therefor and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all 
claims for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Thirty-Fourth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred twenty-five thousand dollars ($225,000) for the 
construction of a main combined sewer and drain in the right of way ac- 
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cepted by the town under the preceding article of this warrant, and will 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the same. 


Thirty-Fifth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred eighteen thousand dollars ($118,000) for the con- 
struction of sewers and surface water drains in Pleasant Street, between 
Beacon Street and Commonwealth Avenue, and will authorize the treas- 
urer to borrow the whole or any part of the same. 


Thirty-Sixth Article, ‘To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General 
Laws a strip of land one foot in width situated at the southerly end of a 
private way known as Penniman Place, believed to be owned now or for- 
merly by Jesse T. Phillips, together with the right to pass and repass and 
the right to lay, maintain and repair water pipes and their appurtenances 
throughout the length and width of said Penniman Place, and will raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for the 
payment of land damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such 
purchase or taking, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Thirty-Seventh Article, To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to purchase, enter into a contract to purchase, or take by eminent 
domain under chapter 79 of the General Laws for municipal purposes a lot 
of land situated on the corner of Pleasant Street and John Street, desig- 
nated on the 1948 Assessors’ Plan as lot 1 in Block 46, believed to be owned 
by E. A. S. Young, containing about 13,999 square feet, and will raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for the pay- 
ment of land damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such pur- 
chase, contract to purchase, or taking, or will take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


Thirty-Eighth Article, To see if the town will ratify and confirm the 
agreement made the sixth day of December, 1948 by the Board of Select- 
men in behalf of the town with The Welsbach Corporation, for street lighting. 


Thirty-Ninth Article, To see if the town will vote to abandon any 
rights of passage it may have ina private way twelve feet wide leading from 
Heath Street to land of Anne C. Wyman, through land of H. B. Cabot, 
et al., and to authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver the necessary 
instruments therefor. 


Fortieth Article, To see if the town will accept and allow Indepen- 
dence Drive from that part thereof accepted by town November 26, 1946, 
to the Brookline-Boston line as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to 
the town at this meeting and will authorize the Selectmen to take land 
therefor and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims 
for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Forty-First Article, To see if the town will authorize taking a sum 
of money voted for the appropriations heretofore made at this meeting 
under this warrant, and not voted to be borrowed, from any available funds 
in the treasury and will authorize the Assessors to use free cash in the trea- 
sury in any available funds to that amount in the determination of the 1949 
tax rate. 


Forty-Second Article, To hear and act upon reports of town officers and 
committees.

Town of Brookline 


ZONING BY-LAW 


ARTICLE I. DIVISION OF THE TOWN INTO 
DISTRICTS 


Section 1. Purpose of the By-Law. The purpose of this by-law is 
to promote the health, safety, convenience, morals and welfare of the 
inhabitants of the town by the division of the town into appropriate 
districts in which different regulations and restrictions are in force. It has 
been adopted by virtue of the authority contained in sections 25 to 30 B 
inclusive of chapter 40 of the General Laws, and acts in amendment thereof 
and addition thereto, and any other authority possessed by the town in the 
premises. 


Section 2. The Two Classes of Districts. The town is hereby 
divided into districts of two classes, as follows: 

(a) In order that the use of buildings, structures and land in the 
respective districts for trade, industry, residence or other purposes 
may be regulated and restricted, the town is divided into districts 
designated by numerals in which different uses are permitted, herein- 
after called use districts. 

(b) In order that the height, number of stories and size of buildings 
and structures, the size and width of lots, the percentage of each lot 
that may be built upon, the size of yards, courts and other open spaces, 
the density of population and the location of buildings in the respective 
districts may be regulated and restricted, the several use districts are 
subdivided into districts designated by letters, in which different regu- 
lations and restrictions are in force, hereinafter called height, bulk and 
area districts. ° 


Every parcel of land, and every building or other structure in the town, 
except as otherwise provided by law or by this by-law, shall be subject to 
the regulations and restrictions applicable to both the use district and the 
height, bulk and area district in which it is located. 


Section 3. Boundaries of the Districts — Zoning Map. 


(a) The location and boundaries of the respective districts, and the 
designation of each district of each class by the appropriate numeral and 
letter, as shown on the Zoning Map, dated January 12, 1949, prepared by 
Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer, marked ‘‘Zoning Map No. 8’’, bearing 
the signature of the members of the Planning Board and on file in the office 
of the Town Clerk, are established for the purposes of this by-law, and the 
map so described is declared to be a part of the by-law. Any change in the 
location or boundaries of a district hereafter made through the amendment 
of this by-law shatl be indicated by the alteration of such map, and the 
map thus altered is declared to be a part of the by-law thus amended. 

(b) When a boundary line between districts divides a lot in single 
ownership, the regulations controlling the less restricted portion of such 
lot shall be applicable to the entire lot, provided such lot does not extend 
more than 25 feet within the more restricted district. 

(c) When a lot in single ownership is situated in part in the Town of 
Brookline and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as lies 
in the Town of Brookline in the same manner as if the entire lot were 
situated therein. 
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ARTICLE II — DEFINITIONS 


For the purposes of this by-law, the following words and terms used 
herein are hereby defined or the meaning thereof is explained or limited: 


Accessory purposes. A use on a lot customarily incident to the 
authorized principal use of such lot and not detrimental to the use of other 
property in the same use district for the purposes therein authorized. An 
accessory purpose shall not include the stripping of loam or peat, except 
for re-use on the same property. 


Area. In determining the area of a lot there shall not be included any 
land within the limits of a public or private way upon which such lot abuts, 
even if the fee to such way is in the owner of the lot. 


Boarding House. A dwelling house in which meals are served for 
compensation to one or more persons not within the second degree of 
kindred to the person conducting the service and who are not merely casual 
or transient customers. 


Building. Any structure built for the support, shelter or enclosure of 
persons, animals, chattels or property of any kind. 


Club-house. A building or a portion thereof occupied by a group of 
persons associated together for some common object; but it shall not in- 
clude premises used primarily as a hotel, boarding house, lodging house or 
fraternity house for the members of the group or others, or the chief use of 
which is any service customarily carried on as a business. 


Curb Grade. ‘The level of the grade of the way upon which a building 
or other structure faces, at the curb of the roadway in such way, measured 
at a point opposite the center of the front of such building or other struc- 
ture. When a building or other structure stands on a lot abutting upon 
more than one way, the curb grade shall be the average of the curb grades 
on each of such ways, measured at a point opposite the center of each front, 
rear or side of such building or other structure facing each such way. 


Family. Any number of individuals living together in a single house- 
keeping unit. 

Fraternity House. A building or a portion thereof occupied by a 
group of students of either sex of a specified school or college as their 
residence during the academic year. 


Half Story. A story directly under a sloping roof in which the point of 
intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior face of the walls is 
less than 3 feet above the floor level. 


Height of Building. The vertical distance of the highest point of the 
roof beams in the case of a flat roof, or of the top of the rafters at the ridge 
in the case of a sloping roof, above the curb grade, as defined; provided 
however that if the grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building 
is not below the curb grade, and there is a level terrace at least 15 feet in 
width surrounding, its height shall be measured from a mean grade of such 
terrace at the foundation of the building. 


Hotel. A building or a portion thereof designed or used for serving 
food in a public dining room and providing shelter to residents or guests, 
and containing more than 15 sleeping rooms above the first floor. 


Lodger. A person hiring space in a dwelling house for his habitation 
who is not within the second degree of kindred to the person conducting 
the house. 


_Lodging House. A dwelling house in which space is let for compensa- 
tion to one or more lodgers but not including dormitories or other buildings 
of charitable, educational or philanthropic institutions. 
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Lot. An area of land in one ownership, with definite boundaries ascer- 
tainable or to be ascertainable of record. 


Planning Board. The board established under the provisions of section 
eighty A of chapter forty-one of the General Laws. This term shall also 
include the predecessor of the Planning Board, namely, the Board of 
Survey. 


Private Garage. Except as otherwise hereinafter provided, a building 
used for the shelter or storage of non-commercial motor vehicles, in which 
no space is let to casual or transient customers. 


Private Way. A way not less than 50 feet in width which is open or 
dedicated to public use but has not become a public way; provided however 
that the term shall include such a way not less than 40 feet in width which 
has been opened or dedicated to public use prior to the adoption of the 
by-law as amended. 


Public Garage. A building used for the shelter, storage or repair of 
motor vehicles, which is not a private garage. 


Special Permit. Permission granted by the Board of Selectmen for a 
particular use of premises or a building or buildings after a decision that 
such use, conducted under conditions described in the decision, will not be 
detrimental to the use of other property for the purposes specified i in this 
by-law, and provided that the use conforms to such conditions and is con- 
fined to the premises, building or buildings described in the decision, 


Special Permit After a Hearing. A special permit as defined in the 
previous paragraph granted after a public hearing, fourteen days’ notice of 
which shall have been given. 


Story. That portion of a building contained between any floor and the 
floor or roof next above it, but not including the lowest portion so contained, 
more than one half of which vertically is below the mean grade of the 
adjoining ground. 


Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location 
to give support or shelter, and shall include building, framework, tent, 
reviewing stand, platform, bin, sign, flagpole, mast for radio antenna and 
the like. 


Used. The word “used” shall be construed to include ‘intended, 
arranged, designed, built, altered, converted, rented, or leased to be used.” 


Width. In determining the width of a lot, the lot shall be measured 
through that part of the building erected or to be erected thereon where 
the lot is narrowest; provided however that when the side boundary lines 
of a lot converge toward a public or private way upon which such lot abuts, 
the width of the lot shall be deemed the distance between a point on each 
such side line of the lot 50 feet back from the intersection of such line with 
the exterior line of the way. 


Yard. The open space at the front, sides au rear of a building between 
the exterior walls of the building and the boundaries of the lot upon which it 
stands. 


ARTICLE III. USE REGULATIONS 


The Use Districts into which the town is divided shall be of the following 
seven classes: (1) Industrial Districts, (2) General Business Districts, (3) 
Limited Business Districts, (4) General Residence Districts, (5) Two- 
Family Residence Districts, (6) Garden Apartment Districts, (7) Single 
Residence Districts, and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the 
numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 respectively. In each district no building or 
premises shall be ‘used, except for the purposes permitted in. the district 
in the section of this article applicable thereto.

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Section 1. Industrial Districts. (Number 1.) Any lawful purpose 
except a trade, industry or other use that is noxious or offensive by reason 
of vibration or noise or the emission of odors, dust, gas or smoke; provided 
however, that: 

(a) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, shall not 
be established in an industrial district except under a special permit 
after a hearing which shall be granted only on condition that the park- 
ing lot conforms in construction and operation to the specifications 
contained in Article V, Section 3. 

(b) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers and 
patrons of one or more places of business in the general neighborhood, 
shall not be established in an industrial district, except under a special 
permit after a hearing which shall be granted only on condition that no 
fee is charged for the use of the parking lot and that the parking lot 
conforms in construction and operation to the specifications contained 
in Article V, Section 3. No special permit shall however be required 
if such parking lot is established in compliance with the requirements 
of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and conforms to said specifications. 


Section 2. General Business Districts. (Number 2.) Any lawful 
purpose except the following: 
(a) A milk bottling or distributing station. 
(b) A carpet or rug cleaning establishment. 
(c) Storage of junk or scrap iron. 
(d) Storage or baling of rags or scrap paper. 


(e) Any trade, industry or use that is noxious or offensive by 
reason of vibration or noise, or the emission of odors, dust, gas or 
smoke. 

(f) Any kind of manufacture, except that light manufacture may 
be allowed under a special permit after a hearing if a major portion of 
the goods produced is to be sold at retail on the premises by the manu- 
facturer to the ultimate consumer. 


(g) <A public garage, or a private garage for more than three motor 
vehicles, except under a special permit after a hearing. 


(h) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, except 
under a special permit after a hearing which shall be granted only on 
condition that the parking lot conforms in construction and operation 
to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 


(i) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers 
and patrons of one or more places of business in the same use district, 
except under a special permit after a hearing which shall be granted 
only on condition that no fee is charged for the use of the parking lot 
and that the parking lot conforms in construction and operation to the 
specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. No special permit shal] 
however be required if such parking lot is established in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and conforms 
to said specifications. 

(j) Ablacksmith shop or horseshoeing establishment, except under 
a special permit after a hearing. 


Section 3. Limited Business Districts. (Number 3.) A limited 
business district may at any time be established in the manner provided 
in Article VI in that part of a general residence, a two-family residence 
district or single residence district 7D which is contiguous to a general 
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business district. The land within such limited business district shall 
remain subject to the restrictions of the use district and of the height, bulk 
and area district in which it was located at the time of its inclusion within 
such limited business district, except that the following additional uses 
may be made therein: 

(a) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, but only 
under a special permit after a hearing, and on condition that the park- 
ing lot conforms in its construction and operation to the specifications 
contained in Article V, Section 3. 

(b) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers 
and patrons of one or more places of business in the same use district 
or in the contiguous general business district without payment of any 
fee, and on condition that the parking lot conforms in its construction 
and operation to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 
No special permit shall however be required if such parking lot is es- 
tablished in compliance with the requirements of Section 1 or Section 2 
of Article V and conforms in its construction and operation to the speci- 
fications contained in Section 3 of said Article. 


Section 4. General Residence Districts. (Number 4.) The 
following uses may be made in a general residence district as of right: 

(a) A dwelling for one or more families. 

(b) A hotel, a lodging house or a boarding house. 

(c) A church or place of worship. 

(d) A railroad passenger station. 

(e) A farm. 

(f) A public school, a playground, a park, or ornamental grounds. 

(g) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three motor vehicles, not more than one of 
which may be a commercial motor vehicle, or a private stable. 

The following uses may be made in a general residence district only under 
a special permit after a hearing: 

(h) A club-house, a fraternity house, a private educational institu- 
tion, a dormitory of a charitable or philanthropic institution, or a 
hospital or other establishment for the care of sick, aged, crippled or 
convalescent persons. 

(i) A garage or parking space for more than three non-commercial 
motor vehicles. If such parking space is designed to accommodate ten 
or more motor vehicles, no special permit therefor shall be granted, 
except on condition that the parking lot conforms in its construction 
and operation to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 
No special permit shall be required if such parking lot is established in 
compliance with the requirements of Section 1 of Article V and con- 
forms in its construction and operation to the specifications contained 
in Section 3 of said Article. 

(j) A telephone exchange or a transforming station. 

(k) A building for any other use which is not an industry or trade, 
or of a manufacturing or commercial character. 

_ A special permit for any of the four foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 5. Two-F amily Residence Districts. (Number 5.) The 
following uses may be made in a two-family residence district as of right: 


(a) <A detached one-family or two-family dwelling. 
(b) A church or place of worship. 
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(c) A lodging house for not more than four lodgers. 

(d) A public school, a playground, a park or ornamental grounds. 

(e) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles, or a 
private stable. 


The following uses may be made in a two-family residence district only 
under a special permit after a hearing: 
(f) A club-house. 
(g) <A private educational institution. 
(h) A private garage for more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles. 
A special permit for any of the three foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 6. Garden Apartment Districts. (Number 6.) A garden 
apartment district may at any time be established in any part of a two- 
family residence 5D District, or of a single residence 7D, 7E, 7F, 7G or 
7H district. The following uses may be made in a garden apartment 
district: 

(a) Any use permitted in a single residence district. 
(b) A one-family dwelling, which may be attached through party 
walls or otherwise to another such dwelling on either side. 

No garden apartment district shall be established with an area of less 
than ten acres. 


Section 7. Single Residence Districts. (Number 7.) The following 
uses may be made in a single residence district as of right: 


(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 

(b) A church or place of worship. 

(c) A public school, a playground, a park or ornamental grounds. 

(d) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles or a 
private stable. 


The following uses may be made in a single residence district only under 
a special permit after a hearing: 


(e) A club-house. 
(f) A private educational institution. 
(g) A private garage for more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles. 
A special permit for any of the three foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 8. Billboards, Signs and Other Advertising Devices. No 
billboard, sign or other advertising device which does not either advertise 
or indicate the person occupying the premises on which it is located or the 
business transacted thereon, or advertise the property itself or any portion 
thereof as for sale or to let, shall be erected or maintained within public 
view from any highway, public park or reservation in any use district unless 
the erection and maintenance of such device are authorized by a permit 
lawfully issued by the Out-Door Advertising Authority. In a general 
residence, two-family residence, garden apartment or single residence use 
district no sign or other advertising device shall be erected or maintained 
on any premises used for dwelling purposes, except that there may be 
erected and maintained for every family living on the premises not \more 
than two signs, neither of which has a total area of more than one square 
foot, bearing a name and the designation of an occupation; and signs not 
exceeding two in number nor 12 square feet in total area which advertise 
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the premises on which they stand or any part thereof as for sale or to let 
may also be erected and maintained in such districts. In such districts 
signs of the customary size and character may be erected and maintained 
on premises not used for dwelling purposes; but no sign or other device 
shall be erected or maintained on any premises in such districts which 
indicates or advertises a use of such premises which is not authorized by 
this by-law in the district in which such premises are located. 


ARTICLE IV. HEIGHT, BULK AND AREA 
REGULATIONS 
Section 1. Height, Bulk and Area Districts 


The height, bulk and area districts into which the town is divided by this 
by-law shall be designated respectively A, B, C, D, DD, E, F, G and H 
Districts and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the letters respec- 
tively assigned to them. Every lot, structure and building shall be subject 
to the restrictions applicable to land or buildings in the district in which it 
is located. 

Section 2. A Districts 


(a) Height. In an A District no building shall be erected to 
a height in excess of 85 feet. 


(b) Set-backs. Ina3A or4A District no building shall be erected 
on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the exterior 
line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


Section 3. B Districts 


(a) Height. In a B District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 60 feet, and no building any part of which is. used 
for residence purposes shall contain more than five stories; provided, 
however, that, notwithstanding the foregoing limitation, the height of 
a building in such a district may be 50% in excess of the distance from 
the exterior of its walls to the nearest point of any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands. In no event however shall such height exceed 85 
feet, nor shall the building contain more than seven stories; and if any 
part of the building is used for residence purposes, it shall contain no 
more than six stories. 


(b) Set-backs. In a 3B or 4B District, no building shall be 
erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the 
eer line of any public way or private way upon which such lot 
abuts 

Section 4. C Districts 

(a) Height. In a C District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 50 feet, and no building any part of which is used for 
residence purposes shall contain more than three stories; provided how- 
ever, that, notwithstanding the foregoing limitation, the height of a 
building in such a district may be 50% in excess of the distance from 
the exterior of its walls to the nearest point of any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands. In no event however shall such height exceed 60 
feet, nor shall the building contain more than five stories; and if any 
part of the building is used for residence purposes, it shall contain no 
more than four stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 3C or 4C District not 
more than 60 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a 
building or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. In a 3C or 4C District, no building shall be 
erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the 
exterior line of any public way or private way upon which such lot 
abuts. 
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Section 5. D Districts 


(a) Height. In a D District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one-half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 3D, 5D or 7D District 
not more than 30 per cent and in a 2D District not more than 50 per 
cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. In a 2D, 3D, 5D or 7D District, no building 
shall be erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 
feet to the exterior line of any public way or private way upon which 
such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 2D, 3D, 5D or 7D District no 
building shall be erected less than seven and one half feet from any 
boundary of the lot on which it stands, or less than 15 feet from any 
other building on the same lot. There shall be behind every building 
erected on a 2D, 3D, 5D or 7D District an unoccupied area in the same 
lot not less than 15 feet deep for the full width of the building, except 
that accessory buildings not more than one story in height may be 
located as permitted by the building by-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 3D or 7D District on a lot containing 
less than 7500 square feet or less than 70 feet wide. 


(f) Row Buildings. For the purposes of this section, two or 
more buildings in a 2D District attached to each other by party walls 
or otherwise, shall be deemed a single building. 


Section 6. DD Districts 


(a) Height. In a DD District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 


(b) Percentage of District and Lot Occupied. In a DD 
District not more than 30 per cent of the area of the district, exclusive 
of ways open to the use of the persons residing in the district shall be 
occupied by a building or buildings, provided that a building or build- 
ings may be erected on any lot which occupy not more than 30 per cent 
of the area thereof. 

(c) Set-backs and Side and Rear Yards. No building shall be 
erected with any part of its walls within ten feet of any public or 
private way or of the boundary of the district. 


(d) Retention of Former Limitations. Notwithstanding the 
foregoing no building shall be erected on a lot in a DD District nearer 
to a public or private way or witha rear yard less deep, than was per- 
mitted in the district in which such lot was located immediately prior 
to its inclusion in a DD District. 

(e) Row Buildings. For the purpose of this section, two or more 
buildings in a DD district attached to each other by party walls or 
otherwise, shall be deemed a single building. 


Section 7. E Districts 

(a) Height. In a 7E District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 

(b) Percentage of. Lot Occupied. In a 7E District not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or 
buildings. 

(c) Set-backs. Ina 7E District, no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 20 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 
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(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7E District no building shall be 
erected less than ten feet from any boundary of the lot on which it 
stands, or less than 20 feet from any other building on the same lot. 
There shall be behind every building erected in a 7E District an un- 
occupied area in the same lot not less than 20 feet deep for the full 
width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more than 
one story in height may be located as provided in the building by-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7E District on a lot containing less than 
15,000 square feet or less than 100 feet wide. 


Section 8. F Districts 


(a) Height. In a 7F District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and a half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7F District, not more 
than thirty per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building 
or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. Ina 7F District, no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 22% feet to the exterior 
line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7F District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7F District 
an unoccupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the 
full width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more 
than one story in height may be located as provided in the building 
by-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7F District on a lot containing less than 
22,500 square feet or less than 115 feet wide. 


Section 9. G Districts 


(a) Height. A 7G District may at any time be established in the 
manner provided in Article VI in any part of a single residence district. 
In a 7G District no building shall be erected to a height in excess of 
45 feet or contain more than two and a half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7G District not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or 
buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. In a 7G District no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 30 feet to the exterior 
line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7G District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7G District 
an unoccupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the 
full width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more 
nae one story in height may be located as provided in the building 

y-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7G District on a lot containing less than 
30,000 square feet or less than 125 feet wide. 
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Section 10. H Districts 


(a) Height. In a 7H District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and a half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7H District not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building 
or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. Ina 7H District no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 30 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7H District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7H District 
an unoccupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the 
whole width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more 
aes one story in height may be located as provided in the building 

y-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7H District on a lot containing less than 
40,000 square feet or less than 150 feet wide. 


Section 11. Provisions Applicable to All Height, 
Bulk and Area Districts 


(a) Set-backs. In no case shall any building, except a building 
used for residence purposes and situated in an industrial or general 
business use district, be required by this by-law to be set back from a 
public way or private way upon which it abuts more than the average 
of the set backs of the buildings on the adjacent lots on either side. 
For the purposes of this paragraph a vacant lot more than 100 feet in 
width or a lot occupied by a building set back farther than is required 
by the provisions of this by-law applicable to the district in which it is 
situated shall be deemed to be set back to the distance so required. A 
lot separated from the lot in question only by a vacant lot 100 feet or 
less in width shall be deemed an adjacent lot. 


(b) Projections from Buildings. The following parts of build- 
ings shall be permitted to extend beyond the limits prescribed in the 
eight preceding sections, and such extensions shall not be considered 
in determining the percentage of the area of a lot occupied by the 
building or buildings upon it; Cornices projecting not more than 18 
inches beyond the established limit; outside steps extending no higher 
than the level of the first floor of the building; unroofed porches the 
floors of which are no higher than the level of the first floor of the 
building. Nothing herein shall be deemed to permit the extension of 
any part of a building over a public way at a height less than ten feet 
above the grade thereof. 


(c) One-Story Buildings. <A one-story building may be erected 
in the use districts 1 and 2 ABC without regard to the percentage of 
lot area permitted to be occupied by buildings in the six preceding 
sections; and on a lot occupied by a dwelling at the time of the original 
adoption of this by-law a one-story private garage occupying not more 
than 500 square feet of area may be erected without regard to such 
percentage. 


(d) Certain Structures Permitted Above Height Limitations. 
Chimneys, spires, towers and other projections not used for human 
occupancy, whether constituting separate structures or attached to 
buildings, may be erected above the height limitations imposed by this 
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by-law; but, except in the case of chimneys, no such structure or pro- 
jection shall be erected to a greater height than 85 feet above the curb 
grade without a special permit after a hearing. 


(e) Frontage upon Street. Except in use districts 1 and 2, no 
building shall be erected upon a lot not abutting for a distance of at 
least 40 feet upon a public or private way or a way approved by the 
Planning Board, unless such lot abuts upon, and has appurtenant to it 
the right to use, a way or place not less than 40 feet wide leading to a 
public or private way. 


(f) Off-Street Loading Facilities. No building shall be erected 
or used for manufacturing purposes or for the assembling, storage, sale 
or distribution of merchandise, or as a warehouse for storage by the 
public, unless there is provided within or without the building, but not 
within the limits of the travelled portion of any public way or private 
way, an adequate space for the standing of trucks and other vehicles 
while loading and unloading their contents for the use of the occupants 
of such building. This requirement may be waived by special permit 
when in the opinion of the Board of Selectmen the obstruction of travel 
in the particular case on the public or private ways by loading or un- 
loading trucks and other vehicles standing in the travelled portions of 
public or private ways will not be of sufficient importance to justify the 
enforcement of the requirements of this paragraph. This provision 
shall not be applicable to a building used for any of the purposes speci- 
fied herein at the time of its adoption in the event of a subsequent 
change of its use to any other of such purposes. 


(¢) More than One Building on One Lot. Whenever there 
is to be more than one building on a lot, whether or not one of such 
buildings is existing, the required area, and, if the buildings are side by 
side, the required lot width, shall be multiplied by the number of such 
buildings. 


(h) Reduction of Size of Lot. No lot shall be so reduced in size 
or subdivided that any building or buildings on the lot will not meet 
the requirements of this by-law. 


ARTICLE V. PARKING LOT REQUIREMENTS 


Section 1. For Two-Family or Multi-Family Dwellings and 
Garden Apartments. In order to lessen congestion in the streets, in the 
case of every building erected or converted for use as a dwelling, alone or in 
connection with a building to which it is attached, for two or more families, 
there shall be provided within such building, or upon the lot upon which it 
is located, garaging or parking space, having access to a public way, for 
the storage and parking of at least one motor vehicle for each family for 
which such building is designed. 


Such garaging or parking space shall provide not less than 200 square 
feet for each such motor vehicle, including the space required for passage- 
ways, entrances and exits, and shall be properly constructed and main- 
tained as a parking area. Unless such space is part of the building, such 
space, or the structure within which it is provided, shall be at least 15 feet 
from the building. 


If any such parking space is designed to accommodate ten or more motor 
vehicles, it shall be constructed and operated in conformity to the provisions 
of section 3 hereof. 


Section 2. For Industrial or Commercial Purposes. In order to 
lessen congestion in the streets, the following requirements with respect to 
the provision of off-street parking in the case of buildings used for purposes 
other than dwellings are imposed. In the case of every building erected or 
converted for business, industrial or commercial purposes, having a gross 
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floor area in excess of 2000 square feet, or converted to such use, there shall 
be provided within such building or upon the lot upon which it is located 
adequate garaging or parking space having access to a public way. Such 
space shall, in the case of a hotel or restaurant or place of public assembly 
other than a theatre, equal 200 square feet for each 100 feet of such floor 
area, and, in the case of a theatre, 200 square feet for each eight seats. In 
the case of buildings erected or used for other business, industrial or com- 
mercial purposes, such space shall not be less than the area within the 
exterior walls of the building; provided however that in the case of such 
buildings the requirement of this section shall not be applicable to a building 
on a lot abutting upon a public way 100 or more feet in width containing 
adequate provisions for the parking of motor vehicles in the central portion 
of the way. Such space shall be computed without including the ways 
providing access from the public ways thereto. Such space shall be kept 
free from obstruction, and the use of the space shall be limited to the owners 
or lessees of the building and persons employed in or about the building, or 
resorting thereto as customers or patrons. If any such parking space is 
designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles it shall be constructed 
and operated in conformity to the provisions of section 3 hereof. 


Section 3. Parking Lot Specifications. The following shall con- 
stitute the specifications for the construction and operation of parking lots 
designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles: 


(a) The lot shall be adequately enclosed on all sides either by fences 
or buildings except for suitable entrances and exits. 

(b) The lot shall be paved with asphalt or some other material that 
will provide a surface of equal hardness, smoothness and durability. 


(c) The lot shall be adequately drained, and kept clean and free 
from rubbish and debris. 
(d) The lot, if used after dark, shall be adequately lighted. 


(e) Barricades shall be provided to prevent motor vehicles being 
Pairs within fifteen feet of any building, or beyond the boundaries of 
the lot. 

(f) The surface of the lot shall be marked with lines of a color con- 
trasting with the color of the surface, indicating the space to be occu- 
pied by each motor vehicle. Such space shall not be less than 160 
square feet in area and eight feet in width. Such lines shall be main- 
tained so as to be plainly visible at all times. 


(g) Adequate space shall be reserved within the lot for passageways 
for the circulation of motor vehicles, so that each motor vehicle may pro- 
ceed to and from the parking space provided for it without requiring 
the moving of any other motor vehicle. 


(h) Suitable entrances and exits shall be provided so that motor 
vehicles may proceed safely and conveniently between the parking lot 
and a public or private way. Such entrances and exits shall be indicated 
by plainly legible signs. 

(i) No parking lot authorized by this section shall be opened to use 
until the Building Commissioner has issued a certificate of compliance 
to the effect that the lot conforms to the provisions of this section. 
Such certificate may be revoked upon violation of any of the conditions 
set forth in this section. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 


Whenever a change in the boundaries of the districts established by this 
by-law or the regulations and restrictions to be enforced therein or the 
establishment of a new district is requested in a petition signed by the 
owners of fifty per cent in valuation of the property contained in any dis- 
trict or in any part thereof consisting of one or more entire blocks, the 
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Planning Board shall seasonably, and upon its own initiative from time to 
time may, hold a public hearing to consider such a proposed change and 
shall file a final report, with its recommendations, with the Town Clerk. 
Seven days’ notice of such hearing shall be given by publication, and the 
cost of giving such notice of a hearing to be held upon petition shall be 
borne by the petitioners. 


ARTICLE VII. ENFORCEMENT 


Section 1. Building Permits. For the purposes of enforcement, 
this by-law shall be deemed a part of the building by-law. The Building 
Commissioner shall not issue a permit for the erection or alteration of any 
building or part thereof, unless the plans, specifications and intended use 
of such buildings are in all respects in conformity with the provisions of 
this by-law. 

Section 2. Certificates of Compliance. No person shall use or 
permit the use of any building or part thereof hereafter erected, or altered 
in its use or construction in whole or in part, or any building when the open 
spaces in the lot upon which it stands have been reduced in area or shape, 
until the Building Commissioner has issued the certificate of compliance 
required under the building by-law to the effect that the building so erected 
or the part thereof so altered, the proposed use thereof, the size of the lot 
and its yards and set backs, conform to the provisions of this by-law. 


Section 3. Temporary Certificates of Compliance. Pending the 
issuance of a definitive certificate of compliance, the Building Commissioner 
may issue a temporary certificate prior to the completion of the work upon 
a building, provided that the safety of the occupants of the building is 
adequately assured. 


Section 4. Submission of Doubtful Questions to Planning 
Board. Whenever application has been made to the Building Commis- 
sioner for a permit or certificate and the interpretation of this by-law with 
respect to the granting of such application is not clear, the Building Com- 
missioner is authorized and directed to submit the matter to the Planning 
Board for the expression of its opinion before making his decision. 


Section 5. Board of Appeals. The board of appeals under the 
building by-law shall be the board of appeals under this by-law and shall 
have all of the powers and duties of boards of appeals under the statutes 
relating to zoning. An appeal may be taken to the Board of Appeals by 
any officer or board of the town, or by any person aggrieved by any order 
or decision of the Building Commissioner. Such appeal may be taken within 
ten days after the order or decision appealed from has been rendered. 


Section 6. Penalty for Violation. Whoever violates any provision 
of this by-law shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each 
offense. Upon any well founded information that this by-law is being 
violated, or upon his own initiative, the Building Commissioner shall take 
immediate steps to enforce this by-law by making complaint to the Muni- 
cipal Court of Brookline. 


ARTICLE VIII. INTERPRETATION 


Section 1. Continuance of Existing Provisions. This by-law shall 
be deemed to constitute a re-enactment and continuance of the provisions 
of the zoning by-law in effect when it was adopted except so far as it con- 
tains changes in wording or arrangement which unequivocally constitute 
changes in meaning. 


Section 2. Uniformity in each District. Nothing in this by-law 
shall be construed as establishing regulations or restrictions which are not 
uniform for each class or kind of buildings, structures or land, and for each 
class or kind of use, in each district. 
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Section 3. Unsafe Walls and Fire Escapes. Nothing in this by-law 
shall prevent the restoration of a wall declared unsafe by the Building 
Commissioner, or the erection of iron fire escapes on any building in exist- 
ence on June 24, 1922. 


Section 4. Validity. The invalidity of any section or provision of 
this by-law shall not render invalid any other section or provision of the 
by-law. 


Section 5. Effective Date. The effective date of the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law and of the establishment of the respective dis- 
tricts shall be deemed to be June 24, 1922; provided however that in the 
case of amendments to this by-law or changes in the districts or their bound- 
aries subsequent to that date, the right to continue the use or maintenance 
of any building, structure or premises which was lawful when such amend- 
ment or change became effective shall not be impaired by any such amend- 
ment or change, except as provided in section 26 of chapter 40 of the 
General Laws. The date when each such amendment or change was made 
is shown by an appendix to this by-law on file in the office of the Town 
Clerk, to which reference is hereby made, entitled ‘“‘Zoning By-laws and 
Amendments, by Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer.”’ 
or will amend and adopt said proposed amendment. 


This proposed amendment of the Zoning By-law has been 
favorably recommended by the Planning Board after consid- 
erable study and a duly advertised hearing. The final report 
of the Planning Board with its recommendations, is as follows:

FINAL REPORT ON AMENDMENT TO THE 
ZONING BY-LAW 


“The Brookline Planning Board requests that the attached proposed 
amendment to the Zoning By-law be inserted in the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting to be held on March 29, 1949. 


“Tn accordance with law, the Planning Board, after due notice, held a 
public hearing on January 4, 1949, on a proposed amendment to the Zoning 
By-law, changing the regulations and restrictions to be enforced therein, 
substantially in the form herewith submitted, and the Planning Board 
recommends to the next annual town meeting that the Zoning By-law 
which became effective on June 4, 1922, as subsequently amended, be 
further amended by striking out the whole of said By-law as amended, and 
inserting in place thereof the provisions set forth on the printed sheet, with 
such printed lines stricken out with red ink lines and their substitutions 
therefor printed by hand in red ink, captioned ‘Town of Brookline, Zoning 
By-law,’ and the plan referred to therein showing boundaries of the dis- 
tricts, and described as Zoning Map #8, dated January 12, 1949, prepared 
by Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer, be approved. 


“After full consideration at two regular meetings of the Planning Board, 
it was voted to approve said amendment and submit to the Town Meeting 
herewith its report and recommendation with respect thereto: 


“A zoning by-law that is ten years old or older should be subjected 
to a painstaking review in the light of the results it produced or failed to 
produce, as well as in the light of up-to-date planning and zoning princi- 
ples and practices. The Planning Board has determined that after 
about 26 years the Brookline zoning by-law is not truly suitable for the 
changing requirements of the Town and that it is not fully effective in 
accomplishing all that an up-to-date zoning by-law is capable of con- 
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tributing to the desirable development and improvement of the living 
conditions in Brookline. 

“The regulations in the proposed amended zoning by-law have been 
made in accordance with a comprehensive plan and have been designed 
to lessen congestion in the streets, to secure safety from panic, fire and 
other dangers, to provide light and air, to avoid undue concentration of 
population, to facilitate the adequate provision for transportation of 
water and sewage, for the location of schools, parks.and other public 
requirements, and to promote the health and general welfare of the 
inhabitants throughout the Town. 


“The principal changes in the Brookline Zoning By-law contained in 
the proposed amendment are as follows: 


“1. For purposes of greater clarity the by-law has been entirely 
rearranged, so that all of the restrictions applicable to a particular 
district are contained in a paragraph relating to such district. 


“2. To avoid unnecessary repetition or doubt of meaning in which 
certain words were used a section containing carefully drawnup defini- 
tions of technical terms frequently used in the by-law has been added. 


‘“*3. Four (4) new use districts have been added; Limited Business, 
Two-family Residence, Garden Apartment District, and a Single Resi- 
dence District on a lot containing 30,000 square feet or more and a 
width of 125 feet or more. 


‘“These new districts may at any time be established if approved by 
the Planning Board after a public hearing and favorable action has been 
taken by the Town Meeting. The limited business districts are pro- 
posed in order to make possible the establishment of parking lots in 
that part of the General, Two-family or Single Residence Districts 
which are adjacent to the business districts. 


‘The Two-family residence districts are proposed in order to prevent 
the building of Multi-family dwellings in the existing 3-D District 
which was possible but never done. 


“The Garden Apartment Districts are proposed in order to make 
possible the modern type of attractive row single-residences of moder- 
ate height and in seasonable spacious grounds. 


‘4. In respect to some of the Use Districts, the requirements as to a 
hearing in case of certain uses that might be objectionable in certain 
localities have been tightened up. 


“5. Cemeteries, truck gardens, nurseries and greenhouses are elimi- 
nated from residential districts in the proposed amendment. 


‘6. All references to billboards and advertising signs are concen- 
trated in a single section. 


iby Rigid requirements have been set up with respect to the design, 
construction and operation of parking lots intended for ten (10) or 
more motor vehicles. 


“Lastly, Off-Street loading facilities are required for new buildings 
to be used for manufacture, storage and the like (except on waiver by 
the Selectmen):and the existing requirement of Off-Street Parking 
Space in the case of apartments has been extended to commercial and ° 
industrial buildings of over 2000 square feet in area and not fronting 
on a street over 100 feet in width, with a parking space in the center.” 


“The Planning Board, therefore, recommends that the amendment 


be adopted.

Voted, To amend the Zoning By-law by striking out the 
whole of said by-law, as amended, and by substituting therefor 


the following: — 
TOWN OF BROOKLINE 
ZONING BY-LAW 
ARTICLE 1. DIVISION OF THE TOWN INTO DISTRICTS 


Section 1. Purpose of the By-Law. The purpose of this by-law is to 
promote the health, safety, convenience, morals and welfare of the inhabi- 
tants of the town by the division of the town into appropriate districts in 
which different regulations and restrictions are in force. It has been adopted 
by virtue of the authority contained in sections 25 to 30 B inclusive of 
chapter 40 of the General Laws, and acts in amendment thereof and addi- 
tion thereto, and any other authority possessed by the town in the premises. 


Section 2. The Two Classes of Districts. The town is hereby 
divided into districts of two classes, as follows: 


(a) In order that the use of buildings, structures and land in the 
respective districts for trade, industry, residence or other purposes may 
be regulated and restricted, the town is divided into districts designated 
by numerals in which different uses are permitted, hereinafter called 
use districts. 


(b) In order that the height, number of stories and size of buildings 
and structures, the size and width of lots, the percentage of each lot 
that may be built upon, the size of yards, courts and other open spaces, 
the density of population and the location of buildings in the respective 
districts may be regulated and restricted, the several use districts are 
subdivided into districts designated by letters, in which different regu- 
lations and restrictions are in force, hereinafter called height, bulk and 
area districts. 

Every parcel of land, and every building or other structure in the 
town, except as otherwise provided by law or by this by-law, shall be 
subject to the regulations and restrictions applicable to both the use 
district and the height, bulk and area district in which it is located. 


Section 3. Boundaries of the Districts — Zoning Map. 

(a) The location and boundaries of the respective districts, and the 
designation of each district of each class by the appropriate numeral and 
letter, as shown on the Zoning Map, dated January 12, 1949, prepared by 
Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer, marked ‘‘Zoning Map No. 8,” bearing 
the signature of the members of the Planning Board and on file in the office 
of the Town Clerk, are established for the purposes of this by-law, and the 
map so described is declared to be a part of the by-law. Any change in the 
location or boundaries of a district hereafter made through the amendment 
of this by-law shall be indicated by the alteration of such map, and the map 
thus altered is declared to be a part of the by-law thus amended. 


(b) When a boundary line between districts divides a lot in single 
ownership, the regulations controlling the less restricted portion of such lot 
shall be applicable to the entire lot, provided such lot does not extend more 
than 25 feet within the more restricted district. 


(c) When a lot in single ownership is situated in part in the Town of 
Brookline and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as lies 
in the Town of Brookline in the same manner as if the entire lot were 
situated therein. 
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Article II — Definitions 


For the purposes of this by-law, the following words and terms used herein 
are hereby defined or the meaning thereof is explained or limited: 


Accessory purposes. A use on a lot customarily incident to the au- 
thorized principal use of such lot and not detrimental to the use of other 
property in the same use district for the purposes therein authorized. An 
accessory purpose shall not include the stripping of loam or peat, except for 
re-use on the same property. 


Area. In determining the area of a lot there shall not be included any 
land within the limits of a public or private way upon which such lot abuts, 
even if the fee to such way is in the owner of the lot. 


Boarding House. A dwelling house in which meals are served for 
compensation to one or more persons not within the second degree of kindred 
to the person conducting the service and who are not merely casual or 
transient customers. 


Building. Any structure built for the support, shelter or enclosure of 
persons, animals, chattels or property of any kind. 


Club-house. A building or a portion thereof occupied by a group of 
persons associated together for some common object; but it shall not in- 
clude premises used primarily as a hotel, boarding house, lodging house or 
fraternity house for the members of the group or others, or the chief use of 
which is any service customarily carried on as a business. 


Curb Grade. The level of the grade of the way upon which a building 
or other structure faces, at the curb of the roadway in such way, measured 
at a point opposite the center of the front of such building or other struc- 
ture. When a building or other structure stands on a lot abutting upon 
more than one way, the curb grade shall be the average of the curb grades 
on each of such ways, measured at a point opposite the center of each front, 
rear or side of such building or other structure facing each such way. 


Family. Any number of individuals living together in a single house- 
keeping unit. 

Fraternity House. A building ora portion thereof occupied by a group 
of students of either sex of a specified school or college as their residence 
during the academic year. 


Half Story. A story directly under a sloping roof in which the point of 
intersection of the bottom of the rafters and the interior face of the walls is 
less than 3 feet above the floor level. 


Height of Building. The vertical distance of the highest point of the 
roof beams in the case of a flat roof, or of the top of the rafters at the ridge 
in the case of a sloping roof, above the curb grade, as defined; provided 
however that if the grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building 
is not below the curb grade, and there is a level terrace at least 15 feet in 
width surrounding, its height shall be measured from a mean grade of such 
terrace at the foundation of the building. 


_ Hotel. A building or a portion thereof designed or used for serving food 
in a public dining room and providing shelter to residents or guests, and 
containing mere than 15 sleeping rooms above the first floor. 


Lodger. A person hiring space in a dwelling house for his habitation 
who is not within the second degree of kindred to the person conducting the 
house. 


Lodging House. A dwelling house in which space is let for compensa- 
tion to one or more lodgers, but not including dormitories or other buildings 
of charitable, educational or philanthropic institutions. 
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Lot. An area of land in one ownership, with definite boundaries ascer- 
tainable or to be ascertainable of record, and used, or set aside and available 
for use, as the site of one or more buildings and buildings accessory thereto 
or for any other definite purpose. 


_ Planning Board. The board established under the provisions of section 
eighty A of chapter forty-one of the General Laws. This term shall also 
include the predecessor of the Planning Board, namely, the Board of 
Survey. 


Private Garage. Except as otherwise hereinafter provided, a building 
used for the shelter or storage of non-commercial motor vehicles, in which 
no space is let to casual or transient customers. 


Private Way. A way not less than 50 feet in width which is open or 
dedicated to public use but has not become a public way; provided how- 
ever that the term shall include such a way not less than 40 feet in width 
which has been opened or dedicated to public use prior to the adoption of 
the by-law as amended. 


Public Garage. A building used for the shelter, storage or repair of 
motor vehicles, which is not a private garage. 


Special Permit. Permission granted by the Board of Selectmen for a 
particular use of premises or a building or buildings after a decision that 
such use, conducted under conditions described in the decision, will not be 
detrimental to the use of other property for the purposes specified in this 
by-law, and provided that the use conforms to such conditions and is con- 
fined to the premises, building or buildings described in the decision. 


Special Permit After a Hearing. A special permit as defined in the 
previous paragraph granted after a public hearing, fourteen days’ notice of 
which shall have been given. 


Story. That portion of a building contained between any floor and the 
floor or roof next above it, but not including the lowest portion so contained, 
more than one half of which vertically is below the mean grade of the ad- 
joining ground. 


Structure. A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location 
to give support or shelter, and shall include building, framework, tent, 
reviewing stand, platform, bin, sign, flagpole, mast for radio antenna and 
the like. 


Used. The word ‘used’’ shall be construed to include ‘intended, 
arranged, designed, built, altered, converted, rented, or leased to be used.”’ 


Width. In determining the width of a lot, the lot shall be measured 
through that part of the building erected or to be erected thereon where the 
lot is narrowest; provided however that when the side boundary lines of a 
lot converge toward a public or private way upon which such lot abuts, the 
width of the lot shall be deemed the distance between a point on each such 
side line of the lot 50 feet back from the intersection of such line with the 
exterior line of the way. 


Yard. The open space at the front, sides and rear of a building between 
the exterior walls of the building and the boundaries of the lot upon which 
it stands. 


ARTICLE III. USE REGULATIONS 


The Use Districts into which the town is divided shall be of the following 
seven classes: (1) Industrial Districts, (2) General Business Districts, (3) 
Limited Business Districts, (4) General Residence Districts, (5) Two- 
Family Districts, (6) Garden Apartment Districts, (7) Single Residence 
Districts, and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the numbers 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5,6 and 7 respectively. In each district no building or premises shall be 
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used, except for the purposes permitted in the district in the section of this 
article applicable thereto. 


Section 1. Industrial Districts. (Number 1.) Any lawful purpose 
except a trade, industry or other use that is noxious or offensive by reason 
of vibration or noise or the emission of odors, dust, gas or smoke; provided 
however, that: 


(a) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, shall not 
be established in an industrial district except under a special permit 
after a hearing which shall be granted only on condition that the park- 
ing lot conforms in construction and operation to the specifications 
contained in Article V, Section 3. 


(b) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers 
and patrons of one or more places of business in the general neighbor- 
hood, shall not be established in an industrial district, except under a 
special permit after a hearing which shall be granted only on condition 
that no fee is charged for the use of the parking lot and that the parking 
lot conforms in construction and operation to the specifications con- 
tained in Article V, Section 3. No special permit shall however be 
required if such parking lot is established in compliance with the re- 
quirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and conforms to said 
specifications. 


Section 2. General Business Districts. (Number 2.) Any lawful 
purpose except the following: 

(a) A milk bottling or distributing station. 

(b) A carpet or rug cleaning establishment. 

(c) Storage of junk or scrap iron. 

(d) Storage or baling of rags or scrap paper. 

(e) Any trade, industry or use that is noxious or offensive by reason 
of vibration or noise, or the emission of odors, dust, gas or smoke. 

(f) Any kind of manufacture, except that light manufacture may 
be allowed under a special permit after a hearing if a major portion of 


the goods produced is to be sold at retail on the premises by the manu- 
facturer to the ultimate consumer. 


(g) A public garage, or a private garage for more than three motor 
vehicles, except under a special permit after a hearing. 


(h) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, except 
under a special permit after a hearing which shall be granted only on 
condition that the parking lot conforms in construction and operation 
to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 


(i) <A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers 
and patrons of one or more places of business in the same use district, 
except under a special permit after a hearing which shall be granted 
only on condition that no fee is charged for the use of the parking lot 
and that the parking lot conforms in construction and operation to the 
specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. No special permit 
shall however be required if such parking lot is established in compli- 
ance with the requirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of Article V and 
conforms to said specifications. 


(j) A blacksmith shop or horseshoeing establishment, except under 
a special permit after a hearing. 
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Section 3. Limited Business Districts. (Number 3.) <A _ limited 
business district may at any time be established in the manner provided in 
Article VI in that part of a general residence, a two-family residence dis- 
trict or single residence district 7D which is contiguous to a general business 
district. The land within such limited business district shall remain subject 
to the restrictions of the use district and of the height, bulk and area district 
in which it was located at the time of its inclusion within such limited ‘busi- 
ness district, except that the following additional uses may be made therein: 


(a) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to public use upon payment of a fee, but only 
under a special permit after a hearing, and on condition that the park- 
ing lot conform in its construction and operation to the specifications 
contained in Article V, Section 3. 

(b) A parking lot, with space for the accommodation of ten or more 
motor vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers and 
patrons of one or more places of business in the same use district or in 
the contiguous general business district without payment of any fee, 
and on condition that the parking lot conforms in its construction and 
operation to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. No 
special permit shall however be required if such parking lot is estab- 
lished in compliance with the requirements of Section 1 or Section 2 of 
Article V and conforms in its construction and operation to the specifi- 
cations contained in Section 3 of said Article. 


Section 4. General Residence Districts. (Number 4.) The fol- 
lowing uses may be made in a general residence district as of right: 


(a) <A dwelling for one or more families. 

(b) A hotel, a lodging house or a boarding house. 

(c) A church or place of worship. 

(d) A railroad passenger station. 

(e) A farm. 

(f) A public school, a playground, a park, or ornamental grounds. 
(g) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 


garage for not more than three motor vehicles, not more than one of 
which may be a commercial motor vehicle, ora private stable. 


The following uses may be made in a general residence district only. under 
a special permit after a hearing: 

(h) Aclub-house, a fraternity house, a private educational institu- 
tion, a dormitory of a charitable or philanthropic institution, or a hos- 
pital or other establishment for the care of sick, aged, crippled or con- 
valescent persons. 

(i) A garage or parking space for more than three non-commercial 
motor vehicles. If such parking space is designed to accommodate ten 
or more motor vehicles, no special permit therefor shall be granted, 
except on condition that the parking lot conforms in its construction 
and operation to the specifications contained in Article V, Section 3. 
No special permit shall be required if such parking lot is established 
in compliance with the requirements of Section 1 of Article V and con- 
forms in its construction and operation to the specifications contained 
in Section 3 of said Article. 

(j) A telephone exchange or a transforming station. 

(k) <A building for any other use which is not an industry or trade, 
or of a manufacturing or commercial character. 


A special permit for any of the four foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto.

Section 5. Two-Family Residence Districts. (Number 5.) The 
following uses may be made in a two-family residence district as of right: 


(a) A detached one-family or two-family dwelling. 
(b) A church or place of worship. 
(c) A lodging house for not more than four lodgers. 
(d) A public school, a playground, a park or ornamental grounds. 
(e) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles, or a 
private stable. 
The following uses may be made in a two-family residence district only 
under a special permit after a hearing: 
(f) A club-house. 
(g) <A private educational institution. 
(h) A private garage for more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles. 
A special permit for any of the three foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 6. Garden Apartment Districts. (Number 6.) A garden 
apartment district may at any time be established in any part of a two- 
family residence 5D District, or of a single residence 7D, 7E, 7F, 7G or 7H 
district. The following uses may be made in a garden apartment district: 

(a) Any use permitted in a single residence district. 
(b) A one-family dwelling, which may be attached through party 
walls or otherwise to another such dwelling on either side. 

No garden apartment district shall be established with an area of less 
than ten acres. 


Section 7. Single Residence Districts. (Number 7.) The follow- 
ing uses may be made in a single residence district as of right: 
(a) A detached one-family dwelling. 
(b) A church or place of worship. 
(c) A public school, a playground, a park or ornamental grounds. 
(d) A purpose accessory to any of the foregoing, including a private 
garage for not more than three non-commercial motor vehicles or a 
private stable. 
The following uses may be made in a single residence district only under 
a special permit after a hearing: 
(e) A club-house. 
(f) A private educational institution. 
(zg) A private garage for more than three non-commercial motor 
vehicles. 


A special permit for any of the three foregoing uses shall, unless expressly 
limited, include uses accessory thereto. 


Section 8. Billboards, Signs and Other Advertising Devices. 
No billboard, sign or other advertising device which does not either adver- 
tise or indicate the person occupying the premises on which it is located or 
the business transacted thereon, or advertise the property itself or any 
portion thereof as for sale or to let, shall be erected or maintained within 
public view from any highway, public park or reservation in any use dis- 
trict unless the erection and maintenance of such device are authorized by 
a permit lawfully issued by the Out-Door Advertising Authority. Ina 
general residence, two-family residence, garden apartment or single resi- 
dence use district no sign or other advertising device shall be erected or 
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maintained on any premises used for dwelling purposes, except that there 
may be erected and maintained for every family living on the premises not 
more than two signs, neither of which has a total area of more than one 
square foot, bearing a name and the designation of an occupation; and signs 
not exceeding two in number nor 12 square feet in total area which advertise 
the premises on which they stand or any part thereof as for sale or to let 
may also be erected and maintained in such districts. In such districts 
signs of the customary size and character may be erected and maintained 
on premises not used for dwelling purposes; but no sign or other device 
shall be erected or maintained on any premises in such districts which 
indicates or advertises a use of such premises which is not authorized by 
this by-law in the district in which such premises are located. 


ARTICLE IV. HEIGHT, BULK AND AREA 
REGULATIONS 


Section 1. Height, Bulk and Area Districts 


The height, bulk and area districts into which the town is divided by this 
by-law shall be designated respectively A, B, C, D, DD, E, F, G and H 
Districts and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the letters respec- 
tively assigned to them. Every lot, structure and building shall be subject 
to the restrictions applicable to land or buildings in the district in which it 
is located. 

Section 2. A Districts 


(a) Height. In an A District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 85 feet. 


(b) Set-backs. Ina 3A or 4A District no building shall be erected 
on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the exterior 
line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


Section 3. B Districts 


(a) Height. In a B District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 60 feet, and no building any part of which is used for 
residence purposes shall contain more than five stories; provided, how- 
ever, that, notwithstanding the foregoing limitation, the height of a 
building in such a district may be 50% in excess of the distance from 
the exterior of its walls to the nearest point of any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands. In no event however shall such height exceed 85 
feet, nor shall the building contain more than seven stories; and if any 
part of the building is used for residence purposes, it shall contain no 
more than six stories. 


(b) Set-backs. In a 3B or 4B District, no building shall be 
erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the 
exterior line of any public way or private way upon which such lot 
abuts. 

Section 4. C Districts 

(a) Height. In a C District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 50 feet, and no building any part of which is used for 
residence purposes shall contain more than three stories; provided how- 
ever, that, notwithstanding the foregoing limitation, the height of a 
building in such a district may be 50% in excess of the distance from 
the exterior of its walls to the nearest point of any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands. In no event however shall such height exceed 60 
feet, nor shall the building contain more than five stories; and if any 
part of the building is used for residence purposes, it shall contain no 
more than four stories. 

(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 3C or 4C District not 
more than 60 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a 
building or buildings. 
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(c) Set-backs. In a 3C or 4C District, no building shall be 
erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to the 
exterior line of any public way or private way upon which such lot 
abuts. 


Section 5. D Districts 


(a) Height. In a D District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one-half stories. 

(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. Ina 3D, 5D or 7D District 
not more than 30 per cent and in a 2D District not more than 50 per 
cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings. 

(c) Set-backs. Ina2D,3D,5D or 7D District, no building shall 
be erected on any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 10 feet to 
the exterior line of any public way or private way upon which such lot 
abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 2D, 3D, 5D or 7D District no 
building shall be erected less than seven and one half feet from any 
boundary of the lot on which it stands, or less than 15 feet from any 
other building on the same lot. There shall be behind every building 
erected ona 2D, 3D, 5D or 7D District an unoccupied area in the same 
lot not less than 15 feet deep for the full width of the building, except 
that accessory buildings not more than one story in height may be 
located as permitted by the building by-law. 

(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 3D or 7D District on a lot containing 
less than 7,500 square feet or less than 70 feet wide. 

(f) Row Buildings. For the purposes of this section, two or more 
buildings in a 2D District attached to each other by party walls or 
otherwise, shall be deemed a single building. 


Section 6. DD Districts 


(a) Height. Ina DD District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 

(b) Percentage of District and Lot Occupied. Ina DD Dis- 
trict not more than 30 per cent of the area of the district, exclusive of 
ways open to the use of the persons residing in the district, shall be 
occupied by a building or buildings, provided that a building or build- 
ings may be erected on any lot which occupy not more than 30 per 
cent of the area thereof. 

(c) Set-backs and Side and Rear Yards. No building shall be 
erected with any part of its walls within ten feet of any public or private 
way or of the boundary of the district. 

(d) Retention of Former Limitations. Nepaiehstsidinis the 
foregoing no building shall be erected on a lot in a DD District nearer 
to a public or private way or witha rear yard less deep, than was per- 
mitted in the district in which such lot was located immediately prior 
to its inclusion in a DD District. 

'(e) Row Buildings. For the purpose of this section, two or more 
buildings in a DD District attached to each other by party walls or 
otherwise, shal] be deemed a single building. 


; Section 7. E Districts 

(a) Height. In a 7E District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 

(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7E District not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building 
or buildings. 
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(c) Set-backs. Ina 7E District, no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 20 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7E District no building shall be 
erected less than ten feet from any boundary of the lot on which it 
stands, or less than 20 feet from any other building on the same lot. 
There shall be behind every building erected in a 7E District an un- 
occupied area in the same lot not less than 20 feet deep for the full 
width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more than 
one story in height may be located as provided in the building by-law. 


(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7E District on a lot containing less than 
15,000 square feet or less than 100 feet wide. 


Section 8. F Districts 


(a) Height. In a 7F District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7F District, not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building 
or buildings. 

(c) Set-backs. Ina 7F District, no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 22% feet to the exterior 
line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7F District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7F District 
an unoccupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the 
full width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more 
than one story in height may be located as provided in the building 
by-law. 

(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected ina 7F District on a lot containing less than 
22,500 square feet or less than 115 feet wide. 


Section 9. G Districts 


(a) Height. A 7G District may at any time be established in the 
manner provided in Article VI in any part of a single residence district. 
In a 7G District no building shall be erected to a height in excess of 45 
feet or contain more than two and one-half stories. 

(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7G District not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building 
or buildings. 

(c) Set-backs. Ina 7G District no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 30 feet to the exterior line 
of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7G District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7G District 
an unoccupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the 
full width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not more 
than one story in height may be located as provided in the building 
by-law. 

(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7G District on a lot containing less than 
30,000 square feet or less than 125 feet wide. 
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Section 10. H Districts 


(a) Height. In a 7H District no building shall be erected to a 
height in excess of 45 feet or contain more than two and one-half stories. 


(b) Percentage of Lot Occupied. In a 7H District not more 
than 30 per cent of the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building 
or buildings. 


(c) Set-backs. Ina 7H District no building shall be erected on 
any lot with any part of its walls nearer than 30 feet to the exterior 
line of any public way or private way upon which such lot abuts. 


(d) Side and Rear Yards. Ina 7H District no building shall be 
erected less than twelve and one half feet from any boundary of the lot 
on which it stands, or less than 25 feet from any other building on the 
same lot. There shall be behind every building erected in a 7H District 
an unoccupied area on the same lot not less than 25 feet deep for the 
whole width of the building, except that accessory buildings of not 
more than one story in height may be located as provided in the build- 
ing by-law. 

(e) Area and Width. No building, except one-story accessory 
buildings, shall be erected in a 7H District on a lot containing less than 
40,000 square feet or less than 150 feet wide. 


Section 11. Provisions Applicable to All Height, Bulk and Area 
Districts 


(a) Set-backs. In no case shall any building, except a building 
used for residence purposes and situated in an industrial or general 
business use district, be required by this by-law to be set back from a 
public way or private way upon which it abuts more than the average 
of the set backs of the buildings on the adjacent lots on either side. For 
the purposes of this paragraph a vacant lot more than 100 feet in width 
or a lot occupied by a building set back farther than is required by the 
provisions of this by-law applicable to the district in which it is situated 
shall be deemed to be set back to the distance so required. A lot 
separated from the lot in question only by a vacant lot 100 feet or less 
in width shall be deemed an adjacent lot. ‘ 


(b) Projections from Buildings. The following parts of build- 
ings shall be permitted to extend beyond the limits prescribed in the 
eight preceding sections, and such extensions shall not be considered 
in determining the percentage of the area of a lot occupied by the 
building or buildings upon it; Cornices projecting not more than 18 
inches beyond the established limit; outside steps extending no higher 
than the level of the first floor of the building; unroofed porches the 
floors of which are no higher than the level of the first floor of the build- 
ing. Nothing herein shall be deemed to permit the extension of any 
part of a building over a public way at a height less than ten feet above 
the grade thereof. 


(c) One-Story Buildings. <A one-story building may be erected 
in the use districts 1 and 2 ABC without regard to the percentage of 
lot area permitted to be occupied by buildings in the six preceding 
sections; and on a lot occupied by a dwelling at the time of the original 
adoption of this by-law a one-story private garage occupying not more 
than 500 square feet of area may be erected without regard to such 
percentage. 


(d) Certain Structures Permitted Above Height Limitations. 
Chimneys, spires, towers and other projections not used for human 
occupancy, whether constituting separate structures or attached to 
buildings, may be erected above the height limitations imposed by this 
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by-law; but, except in the case of chimneys, no such structure or pro- 
jection shall be erected to a greater height than 85 feet above the curb 
grade without a special permit after a hearing. 


(e) Frontage upon Street. Except in use districts 1 and 2, no 
building shall be erected upon a lot not abutting for a distance of at 
least 40 feet upon a public or private way or a way approved by the 
Planning Board, unless such lot abuts upon, and has appurtenant to it 
the right to use, a way or place not less than 40 feet wide leading to a 
public or private way. 


(f) Off-Street Loading Facilities. No building shall be erected 
or used for manufacturing purposes or for the assembling, storage, sale 
or distribution of merchandise, or as a warehouse for storage by the 
public, unless there is provided within or without the building, but not 
within the limits of the travelled portion of any public way or private 
way, an adequate space for the standing of trucks and other vehicles 
while loading and unloading their contents for the use of the occupants 
of such building. This requirement may be waived by special permit 
when in the opinion of the Board of Selectmen the obstruction of travel 
in the particular case on the public or private ways by loading or un- 
loading trucks and other vehicles standing in the travelled portions of 
public or private ways will not be of sufficient importance to justify the 
enforcement of the requirements of this paragraph. This provision 
shall not be applicable to a building used for any of the purposes 
specified herein at the time of its adoption in the event of a subsequent 
change of its use to any other of such purposes. 


(g) More than One Building on One Lot. Whenever there is 
to be more than one building on a lot, whether or not one of such build- 
ings is existing, the required area, and, if the buildings are side by side, 
the required lot width, shall be multiplied by the number of such 
building's. 


(h) Reduction of Size of Lot. No lot shall be so reduced in size 
or subdivided that any building or buildings on the lot will not meet 
the requirements of this by-law. 


Article V. Parking Lot Requirements 


Section 1. For Two-Family or Multi-Family Dwellings and 
Garden Apartments. In order to lessen congestion in the streets, in the 
case of every building erected or converted for use as a dwelling, alone or in 
connection with a building to which it is attached, for two or more families, 
there shall be provided within such building, or upon the lot upon which it 
is located, garaging or parking space, having access to a public way, for the 
storage and parking of at least one motor vehicle for each family for which 
such building is designed. 

Such garaging or parking space shall provide not less than 200 square 
feet for each such motor vehicle, including the space required for passage- 
ways, entrances and exits, and shall be properly constructed and main- 
tained as a parking area. Unless such space is part of the building, such 
space, or the structure within which it is provided, shall be at least 15 feet 
from the building. 

If any such parking space is designed to accommodate ten or more motor 
vehicles, it shall be constructed and operated in conformity to the pro- 
visions of section 3 hereof. 


Section 2. For Industrial or Commercial Purposes. In order to 
lessen congestion in the streets, the following requirements with respect to 
the provision of off-street parking in the case of buildings used for purposes 
other than dwellings are imposed. In the case of every building erected or 
converted for business, industrial or commercial purposes, having a gross 
floor area in excess of 2,000 square feet, or converted to such use, there shall 
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be provided within such building or upon the lot upon which it is located 
adequate garaging or parking space having access to a public way. Such 
space shall, in the case of a hotel or restaurant or place of public assembly 
other than a theatre, equal 200 square feet for each 100 feet of such floor 
area, and, in the case of a theatre, 200 square feet for each eight seats. In 
the case of buildings erected or used for other business, industrial or com- 
mercial purposes, such space shall not be less than the area within the 
exterior walls of the building; provided however that in the case of such 
buildings the requirement of this section shall not be applicable to a building 
on a lot abutting upon a public way 100 or more feet in width containing 
adequate provision for the parking of motor vehicles in the central portion 
of the way. Such space shall be computed without including the ways 
providing access from the public ways thereto. Such space shall be kept 
free from obstruction, and the use of the space shall be limited to the 
owners or lessees of the building and persons employed in or about the 
building, or resorting thereto as customers or patrons. If any such parking 
space is designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles it shall be 
constructed and operated in conformity to the provisions of section 3 


hereof. 


Section 3. Parking Lot Specifications. The following shall con- 
stitute the specifications for the construction and operation of parking lots 
designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles: 


(a) The lot shall be adequately enclosed on all sides either by 
fences or buildings except for suitable entrances and exits. 

(b) The lot shall be paved with asphalt or some other material that 
will provide a surface of equal hardness, smoothness and durability. 

(c) The lot shall be adequately drained, and kept clean and free 
from rubbish and debris. 

(d) The lot, if used after dark, shall be adequately lighted. 

(e) Barricades shall be provided to prevent motor vehicles being 
parked within fifteen feet of any building, or beyond the boundaries 
of the lot. 

(f) The surface of the lot shall be marked with lines of a color con- 
trasting with the color of the surface, indicating the space to be occu- 
pied by each motor vehicle. Such space shall not be less than 160 square 
feet in area and eight feet in width. Such lines shall be maintained so 
as to be plainly visible at all times. 

(g) Adequate space shall be reserved within the lot for passageways 
for the circulation of motor vehicles, so that each motor vehicle may 
proceed to and from the parking space provided for it without requiring 
the moving of any other motor vehicle. 

(h) Suitable entrances and exits shall be provided so that motor 
vehicles may proceed safely and conveniently between the parking lot 
and a public or private way. Such entrances and exits shall be indi- 
cated by plainly legible signs. 

(i) No parking lot authorized by this section shall be opened to use 
until the Building Commissioner has issued a certificate of compliance 
to the effect that the lot conforms to the provisions of this section. Such 
certificate may be revoked upon violation of any of the conditions set 
forth in this section. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 


Whenever a change in the boundaries of the districts established by this 
by-law or the regulations and restrictions to be enforced therein or the 
establishment of a new district is requested in a petition signed by the 
owners of fifty per cent in valuation of the property contained in any dis- 
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trict Or in any part thereof consisting of one or more entire blocks, the 
Planning Board shall seasonably, and upon its own initiative from time to 
time may, hold a public hearing to consider such a proposed change and 
shall file a final report, with its recommendations, with the Town Clerk. 
Seven days’ notice of such hearing shall be given by publication, and the 
cost of giving such notice of a hearing to be held upon petition shall be 
borne by the petitioners. 


ARTICLE VII. ENFORCEMENT 


Section 1. Building Permits. For the purposes of enforcement, 
this by-law shall be deemed a part of the building by-law. The Building 
Commissioner shall not issue a permit for the erection or alteration of any 
building or part thereof, unless the plans, specifications and intended use 
of such buildings are in all respects in conformity with the provisions of 
this by-law. 

Section 2. Certificates of Compliance. No person shall use or 
permit the use of any building or part thereof hereafter erected, or altered 
in its use or construction in whole or in part, or any building when the open 
spaces in the lot upon which it stands have been reduced in area or shape, 
until the Building Commissioner has issued the certificate of compliance 
required under the building by-law to the effect that the building so erected 
or the part thereof so altered, the proposed use thereof, the size of the lot 
and its yards and set backs, conform to the provisions of this by-law. 


Section 3. Temporary Certificates of Compliance. Pending the 
issuance of a definitive certificate of compliance, the Building Commis- 
sioner may issue a temporary certificate prior to the completion of the work 
upon a building, provided that the safety of the occupants of the building 
is adequately assured. 


Section 4. Submission of Doubtful Questions to Planning 
Board. Whenever application has been made to the Building Commis- 
sioner for a permit or certificate and the interpretation of this by-law with 
respect to the granting of such application is not clear, the Building Com- 
missioner is authorized and directed to submit the matter to the Planning 
Board for the expression of its opinion before making his decision. 


Section 5. Board of Appeals. The board of appeals under the 
building by-law shall be the board of appeals under this by-law and shall 
have all of the powers and duties of boards of appeals under the statutes 
relating to zoning. An appeal may be taken to the Board of Appeals by 
any officer or board of the town, or by any person aggrieved by any order 
or decision of the Building Commissioner. Such appeal may be taken 
within ten days after the order or decision appealed from has been 
rendered. 

Section 6. Penalty for Violation. Whoever violates any provision 
of this by-law shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each 
offense. Upon any well founded information that this by-law is being 
violated, or upon his own initiative, the Building Commissioner shall take 
immediate steps to enforce this by-law by making complaint to the Muni- 
cipal Court of Brookline. 


ARTICLE VIII. INTERPRETATION 


Section 1. Continuance of Existing Provisions. ‘This by-law shall 
be deemed to constitute a re-enactment and continuance of the provisions 
of the zoning by-law in effect when it was adopted except so far as it con- 
tains changes in wording or arrangement which unequivocally constitute 
changes in meaning. 

Section 2. Uniformity in each District. Nothing in this by-law 
shall be construed as establishing regulations or restrictions which are not 
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uniform for each class or kind of buildings, structures or land, and for each 
class or kind of use, in each district. 


Section 3. Unsafe Walls and Fire Escapes. Nothing in this by-law 
shall prevent the restoration of a wall declared unsafe by the Building 


Commissioner, or the erection of iron fire escapes on any building in exist- 
ence on June 24, 1922. 


Section 4. Validity. The invalidity of any section or provision of 
this by-law shall not render invalid any other section or provision of the 
by-law. 


Section 5. Effective Date. ‘The effective date of the regulations and 
restrictions of this by-law and of the establishment of the respective dis- 
tricts shall be deemed to be June 24, 1922; provided however that in the 
case of amendments to this by-law or changes in the districts or their bound- 
aries subsequent to that date, the right to continue the use or mainte- 
nance of any building, structure or premises which was lawful when such 
amendment or change became effective shall not be impaired by any such 
amendment or change, except as provided in section 26 of chapter 40 of the 
General Laws. The date when each such amendment or change was made 
is shown by an appendix to this by-law on file in the office of the Town 
Clerk, to which reference is hereby made, entitled ‘Zoning By-laws and 
Amendments, by Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer.”

On motion of Timothy J. Regan: 


Voted, That the following classes or groups of employees be 
specifically exempted from the operation of said Section 33A 
of Chapter 149 of the General Laws: — Junior and Senior 
Building Custodians, Janitresses, Fire Alarm Operators, Wire 
Inspectors — Fire Department, Police Matron, Park Police 
Officers, Golf Starter and Caddy Master, Engineers and Fire- 
men in the Water Department and Heating and Lighting 
Plant. 


Thirty-Second Article. — To see if the town will vote to approve and 
direct the Selectmen to approve on its behalf a petition to the General 
Court requesting legislation enabling the Town to pay to the designated 
beneficiary the optional benefits under the former Retirement System of 
the Town of Brookline, Chapter 299, Acts of 1933, hitherto withheld 
because the member entitled to benefits under this Retirement System did 
not survive sixty or more days after having filed proper application for 
retirement; such petition having been filed in the Massachusetts Legislature 
at the 1949 session thereof accompanied by a bill essentially as follows: 


“The Town of Brookline shall pay to the designated beneficiary of 
deceased members of its former Retirement System established by 
Chapter 299, Acts of 1933, who were eligible for retirement under the 
provisions thereof, the optional benefit of portion of the lesser retirement 
allowance, so called, hitherto withheld, to which such designated bene- 
ficiaries would have been entitled had the deceased member survived 
sixty or more days after having filed proper application for retirement 
under the provisions of Chapter 299, Acts of 1933.” 


A motion to approve and to direct the Selectmen to approve 
on behalf of the town a petition to the General Court accom- 
panied by a bill substantially as follows: 


SECTION 1. In the case of any person who was a member of the 
Brookline retirement system established under Chapter 299 of the Acts 
of 1933 and who died after attaining age sixty and before his retirement, 
there shall be paid to his widow, so long as she shall live, an annuity to 
be computed under ‘‘option 2” of section twelve of said act; provided, 
that such widow shall pay into the funds of the said retirement system an 
amount equal to any amount previously paid from such funds in settle- 
ment of such case. 


was defeated, one hundred one (101) votes in the negative and 
sixty four (64) in the affirmative and the motion was lost.

Voted, Yo accept and allow a right of way for a common 
sewer and surface water drain east of Aspinwall Avenue and

— To see if the town will ratify and confirm 
the agreement made the sixth day of December, 1948, by the Board of 
Selectmen in behalf of the town with The Welsbach Corporation, for street 
lighting.

AGREEMENT FOR GAS STREET LIGHTING FOR 1949 
Dated December 6, 1948 
This AGREEMENT entered into by and between the TOWN OF 
BROOKLINE, a municipal corporation within the county of Norfolk and 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter referred to as the Town, 
acting through its Board of Selectmen, and THE WELSBACH COR- 
PORATION, hereinafter referred to as the Contractor.

WITNESSETH THAT the said parties, each in consideration of the 
agreements and promises of the other, agrees with the other as follows: 


ARTICLE I 
GENERAL OBLIGATIONS OF THE CONTRACTOR 


Responsibility of Town 


1. The Contractor, having made its own examinations and estimates 
concerning the work and service covered by this contract, shall not hold 
the Town, its agents or employees, responsible for or bound by any schedule, 
estimate, sounding, boring, or any plan whatsoever but shall, if any error 
in any plan, schedule, estimate, drawing, specification or direction relating 
to anything to be done or furnished under this contract comes to its knowl- 
edge, report the same at once to the Superintendent of Streets of the Town, 
hereinafter referred to as the Superintendent, who is hereby designated and 
constituted the representative of the Town in connection with this contract. 
The Contractor shall take all responsibility for, and bear all losses resulting 
to it in the execution of the contract except as otherwise herein provided. 


Protection of Town 


2. The Contractor shall assume the defense of, and hold the Town, its 
- agents and employees, harmless and indemnified from and against all suits 
and claims against them or any of them arising from any act, omission or 
neglect of its agents or employees or those of any sub-contractors or from 
the use by it or by any of its subcontractors of any invention, patent or 
patent right, labor implement, material or equipment, the failure or 
deficiency of the same. 


Compliance with Labor Laws and Insurance 


3. The Contractor and its sub-contractors shall conform to all the labor 
laws of the Commonwealth, including Section 34A of Gen. Laws, Chap. 
149, with all ordinances and by-laws of the Town, and shall by self-insurance 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent or by policy with an insurance 
company authorized to do business in the Commonwealth provide (a) for 
the payment of compensation and the furnishing of other benefits in accord- 
ance with the Workmen’s Compensation Law (Gen. Laws, Chap. 152) and 
(b) for standard public liability and property damage insurance covering 
both itself and the Town against claims for damages for personal injury, 
including accidental death, as well as from claims for property damage, 
which may arise from the work and operations covered by this contract. 
(1) In an amount for personal injury claims of not less than Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000) for any one person and, subject to the same limit, for more 
than one person in an amount not less than Ten Thousand Dollars ($10, 000) 
on account of one accident, and (2) in an amount for property damage of 
not less than Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) for damage on account of one 
accident and not less than Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) on account of 
all such accidents. Failure to provide and continue in force such insurance 
as aforesaid shall be deemed a material breach of the contract and shall 
operate as an immediate termination thereof. Certificates of such insur- 
ance shall be furnished the Town by the Contractor at the time of signing 
this agreement. 


Every employee, in the work to be performed under this contract, shall 
be allowed to lodge, board and trade where and with whom he elects and 
the Contractor shall not directly or indirectly require, as a condition of 
employment in said work that an employee shall lodge, board or trade at a 
particular place or with a particular person. Neither the Contractor nor 
any sub-contractor shall obstruct any person in doing work for the Town. 


In the construction of public works hereunder the Contractor and any 
sub-contractor shall give preference in the employment of mechanics, 
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teamsters, chauffeurs and laborers, first to citizens of the Commonwealth 
who have served in the Army and Navy of the United States in time of war 
and have been honorably discharged therefrom or released from active duty 
therein and who are qualified to perform the work to which the employment 
relates; and secondly, to citizens of the Commonwealth generally, and if 
they cannot be obtained in sufficient numbers then to citizens of the United 
States and shall also give preference in such work to veterans and citizens 
who are residents of the Town of Brookline. 


No laborer, workman or mechanic working within the Commonwealth, 
in the employ of the Contractor, sub-contractor or other person doing or 
contracting to do the whole or a part of the work contemplated by this 
contract, shall be required or permitted to work more than eight hours in 
any one day, or more than forty-eight hours in any one week, or more than 
six days in any one week, except in cases of extraordinary emergency. 


Assignment 


4. The Contractor shall not, except as authorized in writing by the 
Superintendent, assign or sub-contract any part of the service or other 
matter to be supplied hereunder, provided that this clause shall not apply 
to a contract for labor service. 


Performance Bond 


5. The Contractor shall deliver to the Town, before commencing per- 
formance under this contract, a performance bond in the form annexed 
hereto in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000), executed by a Surety 
Company satisfactory to the Superintendent. 


ARTICLE II 
ILLUMINATION AND SERVICE 


Term and Lights Covered 


1. The term of this contract shall begin on the first day of January, 
1949, and extend for a period of one (1) year, and thereafter from year to 
year; provided, however, that either party may cancel the said contract by 
giving written notice sixty (60) days prior to the expiration of the one-year 
period, or of any subsequent contract year. 


2. For and during the term of this contract the Contractor will provide 
labor and materials necessary for the execution of the contract, including 
all the machinery, tools, apparatus, lighting fixtures, material and equip- 
ment (but not including illuminating gas) for the furnishing of the illumina- 
tion on and for the equipping, lighting, extinguishing, repairing and main- 
taining in accordance herewith of all the gas street lamp posts and lighting 
fixtures now in service and located in the Town, or lamp posts and lighting 
fixtures equal in quality and quantity to those now in service, plus any 
others installed or put in service in accordance herewith. It is agreed that 
at present such lamp posts and lighting fixtures in service number twelve 
hundred seventy-two (1272) posts with single fixtures and one with a double 
fixture. All such machinery, tools, apparatus, posts, lighting fixtures, 
material and equipment shall remain the property of the Contractor. 


Maintenance and Service Posts 


3. All such posts in service shall be neatly painted by the Contractor in 
such color as the Superintendent may designate, shall be repainted from 
time to time whenever the Superintendent shall deem it necessary, shall be 
kept in good repair, plumb and free from dirt, all without expense to the 
Town, and shall not be used for advertising purposes. The Contractor shall 
repair and maintain at its expense, to the satisfaction of the Superintendent, 
all lighting fixtures and lamp posts. All glass shall be cleaned at least once 
a week, and oftener if necessary, so as not to retard or diminish the candle

power of the lighting fixtures. All broken or displaced glass and all broken 
or defective mantles and posts shall be replaced forthwith by the Con- 
tractor. 


Lighting Fixtures 


4. The lighting fixtures to be furnished by the Contractor shall be 
standard boulevard incandescent mantle lanterns equipped with inverted 
twin mantle gas burners which shall be capable of furnishing a steady, clear, 
white light, free from smoke. 


Deduction For Out Lamps 


5. For all lighting fixtures in service reported out by the Police Depart- 
ment of the Town at the respective police stations or by the officials of the 
Highway Department of the Town, the Superintendent shall make a deduc- 
tion from the amount due the Contractor at the rate of $.050 per night per 
such fixture for each night or portion thereof the Superintendent deter- 
mines such outage to exist. 


Lighting and Extinguishing 
6. All lighting fixtures shall be automatically lighted and extinguished 
within fifteen (15) minutes of the time fixed in a schedule to be furnished 
by the Superintendent to the Contractor, but the total number of burning 
hours shall not exceed four thousand (4,000) per fixture per year. 


Number of Lights Covered 


7. The Town shall have the right to increase or diminish the number of 
lighting fixtures to be equipped, lighted and extinguished under this con- 
tract, but the total number of such fixtures shall not at any time be less 
than ninety per cent of the number of such fixtures in service at the com- 
mencement of any service year, plus any subsequent installations or addi- 
tions ordered by the Town. When lighting fixtures are so ordered discon- 
tinued the Contractor shall put them out of service within three days, when 
payments for them shall cease, promptly remove the fixture, luminaire, 
proper ly plug the service pipe and notify the Superintendent in writing 
thereof. 7 


Removal or Relocation of Lamp Posts 


8. The Superintendent may order the Contractor to remove or relocate 
existing lamp posts, but the expense of such removal or relocation shall be 
paid by the Town. The Contractor shall promptly comply with such 
orders. 


9. The Superintendent may from time to time order the erection and 
maintenance of new or additional lamp posts and fixtures at such locations 
as the Superintendent may determine on gas mains of the Gas Company as 
they now exist or may be extended. The Town shall provide for the tapping 
of the gas mains and the installation of the service pipe to the top of the 
lamp post, all at its own expense, and all other installation costs shall be at 
the expense of the Contractor. Such new or additional lamp posts shall be 
ready for connection within ten days after they are so ordered, and when 
connected shall become covered by the provisions of this contract. 


10. In view of the fact that gas for operation of the fixtures covered by 
this contract is purchased under a rate published by the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company and filed with the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities as No. 159, Street Lighting Rate, Classification No. 7, it is 
hereby understood and agreed between the parties hereto that the Con- 
tractor makes no warranty or representation and is under no liability with 
respect to the candle power of the light furnished by the gas so supplied, or 
the consumption of the gas so used, and that the Town shall and hereby 
does assume and agree to pay any charge or other claim made by the sup- 
plier of the gas in accordance with said published rate, including particu- 
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larly the paragraphs thereof referring to ‘‘Service’’ and ‘‘Installation and 
Discontinuance.” 


ARTICLE III 


PAYMENT 


1. For the service, materials and equipment covered by this contract the 
Town shall pay monthly on or before the tenth day of the month for all 
service rendered in the previous month at the rate of Eighteen Dollars and 
Fifty-seven Cents ($18.57) per lighting fixture per year. 

2.. In making such monthly payments the Town may deduct from the 
base rate such sums as it determines in accordance with Article II, Para- 
graph 5 hereof to be the expense or charge because of outage of any lighting 
fixture, and it may also withhold until released such sums as it determines 
are required to settle claims for materials or labor furnished for carrying on 
this contract, notices of which claims, signed and sworn to by the claimants, 
severally, shall have been filed in the office of the Town Clerk. 


ARTICLE IV 
TOWN’S POWERS 


Connection Work 


1. The Contractor, in carrying out this contract, shall conform to all 
determinations and directions of the Superintendent relating to the proper 
interpretation of any plans, specifications, drawings or the fitness of persons 
employed on the work and the number thereof, the suitableness, amount, 
quality and value of anything done or used by the Contractor in performing 
its obligations hereunder, and the amount of any expense, loss or damage 
incurred by the Town because of outage of any lights, and the Contractor 
shall permit the Superintendent or persons designated by him to enter upon 
the work and inspect the same at all reasonable times and in all places and 
shall provide safe and convenient facilities for making such entry and 
inspection. 

Case of Default 

2. If the Contractor at any time is not carrying on the work in accord- 
ance herewith or is furnishing materials not in accordance with the pro- 
visions hereof or is not observing any other provisions of the contract or has 
abandoned the work, become insolvent or assigned this contract, the Town 
may, on thirty days’ prior notice in writing mailed to the Contractor at its 
business address — 1500 Walnut Street, Philadelphia 2, Pennsylvania — 
cause any work which the Contractor has so failed to do to be done and 
deduct the cost thereof from any amounts due the Contractor hereunder, 
or it may terminate this contract and, with or without notice to the Con- 
tractor, or advertising, take possession of the work and complete the same 
by contract day labor or otherwise, using, in so doing, any materials, equip- 
ment or machinery of the Contractor on or about the work. 


ARTICLE V 


In case that the buildings, works, machinery or equipment of the Con- 
tractor are rendered partially or wholly unfit or partially or wholly cease 
operations, or carry on operations at a greatly reduced scale, as a result of 
accidents, fires, earthquakes, floods, strikes and insurrections, riots, acts of 
sabotage, and acts of the public enemy; acts of agents of countries with 
which the United States is at war, whether declared or undeclared, actions 
of civil or military authorities, actions of the elements, or any other causes 
beyond the reasonable control of either party to this contract, whether such 
other causes be similar to the causes above enumerated or not, then the ful- 
fillment of the obligations of this agreement imposed upon either party shall 
be partially or wholly suspended to the extent that operations of the Con- 
tractor are partially or wholly suspended, until such time as such preventing 
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or interfering cause or causes above enumerated shall have ceased and said 
operations shall have been resumed. 


ARTICLE VI 


This contract is subject to the ratification by the Town and to the making 
of an appropriation by the Town for each year thereof. In signing this 
contract the members of the Board of Selectmen incur no individual 
liability.

Any building or structure used for the 
assemblage of fifty or more persons for any of the following purposes: dance 
halls; restaurants, dining rooms, cabarets or night clubs, places where 
alcoholic beverages are for sale to be consumed on the premises; halls or 
auditoriums for theatrical, musical or other entertainments, or for amuse- 
ments, parties, shows, or sporting or athletic exercise or competition or for 
political, educational or other public gatherings, and similar occupational 
purposes. Nothing in this paragraph shall apply to a dwelling for not more 
than two families, or to that portion of a dwelling for more than two fami- 
lies commonly used for residence purposes, to a funeral home, to a church 
or other building used primarily for religious purposes, to a building or 
structure owned by the town and used for public purposes, or to a building 
or structure owned and occupied by a charitable or philanthropic institu- 
tion not organized for profit. 


Section 3. The first paragraph of Article III of said Zoning By-law is 
amended by striking out the word ‘‘General” in clause numbered (2), by 
striking out clause numbered (3) and inserting in place thereof the following: 
— (3) Accessory Parking Districts — and by striking out the clause num- 
bered (6) and inserting in place thereof the following: — (6) Attached 
Single Residence Districts — so that said paragraph will read as follows: 


The Use Districts into which the town is divided shall be of the following 
seven classes: (1) Industrial Districts, (2) Business Districts, (3) Accessory 
Parking Districts, (4) General Residence Districts, (5) Two Family Resi- 
dence Districts, (6) Attached Single Residence Districts. (7) Single Resi- 
dence Districts, and shall be indicated on the zoning map by the numbers 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 respectively. In each district no building or premises 
shall be used, except for the purposes permitted in the district in the section 
of this article applicable thereto. 


Section 4. The caption of Section 2 of Article III of said Zoning By-law 
is amended by striking out the word ‘“‘General”’ so that said caption will 
read as follows: — Section 2. Business Districts. 


Section 5. Section 3 of Article III of said Zoning By-law is amended by 
striking out the caption and the first paragraph thereof and inserting in 
place thereof the following: — 


Section 3. Accessory Parking Districts (Number 3) An accessory park- 
ing district may at any time be established in the manner provided in 
Article VI in what was previously a general residence, a two-family resi- 
dence district, or a single residence district. The land within such accessory 
parking district shall remain subject to the restrictions of the use district 
and of the height, bulk and area district in which it was located at the time 
of its inclusion within such accessory parking district, except that the fol- 
lowing additional uses may be made therein: 


Section 6. Section 3 of Article III of said Zoning By-law is further 
amended by striking out the paragraph designated (b) therein and inserting 
in its place the following new paragraph: — 
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(b) A parking lot with space for the accommodation of ten or more motor 
vehicles and open to the use of officers, employees, customers and patrons of 
one or more places of business or places of public assembly in the same use 
district or in a contiguous business district, or of the employees and occu- 
pants of one or more multi-family dwellings in the same use district or in a 
contiguous residence district, without payment of any fee, but only under a 
special permit after a hearing and on condition that the parking lot con- 
forms in its construction and operation to the specifications contained in 
Article V, Section 3. No special permit shall however be required if such 
parking lot is established in compliance with the requirements of Section 1 
or Section 2 of Article V and conforms in its construction and operation to 
the specifications contained in Section 3 of said Article. 


Section 7. Article III of said Zoning By-law is further amended by 
striking out Section 6 thereof and inserting in its place the following new 
section: — 

Section 6. Attached Single Residence Districts. (Number 6.) An 
attached single residence district may at any time be established in any part 
of a two-family residence 5D district, or of a single residence 7D, 7E, 7F, 
7G or 7H district. The following uses may be made in an attached single 
residence district. 

(a) Any use permitted in a single residence district. 


(b) A one-family dwelling which may be attached through walls or 
otherwise to another such dwelling on either side. 


No attached single residence district shall be established with an area of 
less than ten acres. 


Section 8. Section 8 of Article III of said Zoning By-law is amended by 
striking out, in the first line of the second sentence thereof the words ‘‘garden 
apartment”’ and inserting in place thereof: — attached single residence. 


Section 9. Section 11 of Article IV of said Zoning By-law is amended by 
striking out the word ‘‘general’’ in the second line thereof. 


Section 10. Paragraph (f) of Section 11 of Article IV of said Zoning By- 
law is amended by striking out the first sentence thereof and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 

In order to lessen congestion in the streets, not more than 2000 square 
feet of the gross floor area of any building shall be used for manufacturing 
purposes or for the assembling storage, sale or distribution of merchandise, 
or as a warehouse for storage by the public, unless there is provided within 
or without the building, but not within the limits of the travelled portion of 
any public or private way, a space which, in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner, is reasonably adequate for the standing of trucks and other 
vehicles while loading and unloading their contents for the use of the 
occupants of such building. 


Section 11. Paragraph (1) of Section 11 of Article IV of said Zoning By- 
law is further amended by adding at the end thereof the following sentence: 

In the case of a single building subject to this paragraph divided by 
permanent partitions into a number of different stores or factories, or com- 
partments for the use of other separate business enterprises, each such store, 
factory or compartment shall be deemed a separate building for the pur- 
poses of this paragraph. 


Section 12. Article V of said Zoning By-law is amended by striking out 
Sections 1 and 2 and inserting in place thereof the following new sections: 


Section 1. For Multi-Family and Attached Single Residence Dwellings. 
In order to lessen congestion in the streets in the case of every building 
erected or converted to use as a dwelling, alone or in connection with a 
building to which itis attached, for more than two families, or for a frater- 
nity house, lodging house or hotel, there shall be provided within such build- 
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ing or upon the lot upon which it is located, or upon a contiguous lot, or 
upon a lot separated only by a public or private way from the lot upon 
which such building is located, garaging or parking space, having access to 
a public way, for the storage and parking of at least one motor vehicle for 
each family, or in the case of a fraternity house, lodging house or hotel, for 
every four persons, for the permanent or temporary residence of whom such 
building is designed. In case a hotel or other building subject to this section 
contains a place of residence, the number of parking places required under 
this section or required under section 2,0n account of such place of assembly, 
whichever is larger, shall be provided. ‘ 


Such garaging or parking space shall provide not less than 200 square feet 
for each such motor vehicle, including the space required for passageways, 
entrances and exits, and shall be properly constructed and maintained as a 
parking area. Unless such parking space is within garage or other struc- 
ture, or fronts upon the wall of a building, of not more than one story in 
height or containing no windows above the story, it shall be located at least 
10 feet distant from the building to which it is appurtenant. 


If any such parking area is designed to accommodate six or more motor 
vehicles, it shall be constructed and operated in conformity with the pro- 
visions of section 3 hereof. 


In case the owner of a building used as a dwelling for one or more families 
at the time when this provision became effective applies to the Building 
Commissioner for a permit to convert such building into a dwelling for 
additional families or into a fraternity house, lodging house or hotel, and 
such permit might lawfully be issued but for the lack of sufficient available 
space in the same ownership to comply with the provisions of this section, 
the Building Commissioner shall issue such permit on condition that gar- 
aging or parking space be provided to the extent available and that in other 
respects the provisions of this section be complied with. 


A building shall not be converted under the provisions of this paragraph 
if there was sufficient space in the same ownership to comply with the pro- 
visions of this section when this paragraph became effective and such space 
was subsequently decreased in area, except under a special permit after a 
hearing. 


Section 2. For Uses other than Dwellings. In order to lessen conges- 
tion in the streets, the following requirements with respect to off-street 
parking space in the case of buildings and other structures erected or con- 
verted for uses other than dwellings are imposed. The space herein required 
shall be in the building or structure or on the lot upon which it stands or 
upon a contiguous lot; or upon a lot separated only by a public or private 
way from the lot upon which such building or structure is located, and shall 
have access to a public way. Such space shall be computed without includ- 
ing the ways providing access from the public ways thereto. Such space 
shall be kept free from obstruction, and the use of the space shall be limited 
to the owners or lessees of the building or structure, and persons employed 
in or about the building or structure, or restorting thereto as customers or 
patrons. If any such space is not within a garage or other structure and is 
designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles, it shall be constructed 
and operated in conformity to the provisions of section 3 hereof. 


(a) In the case of a building used for a storage warehouse, the sale of 
merchandise at wholesale or the display and sale of motor vehicles, having a 
gross floor area in excess of 2000 square feet, such space shall have an area 
of not less than one half of the area within the exterior walls of the building. 


-(b) In the case of a theatre, hall or auditorium in which the patrons are 
seated and which is used for the assemblage of fifty or more persons, such 
space shall have an area of 200 square feet for each eight seats, and in the 
case of any other building or structure used in whole or in part as a place of 
public assembly, such space shall have an area of 200 square feet for each 
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100 square feet of so much of the floor space of such building or structure as 
is used as a place of public assembly. 

(c) In the case of a hospital having a gross floor area in excess of 2000 
square feet, such space shall have an area of not less than 200 square feet for 
each four beds for patients in such hospital. 

(d) In the case of any building or structure or portion thereof used for 
any business, industrial or commercial purpose other than hereinbefore 
specified, having a gross floor area in excess of 2000 square feet, such space 
shall have an area not less than the area within the exterior walls of the 
building. 

In the case of any building or structure in which the area of the required 
parking space is dependent upon the area within the exterior walls of the 
building, the required parking space shall be reduced by 50% in the case of 
a building having a gross floor area of more than 2000 Fee feet and less 
than 3000 square feet, and by 25% in the case of a building having a gross 
floor area of not less than 3000 square feet and not more than 4000 square 
feet. 

In the case of a single commercial or industrial building divided by per- 
manent partitions into a number of different stores or factories, each such 
store or factory shall be deemed a separate building for the purposes of this 
section. 

The requirements of paragraphs (a) and (d) shall not be applicable to a 
building upon a lot abutting upon a public way not less than 150 feet in 
width, or, upon a special permit after a hearing, to a building upon a lot 
within 800 feet of a public parking lot owned by the town. 


Section 13. Section 3 of Article V of said Zoning By-law is amended as 
follows: 

Paragraph (d) is struck out. 

The paragraph formerly designated (e) is struck out and the following 
new paragraph is inserted in its place. 

(d) Barricades shall be provided to prevent motor vehicles being parked 
beyond the boundaries of the lot, or within ten feet of any building, except 
that in the case of so much of a parking lot as fronts upon the wall of a 
building, of not more than one story in height or containing no windows 
above the first story, no such barricades need be provided. 

The designations by letter of paragraphs (f) (g) (h) and (i) are struck out, 
ane designations by letters (e) (f) (g) and (h) are inserted in their respective 
places. 


Section 14. Article VI of said Zoning By-law is amended by striking out 
the word ‘‘and” in the fifth line thereof and inserting in place thereof the 
word: — or — so that said article will read as follows: 

Whenever a change in the boundaries of the districts established by this 
by-law or the regulations or restrictions to be enforced therein or the estab- 
lishment of a new district is requested in a petition signed by the owners of 
fifty per cent in valuation of the property contained in any district or in any 
part thereof consisting of one or more entire blocks, the Planning Board 
shall seasonably, or, upon its own initiative from time to time, may, hold a 
public hearing to consider such a proposed change and shall file a final 
report, with its recommendations, with the Town Clerk. Seven days’ 
notice of such hearing shall be given by publication, and the cost of giving 
such notice of a hearing to be held upon petition shall be borne by the 
petitioners. 


Twelfth Article. — To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by 
including within the 2-C District part of the lot designated on the 1949 
Assessors Atlas as Lot 11, Block 429, now in a 4-C District, bounded and 
described as follows: 

Northwesterly by a line parallel with and 40 feet southeasterly from the 

northwesterly side of Heath Street; 
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Northeasterly by land now or formerly of S. J. McNeilly, Inc.; and 
Norman S. and Sadie Jamieson; 


Southeasterly by other land now or formerly of S. J. McNeilly, Inc.; 


Southwesterly by other land now or formerly of S. J. McNeilly, Inc. and 
Dominick and Marie Annese. 


as shown on Zoning Map No. 8A, prepared by Walter A. Devine, Town 
Engineer, dated April 11, 1949, amending Zoning Map No. 8 prepared by 
Walter A. Devine, Town Engineer, and verified by the signatures of the 
Planning Board, or will amend and adopt said proposed amendment. 


Thirteenth Article. — To see if the town will amend the Zoning By- 
law by including within the 7-G District the lot designated on the 1949 
Assessors Atlas or Lot 21, in Block 357, now in a 7-H District, bounded and 
described as follows: 


Northerly by the southerly side of Newton Street; 


Easterly and southerly by land now or formerly of Catholic Foreign 
Mission Society of America, Inc. 


Southwesterly by other land now or formerly of Catholic Foreign Mission 
Society of America, Inc. and Mary B. Brandegee. 


as shown on Zoning Map 8-C, prepared by Walter A. Devine, Town Engi- 
neer, dated April 11, 1949, amending Zoning Map No. 8, prepared by 
Walter A. Devine, Town’ Engineer, and verified by the signatures of the 
Planning Board, or will amend and adopt said proposed amendment. 


Fourteenth Article. — To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase or take by eminent domain under chapter 79 of the General 
Laws for municipal purposes, a lot of land situated on the northeast corner 
of Beacon and St. Paul Streets, containing about 12,495 square feet and 
being a part of the westerly end of a lot designated on the 1949 Assessors’ 
Atlas as lot 11A in Block 42, and will appropriate from available funds a 
sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for the payment of land 
damages or other costs and expenses incidental to such purchase or taking 
and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the 
same, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Fifteenth Article. — To see if the town will rescind its vote under the 
fourth article of the warrant for the special town meeting of January 29, 
1891, by which the terms of office of the members of the Committee on 
Planting Trees were fixed at one year, and will vote to elect, at the next 
annual town meeting, one member of said committee for the term of one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years, and at each annual meeting 
thereafter to elect one member for three years.

— To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
twenty-two thousand dollars ($22,000) to be expended with the approval 
of the Selectmen for the construction of Belmont Road, accepted by the 
town under the preceding article of this warrant, and will authorize the 
Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the same.

— To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) for the construction of a common sewer and 
a surface water drain in the right of way accepted by the town under the 
preceding article of this warrant, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
the whole or any part of the same. 


Twenty-Second Article. — To see if the town will accept and allow the 
alteration and widening of Heath Street on the southeasterly side thereof, 
from Hammond Street southwesterly by land of S. J. McNeilly, Inc., as 
laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting and will 
authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor and to make entry for the 
purpose of construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or 
determined. 


Twenty-Third Article. — To see if the town will appropriate the sum 
of five thousand six hundred dollars ($5,600), for the alteration and widen- 
ing of Heath Street, accepted by the town under the preceding article of 
this warrant, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any 
part of the same. 


Twenty-Fourth Article. — To see if the town will appropriate the sum 
of fifty-five thousand dollars ($55,000) for the construction of a common 
sewer and surface water drain in Goddard Avenue and in Newton Street 
southeasterly from Goddard Avenue for a total distance of about eleven 
hundred and fifty (1150) feet, and in Newton Street from Princeton Road 
southwesterly for a distance of about four hundred (400) feet and will 
authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part of the same. 


Twenty-Fifth Article. — To see if the town will accept from the owners 
of a private way called Dummer Street, located between St. Paul Street 
and Pleasant Street, an easement for the purpose of laying and maintaining 
therein sewers and surface water drains with their appurtenances. 


Twenty-Sixth Article. — To see if the town will vote to accept from 
the Greek Theological Institute, Incorporated, a sanitary sewer with its 
appurtenances, in Cottage Street, in accordance with an agreement dated 
July 12, 1948, between said Corporation and the town. 
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Twenty-Seventh Article. — To see if the town will vote to approve 
and direct the Selectmen to approve on its behalf a petition to the General 
Court requesting legislation enabling the town to pay benefits under the 
former retirement system of the Town of Brookline, Chapter 299, Acts of 


1933 as follows: 


Section 1. In the case of any person who was a member of the Brookline 
retirement system established under Chapter 299 of the Acts of 1933 and 
who died after attaining age sixty and before his retirement, there shall be 
paid to his widow, so long as she shall live, an annuity to be computed 
under “option 2” of section twelve of said act; provided, that such widow 
shall pay into the funds of the said retirement system an amount equal to 
any amount previously paid from such funds in settlement of such case. 


Section 2. Benefits payable under the provisions of section one shall be 
payable as of July 1, 1947.

Twenty-Ninth Article. — To see if the town, pursuant to the authority 
contained in Chapter 192 of the Acts of 1949, will authorize the Park Com- 
missioners, on behalf of the town, to sell at public auction, or at private sale 
for such amount as they may deem proper, the whole or any part of a certain 
parcel of real estate situated on the corner of Brookline Avenue and River 
Road, containing 657.57 square feet, which was acquired by the town for 
park purposes and is no longer needed for public use. 


Thirtieth Article. — To see if the town will accept and allow a right of 
way for a public foot path through land of Harold Hinckley, from Jamaica 
Road to land of the Brookline Housing Authority and will authorize the 
Selectmen to take land therefor and to make entry for the purpose of con- 
struction before all claims for damages are adjusted or determined and will 
appropriate the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250) to be used for the 
payment of land damages or other incidental costs and expenses. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day of said meeting.

or temporary residence of whom such building is designed. In case a 
hotel or other building subject to this section contains a place of public 
assembly as well as rooms designed for temporary or permanent resi- 
dence, the number of parking places required under this section or re- 
quired under section 2, on account of such place of assembly, which- 
ever is larger, shall be provided. 


Such garaging or parking space shall provide not less than 200 square 
feet for each such motor vehicle, including the space required for 
passageways, entrances and exits, and shall be properly constructed 
and maintained as a parking area. Unless such parking space is with- 
in a garage or other structure, or fronts upon the wall of a building, 
of not more than one story in height or containing no windows above 
the first story, it shall be located at least 10 feet distant from the build- 
ing to which it is appurtenant. 


If any such parking area is designed to accommodate six or more 
motor vehicles, it shall be constructed and operated in conformity with 
the provisions of section 3 hereof. 


In case the owner of a building used as a dwelling for one or more 
families at the time when this provision became effective applies to the 
Building Commissioner for a permit to convert such building into a 
dwelling for additional families or into a fraternity house, lodging 
house or hotel, and such permit might lawfully be issued but for the lack 
of sufficient available space in the same ownership to comply with the 
provisions of this section, the Building Commissioner shall issue such 
permit on condition that garaging or parking space be provided to the 
extent available and that in other respects the provisions of this section 
be complied with. <A building shall not be converted under the pro- 
visions of this paragraph if there was sufficient space in the same 
ownership to comply with the provisions of this section when this para- 
graph became effective and such space was subsequently decreased in 
area, except under a special permit after a hearing. 


* 
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Section 2. For Uses other than Dwellings. In order to lessen con- 
gestion in the streets, the following requirements with respect to 
off-street parking space in the case of buildings and other structures 
erected or converted for uses other than dwellings are imposed. The 
space herein required shall be in the building or structure or on the lot 
upon which it stands or upon a contiguous lot, or upon a lot separated 
only by a public or private way from the lot upon which such build- 
ing or structure is located, and shall have access to a public way. 
Such space shall be computed without including the ways providing 
access from the public ways thereto. Such space shall be kept free 
from obstruction, and the use of the space shall be limited to the 
owners or lessees of the building or structure, and persons employed 
in or about the building or structure, or resorting thereto as customers 
or patrons. If any such space is not within a garage or other structure 
and is designed to accommodate ten or more motor vehicles, it shall be 
constructed and operated in conformity to the provisions of section 
3 hereof. 

(a) In the case of a building used for a storage warehouse, the sale 
of merchandise at wholesale or the display and sale of motor vehicles, 
having a gross floor area in excess of 2,000 square feet, such space shall 
have an area of not less than one-half of the area within the exterior 
walls of the building. 

(b) In the case of a theatre, hall or auditorium in which the patrons 
are seated and which is used for the assemblage of fifty or more persons 
such space shall have an area of 200 square feet for each eight seats, 
and in the case of any other building or structure used in whole or in 
part as a place of public assembly, such space shall have an area of 
200 square feet for each 100 square feet of so much of the floor space 
of such building or structure as is used as a place of public assembly. 


(c) In the case of a hospital having a gross floor area in excess of 
2,000 square feet, such space shall have an area of not less than 200 
square feet for each four beds for patients in such hospital. 


(d) In the case of any building or structure or portion thereof used 
for any business, industrial or commercial purpose other than herein- 
before specified, having a gross floor area in excess of 2,000 square feet, 
such space shall have an area not less than the area within the exterior 
walls of the building. 

In the case of any building or structure in which the area of the re- 
quired parking space is dependent upon the area within the exterior 
walls of the building, the required parking space shall be reduced by 
50% in the case of a building having a gross floor area of more than 
2,000 square feet and less than 3,000 square feet, and by 25% in the 
case of a building having a gross floor area of not less than 3,000 square 
feet and not more than 4,000 square feet. 


In the case of a single commercial or industrial building divided by 
permanent partitions into a number of different stores or factories, 
each such store or factory shall be deemed a separate building for the 
purposes of this action. 


The requirements of paragraphs (a) and (d) shall not be applicable 
to a building upon a lot abutting upon a public way not less than 150 
feet in width, or, upon a special permit after a hearing, to a building 
upon a lot within 800 feet of a public parking lot owned by the town. 


SECTION 13. Section 3 of Article V of said Zoning By-law is 
amended as follows: 


Paragraph (d) is struck out. 
The paragraph formerly designated (e) is struck out and the following 
new paragraph is inserted in its place: 


(d) Barricades shall be provided to prevent motor vehicles being 
parked beyond the boundaries of the lot, or within ten feet of any 
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building, except that in the case of so much of a parking lot as fronts 
upon the wall of a building, of not more than one story in height or 
containing no windows above the first story, no such barricades need 
be provided. 


The designations by letter of paragraphs (f) (g) (h) and (i) are struck 
out, and designations by letters (e) (f) (g) and (h) are inserted in their 
respective places. 


SECTION 14. Article VI of said Zoning By-law is amended by strik- 
ing out the word ‘‘and”’ in the fifth line thereof and inserting in place there- 
of the word: — or — so that said article will read as follows: 


Whenever a change in the boundaries of the districts established 
by this by-law or the regulations or restrictions to be enforced therein 
or the establishment of a new district is requested in a petition signed 
by the owners of fifty per cent in valuation of the property contained 
in any district or in any part thereof consisting of one or more entire 
blocks, the Planning Board shall seasonably, or, upon its own initiative 
from time to time, may, hold a public hearing to consider such a pro- 
posed change and shall file a final report, with its recommendations, 
with the Town Clerk. Seven days notice of such hearing shall be given 
by publication, and the cost of giving such notice of a hearing to be 
held upon petition shall be borne by the petitioners.

Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a 
constable of said town and notices sent by mail by the Town 
Clerk at least seven (7) days before the day of meeting, to the 
town-meeting members elected and qualified to act in town 
meetings in Brookline under the provisions of Chapter 43A 
of the General Laws, the town-meeting members so qualified, 
met at the High School Auditorium in said town, on Tuesday, 
the twenty-second day of November, 1949, at eight o’clock 
in the evening. List of duly qualified town-meeting members 
were used at the entrances to the meeting place and were in 
charge of Thomas R. Daley, John J. Fahey, Stewart Dalzell, 
Jr., and John P. Hart, Tellers, who were sworn to the faithful 
discharge of their duties. 


The lists contained the names of two hundred fifty-seven 
town-meeting members qualified to participate in and vote 
in town meetings in Brookline; two hundred thirty-five (235) 
being the town-meeting members elected from the twelve 
precincts and twenty-two (22) town-meeting members at 
large.

At eight o’clock P.M. the Tellers reported that one hundred 
thirty-three (133) names of town-meeting members had been 
checked, or more than one-half of all the members qualified 
and the Town Clerk reported that a quorum was present. 


First Article. — To see if the town will appropriate, raise by borrow- 
ing, by appropriating from the Postwar Rehabilitation Fund established 
under the provisions of Chapter 5 of the Acts of 1943, or from any avail- 
able funds, a sum of money to be expended under the direction of the 
Building Commission with the approval of the Selectmen, for the construc- 
tion, on land of the town, of a new municipal incineration plant, the action 
to be taken hereunder to be in substitution for, and not in duplication of, 
action purported to be taken at the special town meeting held June 14, 
1949 at 8:30 P.M. 


On motion of Edward Dane: 


Voted, To appropriate the sum of nine hundred seventy- 
eight thousand dollars ($978,000), to be expended under the 
direction of the Building Commission with the approval of 
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the Selectmen for the construction, on land of the town, of a 
new municipal incineration plant. 


On motion of Edward Dane: 


Voted, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed 
by the Selectmen, to borrow four hundred forty-one thousand 
dollars ($441,000) of the amount appropriated by the pre- 
ceding vote for the construction of a municipal incineration 
plant. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the 
Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Select- 
men and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company 
designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear 
interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding three 
per cent per annum and shall be made payable in such annual 
payments beginning not later than one year after the date 
thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty (20) years 
from their date; that five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) of 
the amount appropriated by said vote be taken from the Post- 
War Rehabilitation Fund established under Chapter 5 of the 
Acts of 1943; and that thirty-seven thousand dollars ($37,000) 
of the amount appropriated by said vote be taken from any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated and avail- 
able for the purpose. 


This vote was passed unanimously, was so declared by the 
Moderator, and is so recorded. 


On motion of Edward Dane: 


Voted, The foregoing votes are in substitution for and not 
in duplication of action purported to be taken under the First 
Article of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting held 
June 14, 1949 at 8:30 P.M.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1949. 

At the first meeting held following the town election, Ed- 
ward Dane was chosen Chairman of the Board. By virtue 
of his office as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, he also 
became Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare and the 
Personnel Board. 

The serious financial status of the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority was reflected in the tax rate for Brookline by reason 
of the fact that the burden of these deficits were assessed upon 
the various cities and towns comprising the Metropolitan 
Transit District. 

Under the existing legislation, Brookline must pay 3.9% of 
the total assessment of the district. This amounted to the 
substantial sum of $640,829.01. Only $365,248.40 was ap- 
propriated at the Annual Town Meeting in March based on the 
estimates of the Massachusetts Department of Corporationsand 
‘Taxation and it was necessary to borrow the sum of $267,000 
because of the fact that payment had to be made under the 
provisions of law in August. It is hoped that under a State 
refinancing program, some relief will be given to the local 
communities; as a matter of fact, this deficit last year amount- 
ed to approximately $5 in our tax rate. 

In January, 1949, parking meters were installed in the 
business areas of the town which resulted in an income of 
$41,723.50 for the year. By reappropriating this revenue, it 
will be possible for the Town to purchase land for off-street 
parking in business areas and to underwrite, at least in part, 
the expenses of maintaining the meters and other expendi- 
tures relating to traffic control. 

No progress has as yet been made in connection with the 
proposed widening of Boylston Street with its consequent 
relief of traffic congestion in Brookline Village despite the 
many conferences held with the officials of the Massachusetts 
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Department of Public Works. It appears that preference 
will be given by that department to the so-called circumferen- 
tial highway artery known as Route 128; however, the local 
legislators have been most helpful and it is hoped that this 
important project will be undertaken in the not too distant 
future. 


The officials of the Metropolitan District Commission have 
indicated that the so-called Swift River Aqueduct will be 
completed in this area during the summer months and that 
Brookline will in all probability be tied into the Metropolitan 
Water System in August, 1950. 


The so-called Train Bequest Committee consisting of Dr. 
Arthur A. Cushing, Roger Ernst, Alan R. Morse and James 
H. Ritchie was reactivated during the year and rendered 
valuable service to the Town in studying the various recom- 
mendations which were made in connection with the presenta- 
tion of Cy Pres schemes to the Probate Court. The hearings 
in this connection are still in progress. The Selectmen have 
recommended that the fund be used, first for the construction 
of a health center in which case it would also receive Federal 
contributions toward the cost of its erection, and in the 
alternate a plan for the use of the so-called Train Bequest 
for the care of the indigent sick of the town. 

On April 25, 1949, the Selectmen by unanimous action pur- 
suant to section 26M of the Housing Authority Law made 
certain written charges against Edward F. Collins and Francis 
M. Cahill, members of the Brookline Housing Authority, be- 
cause of inefficiency, neglect of duty and misconduct in office, 
whereupon the said members were suspended and were given 
a hearing in accordance with the provisions of law. 


The Board of Selectmen, all members thereof being present 
at all times, heard testimony for nine days from eighteen wit- 
nesses covering approximately 1,100 pages of transcript and 
after consideration of all the evidence, the Board with one 
dissenting vote removed the said Edward F. Collins and 
Francis M. Cahill from office.

Annual Appropriations for 1950 
The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are shown 
in the following tables. The amounts asked for general 
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expenses of the Public Schools, Public Library, Water Supply, 
Public Parks and Grounds, comprising headings F, G and J 
and the first item of H in Table II following, have been rec- 
ommended by the different boards having those matters in 
charge and have not received the independent judgment of 
the Selectmen. Reference is made to the reports of those 
boards for information as to these appropriations. All other 
amounts included in the table of regular appropriations are 
recommended by the Selectmen. The total amount pro- 
posed for general expenses, omitting the amounts for state, 
county and metropolitan taxes, but including payments of 
funded debt and interest is $7,307,120. The total of the pro- 
posed special appropriations included in the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting is $1,816,322 which is to be raised by 
tax levy. 


The first figure compared with the figure of $6,812,918.50 
for these same purposes in 1949 is an increase of $494,201.50 
and the figure for proposed special appropriations is an in- 
crease of $1,138,398 from the total for 1949.

Suits Settled or Terminated 
Brookline v. Boston. This action of contract, brought in the 
Norfolk Superior Court for aid rendered to persons alleged 
to have a legal settlement in Boston, was terminated by the 
filing of an agreement for judgment for neither party. 


Brookline v. Patrick McGrail. This bill in Equity, brought 
in the Norfolk Superior Court for a declaratory decree was 
terminated by a final decree of the Court declaring that in the 
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determination of the statutory pension of the defendant, no 
part of the “extra emergency compensation”’ should be in- 


cluded. 


Brookline v. Selden R. Allen. This bill in Equity, brought in 
the Norfolk Superior Court for a declaratory decree relative 
to the defendant’s retirement and the amount of pension, 
was terminated by a decree adjudging that the defendant was 
correctly retired and the amount of the pension payments 
was correct. 


Lurie et al. v. Harry R. Stanfield. This bill in Equity, 
brought in the Norfolk Superior Court for a declaratory de- 
cree, was terminated by a final decree of the Court declaring 
that in the determination of the statutory pension of the 
defendant, no part of the “extra emergency compensation”’ 


should be included. 


Samuel Einstein et al. v. Town of Brookline. This appeal to— 
the Norfolk Superior Court from decision of the Board of 
Selectmen denying abatement of betterment assessments, 
was terminated following a reduction of the assessment, by 
the filing of an agreement for judgment. 


Richard E. Fernands v. James Corbett. This action of tort, 
brought in the Norfolk Superior Court to recover for property 
damage alleged to have been sustained as the result of a colli- 
sion on Washington Street between a motor vehicle owned 
by the plaintiff and a motor vehicle of the Highway Depart- 
ment, was settled upon the payment of $150.00 to the plaintiff. 


Rose Kahn v. Brookline. Action of tort, brought in the 
Norfolk Superior Court, returnable September 5, 1949, to 
recover for personal injuries sustained by a fall as the result 
of an alleged defect in the street near the junction of Wash- 
ington and Beacon Streets, ad damnum $10,000, was. dis- 
missed upon the filing and allowance of a motion to dismiss 
because of the plaintiff’s failure to comply with statutory 
requirements. 


Francis X. Love v. Board of Appeal. ‘This appeal to the 
Norfolk Superior Court from a decision of the Board of Appeal 
sustaining a ruling of the Building Commissioner, was tried 


before Goldberg, J. and was terminated by a decree dismissing 
the bill. 


Mollie Schlosberg et al. v. Board of Appeal. This appeal to 
the Norfolk Superior Court from a variance granted by the 
Board of Appeal, was terminated by a final decree, dismissing 
the appeal, entered with the consent of both parties.

Robert Sulkin et al. v. Brookline; Ada Sulkin et al. v. Brook- 
line. These appeals to the Norfolk Superior Court from 
decisions of the Board of Selectmen denying abatement of 
betterment assessments, were terminated, following a reduc- 
tion of the assessments, by the filing of agreements for judg- 
ment. 


Margaret Ward v. Brookline et al. This action of tort, 
brought in the Suffolk Superior Court for personal injuries 
sustained by a fall as the result of an alleged defect in the 
sidewalk on Harvard Street, was terminated by an entry of 
judgment for the plaintiff in the sum of $1.00 without costs.

Phyllis Annese v. Brookline. Action of tort in the Norfolk 
Superior Court to recover for personal injuries sustained by 
a fall because of an alleged defect on the sidewalk on Heath 
Street. Ad damnum $1,000. 


Lillion Aronson and Harold Aronson v. Brookline. Action 
of tort in the Norfolk Superior Court to recover for personal 
injuries sustained by a fall because of an alleged defect on the 
sidewalk on Addington Road. Ad damnum $4,000. 


Baker Corporation et als. v. Henry F. Long, Commissioner of 
Corporations and Taxation, et al.; James H. Henderson, et 
alt., Assessors of Brookline; Albert P. Briggs, Collector of Taxes of 
Town of Brookline. Petition in Equity in the Supreme 
Judicial Court for Suffolk County to obtain a declaratory decree 
relative to the imposition and collection of automobile excise 
taxes. The suit was transferred to the Suffolk Superior 
Court. 


Mildred Barnstein v. Brookline. Action of tort in the 
Norfolk Superior Court to recover for personal injuries sus- 
tained by a fall as a result of an alleged defect on the sidewalk 
on Boylston Street. Ad damnum $10,000. 


George I. Breen, et alt. v. Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, 
et alt. ‘This petition for a declaratory decree and other relief, 
brought in the Supreme Judicial Court for Norfolk County, 
was referred to the Superior Court for Norfolk County. De- 
murrers filed by various defendants were sustained and a 
final decree dismissing the bill was entered. The plaintiffs 
have appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court. 


Brookline v. Co-Ray Realty Co., Inc. This isa bill in Equity 
brought in the Superior Court for Suffolk County to enjoin the 
defendant from violating the Brookline Zoning By-Law. ‘The 
defendant filed an application for declaratory relief asking 
the Court to determine whether there was a violation of either 
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the Brookline Zoning By-law or the Boston Zoning Ordinance. 
The case was tried before Warner, J. and has been reserved. 
The case will probably be reported to the Supreme Judicial 
Court without decision. 


Francis M. Cahill v. Selectmen .of Brookline; Edward F. 
Collins v. Selectmen of Brookline. These petitions for writs 
of certiorari were filed in the Supreme Judicial Court for 
Norfolk County and were transferred to the Superior Court 
for Norfolk County. The writ alleged that the Selectmen 
of Brookline, in removing the petitioners as members of the 
Brookline Housing Authority, committed errors. Both cases 
were tried before Baker, J. who entered an order dismissing 
both petitions. A bill of exceptions has been filed in each 
case. The Collins petition has been reported to the Supreme 
Judicial Court on the sole question of the constitutionality 
of the removal statute. 


Thomas Cunniff v. Brookline. This bill in Equity was 
brought in the Superior Court for Suffolk County for a de- 
claratory judgment to determine the meaning of a statute 
relating to the conducting of an open air parking space. 


Helen Dexter v. Gerard J. Mulvey. Action of tort, brought 
by a passenger of a motor vehicle, in the District Court of 
Eastern Norfolk to recover for personal injuries alleged to 
have been sustained as a result of a collision with a vehicle 
of the Town of Brookline, was removed to the Superior Court 
for Norfolk County. Ad damnum $5,000. 


Jacob Jacobson v. Board of Appeal. Appeal to Superior 
Court for Norfolk County from a decision of the Board of 
Appeal of the Town of Brookline authorizing a variance from 
the Zoning By-law. 


Rose Kahn vy. Brookline. Action of tort, brought in the 
Norfolk Superior Court, returnable November 7, 1949, to 
recover for personal injuries sustained by a fall as the result 
of an alleged defect in the street near the junction of Wash- 
ington and Beacon Streets. Ad damnum $4,000. 


Rose Karger v. Brookline. Action of tort, brought in the 
Norfolk Superior Court, for personal injuries resulting from a 
fall caused by an alleged defect on the sidewalk at Kent Square. 
Ad damnum $10,000. 


Rudolph Mayer v. Brookline; Rudolph Mayer v. Edward M. 
Megley. Actions of tort, brought in the District Court of 
Western Norfolk for personal injuries and property damage 
alleged to have been sustained as the result of a collision with 
a vehicle of the Town. Ad damnum $5,000. 
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Margaret McGowan v. Brookline and Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company. Actions of tort, brought in the Norfolk Supe- 
rior Court, for personal injuries alleged to have been sustained 
as the result of an accumulation of water in the basement of 
the plaintiff’s buildings. Ad damnum $10,000.

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REPORT OF HEALTH AND SAFETY COMMITTEE 


January 10, 1950. 
Board of Selectmen, 
55 Prospect Street, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — This Committee respectfully submits to your 
Board its sixth annual report, covering its activities during the 
year 1949. Twenty-five meetings were held. 


The membership of the Committee has remained unchanged 
and consists of the Fire Chief, Chief of Police, Building Com- 
missioner, Town Engineer, Town Counsel and Director of 
Public Health. Mr. Walter A. Devine was Chairman and 
Dr. Alfred L. Frechette, Secretary. 


During the year the Committee has had an inspection force 
of from two to five inspectors. Thomas F. Roche, assigned 
from the Fire Department has been the chief inspector. The 
other inspectors have been George F. Carlisle who was trans- 
ferred to another department August 1, 1949, and Charles 
Foster who was transferred to the Building Department 
November 28, 1949. John E. Murphy and James F. Finneran 
have been assigned from the Health Department as needed. 
The Committee and its inspectors are appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen with full power to act on behalf of the Board 
making such investigations of lodging houses, tenement 
houses, hotels and other buildings as may be necessary in the 
interests of health and safety. 


The Committee has considered and made recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen on all matters referred to it by the 
Board. It has inspected and made recommendations relative 
to lodging houses, convalescent homes, common victuallers, 
clubs, fraternities, open air parking spaces and other premises 
requiring licenses or rulings from the Board. It has conducted 
annual inspections of public buildings, places of public as- 
sembly, fraternity houses and dormitories. It has investigated 
citizen complaints and reports of inspectors of the town de- 
partments represented on this Committee and when the con- 
ditions causing the complaints have affected more than one 
department the Committee had determined the corrective 
action necessary and has initiated and followed through such 
action. 

Where necessary the Committee has made recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen relative to the repair or demolishing 
of dilapidated buildings, and relative to violations of condi- 
tions of licenses granted by the Board. 
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A total of approximately 2,700 inspections were made during 
1949 most of which concerned dwelling units, lodging houses, 
parking lots, places of public assembly, public buildings, yards 
and cellars, and investigations as the result of citizen com- 
plaints.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BROOKLINE PLANNING 
BOARD 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1949 


New Zoning By-law 


On January 4, 1949 the Planning Board held a public hearing 
to consider substantial changes in the Zoning By-law as de- 
veloped by our Consultant, Mr. Philip Nichols. Printed 
copies of the new law were distributed to those present, about 
75 in number. The principal changes consisted of a clarifica- 
tion and rearrangement of the entire text, and the addition of 
several new zones as follows: 


A 2-family zone (formerly part of a General Residence 
Zone) 
An Accessory Parking Zone 


An Attached Single-family Zone for so-called ‘‘Garden 
City’? developments, and 


A 30,000 sq. ft. Single Residence District 


A thorough discussion followed, in which Mr. Nichols, who 
was present, answered the numerous questions that were 
asked. The proposed law was generally considered to be 
very satisfactory. It was later adopted at the Annual Town 
Meeting and was slightly amended at a subsequent Special 
Town Meeting. 

A new Zoning Map, numbered 8, was also approved. 


Rules and Regulations 


Our Consultant, Mr. Nichols, made a thorough revision of 
the Rules and Regulations of the Planning Board and these 
were duly approved by the Board and put into effect March 16. 
They are generally considered to be the most up-to-date rules 
in the State for the plotting of subdivisions and the construc- 
tion of ways therein. These Rules, the new Zoning Law, and 
a new Building Law, were all developed at the same time by 
interlocking Committees, and are thoroughly coordinated. 


New Streets 


Martha's Lane and Goddard Circle. Ata public hearing held 
December 14, plans for laying out Martha’s Lane, northerly 
from Newton St. near Arlington Rd., and Goddard Circle, 
southerly from Newton St. near Goddard Avenue, were 
considered. Both were approved by the Board. 


PLANNING BOARD Lis 


Belmont Road. Plans for laying out this new street were 
presented at a hearing on May 2. There was no opposition 
and the plans were approved and later adopted at the Town 
Meeting. 

The Recreation Commission suggested a new playground 
near Woodcliff Road, but the Board did not approve. 


Street Widenings 


St. Paul Street. The widening of St. Paul St., from Aspin- 
wall Ave. to Sewall Ave. was approved, with a slight amend- 
ment regarding the customary tree lawn. 


High Street. The plan for widening High St., in front of the 
new Housing development, between Cypress St. and Highland 
Road, was considered, but final action was deferred, awaiting 
some changes in the plan. 


Lee Street. Plans for widening Lee Street, from Dudley 
Way to Boylston St., and plans submitted by the Brookline 
Housing Authority, for two projects, were considered and 
later approved. 


Other petitions have been received but they cannot be acted 
upon until a public hearing scheduled in the middle of next 
January is held. 


Zoning 


Heath Street. A petition to change the zone of a small lot on 
Heath Street, from Residential to Business, to permit the en- 
largement of a garage, was considered and approved. This 
change was also adopted at the Town Meeting. 


Newton Street. A petition to change the zone of a strip of 
land on Newton Street, adjoining property of the Catholic 
Foreign Mission of America and the Brandegee Estate, from 
7H (40,000 sq. ft. lots) to 7G (30,000 sq. ft. lots) was discussed, 
and was opposed by the Brandegee interests and some members 
of the Planning Board. On a later vote it was approved by a 
majority of the members and was adopted at the Town 
Meeting. 


Beacon Street. Another petition was received, to change the 
zone of a lot on the north side of Beacon St., between St. Paul 
and Powell Streets, from Residential to Business, and this was 
considered at a public hearing in May. There was strong local 
opposition, and the Board voted to deny the petition. 


Boylston Street 

On October 13 there was a conference at the Massachusetts 
Dept. of Public Works, between Commissioner Callahan and 
several Brookline officials, including a member of the Planning 
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Board, to consider the widening of Boylston Street. This 
meeting was arranged by Representative Hibbard Richter. It 
developed that Mr. Callahan had never seen the plan for the 
widening of the State highway sent by the Planning Board to 
his Department three years ago, or a letter sent him about it 
during the summer. The group asked that the Department 
approve some plan for the widening of Boylston Street so that 
the Town could give developers a definite line for the location 
of new buildings and also that work be started as soon as pos- 
sible for the project, beginning at the Brookline Village end. 
Mr. Callahan agreed to study the problem and report in about 
a month. In a letter from him, dated October 28, he stressed 
the need of changes in parking arrangements during the peak 
hours in the section between Washington and Cypress Streets. 
He did not mention the entire plan, nor the need for early 
action on the Brookline Village end. We did not believe that 
the change he suggested would solve the problem of congestion 
in Brookline Village and wrote him November 17, asking for 
further information on the two main questions: approval of 
some plan for the entire project, and starting work on the 
Brookline Village end. On December 7, Mr. Callahan replied 
that the problem could be solved by either a widening or by 
siphoning off some of the traffic by construction of an addi- 
tional western ‘‘expressway”’ as proposed in the Master High- 
way Plan. He further stated: — 


‘Hence, in answer to your first question, I am not certain at 
the present time which plan is to be preferred, but I am 
inclined to favor the latter and doubt if it will be finan- 
cially possible to accomplish either within the six-year 
period of your Planning Report. 


“In regard to question two, if it were decided to widen 
Route 9, as you suggest, it would be consistent with our 
policy of construction from the inside out to start at the 
Brookline Village end.” 


We are now able to report that the Massachusetts Dept. of 
Public Works extended an Order of Taking for the widening of 
Boylston St., from a point just west of Hammond St. to the 
Newton Line, in strict conformance with the suggested plan 
that was submitted to the State by the Brookline Planning 
Board three vears ago. 


Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards 


On October 24 the Town had the honor of being host to the 
Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards. The meeting was held at Hotel Beaconsfield, with 
about 75 delegates present. Mr. Callahan, Commissioner of 
the Massachusetts Public Works Department, was one of the 
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speakers and our Secretary-Engineer, Walter A. Devine, was 
elected Vice Chairman. 


School Population 


The annual School Population Report was made in May and 
showed an increase in the total number of pupils of about 50, 
or from 7,209 to 7,260. All of these occurred in the Public 
School population and there was a slight drop in numbers in the 
private schools. There were slight decreases in the Driscoll, 
Runkle, Sewall and Baldwin School Districts and increases in 
the Lawrence, Pierce and Baker School areas. The increase in 
the Baker School was from 736 in 1943 to 782 in May, 1949, 
which would not seem to justify any very large addition to the 
Baker School, at present. There were marked increases in the 
Primary grades and corresponding losses in the Grammar 
grades. 


Store Survey 


The store survey made by the Engineering Department in 
December showed a total increase in all stores of 20, 793 to 
813. The number of vacant stores was the same as last year, 
namely: 14. 


Long Range Planning Report 


The Long Range Planning Report is now in the Press and 
will be distributed about January 15. In it we stress the need 
of economy in municipal government in view of the tremen- 
dous increase in Federal and State expenditures. We call atten- 
tion to the need of Off-street Parking facilities at the three 
congested shopping districts, and recommend that the Select- 
men insert articles in the Warrant of the coming Annual Town 
Meetings, calling for one new parking lot each year. These 
can be financed by receipts from parking meters. We are also 
recommending parking areas on each side of Tappan Street, 
near the High School, in conformity with a new plan. About 
100 cars could be parked here. We also recommend the pur- 
chase of a garage opposite the Town Hall, holding about 100 
cars, which can be acquired at a cost much less than what has 
been estimated for a new Town Garage in the Pearl Street 
neighborhood.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


December 14, 1949. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Recreation Commission presents its 
eighth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1949. 


In October Mr. Warren D. Arnold, because of the pressure 
of other duties, tendered his resignation from the Recreation 
Commission. It was accepted with great regret, as he had 
served most efficiently and conscientiously on this and the 
earlier Playground Committee for 19 years. We are fortunate 
to have in his place Mr. John T. Connor. 


A considerable amount of work has been done this year on 
the Amory playground. A dam was built between the field and 
Halls Pond enabling the playground to be filled and graded, so 
that for the first time since it was acquired by the town this 
area of 8.2 acres will have a solid and dependable surface for 
baseball and football. 


The Bouve lot and the land previously used by the Highway 
Department next to Devotion School have been graded and a 
hard surface laid which will add a large new area to this much 
used and crowded playground, and the upper level or girls’ area 
of the old playground has also been paved. 


Griggs Field has been drained, resurfaced and grassed, so 
that it will be much improved for play next year. 


Aspinwall Hill Park has been graded and will make an 
attractive area with a splendid view for mothers to bring their 
small children to play. 

The Baker School playground has been about doubled in 
size, and a very large amount of fill to accomplish this has been 
obtained at no cost to the Town from the enlargement of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery. This is an excellent example of how 
money can be saved by planning such an improvement far 
enough in advance. The tennis court area behind the Baker 
School has been enlarged and resurfaced, and there are now 
five instead of four courts. 
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The new Eliot fieldhouse, an addition to the present recrea- 
tion center which will accommodate 60 boys and 40 girls on 
two different floors, has been carefully planned and approved. 
The plans and specifications have been prepared by the Engi- 
neering Department, and bids have been asked for which will 
be opened on January 5, 1950. The work will be carried out 
under the supervision of the Building Commission, and the 
building should be ready for use next summer. 


The Recreation Commission is still not satisfied with the rate 
of pay given our year-round recreation leaders, nearly all of 
whom are college graduates. It seems to us that these people in 
a professional group should be at least as well paid as those in 
the non-professional group.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
RECREATION COMMISSION 


December 31, 1949. 
To the Recreation Commission: 


Gentlemen: — The following is the report of the Recreation 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

The Recreation staff has made every effort to provide an 
interesting and diversified program for every age group in 
Brookline during the past year. With the staff now including 
an Assistant Director, a Supervisor of women and girls’ 
activities and a Supervisor of men and boys’ activities, the 
program has expanded and attracted more people than ever 
before. 

A publicity program designed to educate the people to the 
value of taking part in the recreation program has resulted in 
increased attendance at every type of activity. To accomplish 
this the local newspapers, the local radio station, the Boston 
papers, the Health bulletin, the monthly Recreation bulletin, 
and our own moving picture ‘‘Recreation in our Town’ have 
been utilized to their fullest. 

There have been several innovations in the Recreation 
program this past year. Among them were the following in the 
winter program: the class in nutrition for women in conjunc- 
tion with the weight control classes at the gymnasium. (This 
was due to the cooperation of Dr. Alfred Frechette, 
Director of Public Health and his Department), the organiza- 
tion of a new Hockey League at the Eliot rink, the improve- 
ment of facilities at all the centers and particularly in connec- 
tion with the Morning Play groups of which there are now four, 
formation of swimming clubs at the pool for both boys and 
girls and organization of a water basketball league, inter-center 
ping pong and volley ball tournaments for girls and women, an 
expanded schedule of square dancing, a schedule of shower 
baths for men, women and children in the Brookline Avenue 
Recreation center, the addition of volunteer nursery workers 
from the Leslie, Perry and Garland Schools to assist with the 
Morning Play groups, a Mardi Gras, square dance, and winter 
carnival held at Eliot playground. 

The following are innovations in our summer program: 
Training institute for playground instructors, tennis clinic 
for instructors, tennis instruction and tennis tournaments for 
boys and girls, bus transportation provided for playground 
picnics, expansion of all our leagues, the formation of a new 
girls’ softball league, and the Historical Cavalcade held at the 
close of the playground season. 

These and other regularly scheduled activities we hope have 
served to provide the people of Brookline with a varied and 
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satisfying program of recreation. We would like to extend our 
thanks to the many agencies and Departments in Brookline 
who have cooperated with the Recreation Commission during 


the past year.

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NINETY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


The library has pursued the even tenure of its way during 
1949 and with fewer changes in the staff and with the faithful 
cooperation of all, the activities have returned to more normal 
operations than at any time during the past decade. 


There have been two changes in the Board of Trustees. 
Mrs. Philip S. Parker after twenty-six years of service resigned 
on May 6, 1949 and Professor Theodore Lyman after nineteen 
years of service resigned on May 6, 1949. The faithful and 
constant services of these two Trustees during the long term of 
office have been of inestimable value to the Library. The 
vacancies caused by these resignations were filled at a joint 
convention of the Selectmen and Library Trustees in May by 
the election of Mrs. Bertram K. Little and Rabbi Dudley 
Weinberg. 


The book collection has been augmented during the year by 
11,404 making the total book stock 197,710 volumes; the cor- 
responding figure in 1948 was 12,429 volumes. The Putterham 
Branch which began operations in December, 1948 has justi- 
fied its existence by a circulation during the year of 12,960. 


The most important action by the Trustees during the year 
was the vote to insert in the Warrant for the next annual town 
meeting an Article requesting an appropriation with which to 
build a new branch library to replace the building now used for 
that purpose at Coolidge Corner. 

This project is the climax of nearly fifty years of service by 
the Library at Coolidge Corner. 

In 1903 a deposit station was established in Hayman’s Drug- 
store. In 1912 a store was rented and the services extended. 
In 1915 a dwelling house on Harvard Street was purchased for 
$17,500 and remodelled for library purposes. In 1927 this 
building was sold for $85,000 and part of the profit used to 
purchase the Stearn’s estate on Pleasant St. This building 
has served as a branch library for twenty-two years and is now 
entirely inadequate to serve the tremendous Seca in popula- 
tion in this section of the town. 

The new building which the Trustees vaeape art can be 
built and paid for in ten years without increasing the annual 
tax rate more than fifty cents per year. This is the first capital 
expenditure the Trustees have requested of the taxpayers 
which will increase the town debt since the Main Library was

built in 1910 at a cost of $240,000. The Trustees are unanimous 
in their belief that it is for the best interests of the Town that 
this project which has been so long delayed should be built now 
and they bring the project before the town meeting with confi- 
dence of approval in their recommendation. 


The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the unusual number of 
useful and valuable books and periodicals given to the Library 
during the past year. 


Special mention should also be made of the gift of $100 by 
Mr. Lucien E. Taylor which the Trustees have added to the 
John L. Gardner Fund; the attractive posters given by the 
Massachusetts School of Art and for the Christmas greens and 
flowers given by Barnaby, Inc.

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NINETY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


It is a feeling of pride in the staff of the library and an appre- 
ciation of their achievements during the past year that I hope 
to convey to both the Trustees and the citizens of the town. 
Time and space do not permit sufficient explanation to reveal 
fully the conscientious and at times inspired service behind the 
scenes that produce the favorable results so frequently com- 
mented upon by our patrons. Rising costs, expansion, increase 
of service, replacement of ineffective and worn-out furniture 
and materials have built the library’s budget up to a figure 
where the townspeople should fully understand what they are 
getting for their expenditure. It is my hope that this report 
will help towards that understanding. However, should it fail, 
an opportunity to explain the workings and service of a large, 
modern public library to any of our citizens singly or in groups 
will be heartily welcomed. 


Reference Services 


It is easy to visualize the service as represented by books 
handed to patrons over loan desks. It is more difficult to 
realize the volume of service emanating from our information 
and reference desks as this department carries on its function 
of aiding the public to solve its problems. In her report to the 
Librarian, the Head of the Reference Department has made an 
interesting observation of our ‘‘PUBLIC.” As we looked back 
over the problems for the past year, we found a rather definite 
pattern and built a composite picture of the people who come 
to the Reference Desk. 


“The public, a cold and abstract term, becomes very real as 
we see him from the Reference Desk. This composite seeker 
after knowledge is very much interested in philosophy and 
psychology. He evidently wants to learn about himself and his 
neighbor, his place in the scheme of things. He is much inter- 
ested in present-day problems as witnessed by the many ques- 
tions he asked about world government, civil rights, wages, 
federal aide to education, existentialism, and the housing situ- 
ation. He is also interested in the advance of science. Hun- 
dreds of questions were asked in this field ranging from how to 
repair an automobile and a typewriter to the theory of tele- 
vision and electronics. 


“This composite individual who comes to the Reference 
Desk is also very much interested in his home. He wants to 
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know how much it costs to build a house, how to plan it, how 
to build fireplaces, how to run and repair the oil heater, and 
how to refinish his furniture. His wife is interested in improving 
the home, too. She wants to know how to plan an efficient 
kitchen, how to make draperies and slip covers, how to paint 
and decorate the nursery, how to budget and how to plan her 
meals. 


“Judging from the many requests for material on child care 
and psychology, these people, as parents, are much concerned 
with their children’s welfare. Requests were for material on the 
child’s need for parental affection, sex instruction, choosing a 
suitable dictionary or encyclopedia, the ratings of various col- 
leges, and the advantages of a small college over a large one. 


‘“These heads of families are also anxious to get the most for 
their money. They frequently consult the consumers’ guides to 
find the ratings on their contemplated purchases. During the 
past year, they have been particularly interested in automo- 
biles, vacuum cleaners, refrigerators, washing machines, mat- 
tresses, and blankets. 


“The public consults the Reference Desk for help in his 
business problems, too. He may need to look up manufac- 
turers in Thomas’s or the New England Directory of Manu- 
facturers. He may be looking for information in starting a 
business and may find exactly what he needs in a government 
publication. He may seek to improve his sales methods or to 
write better advertisements; or sometimes he wants to write a 
letter of application, to find out how to use office machines, or 
how to read proof. 


“The public thinks of the resources of the library for his 
leisure time activities. His most popular hobbies seem to be 
stamps, coins, chess, and ship and railway models. He is also 
interested in the welfare of his pets, especially his cats and 
dogs. 


“The college students’ interests vary from year to year. Last 
year they seemed to be concentrating in the fields of philosophy 
and physical education. Their requests this year seem to in- 
dicate that some professions which are in dire need of recruits 
may hope for relief, since many of the students are enrolled at 
library school or at teachers’ colleges. Many, especially 
veterans are attending law schools.”’ 


In odd hours when there are no public needs to be met a 
constant revision of the book collection and pamphlet file, of 
records, government publications, checking of lists and im- 
portant reference books, indexing of collections such as piano- 
music, examination of gift books and periodicals, making 
posters, setting up exhibits and displays, and mounting pic- 
tures fully occupies the time of the Reference Staff. 
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Technical Services 


To compile a card index arranged like a dictionary that lists 
all available books and materials by author, title and subject 
for each School Library, Children’s room and branches as well 
as the Main Library is the chief service of this department. 
Even though it is usually by-passed by a majority of the 
library’s public, ‘“ THE CATALOG” is an indispensable tool — 
the heart of the library system — without which no depart- 
ment would be able to function effectively. The department 
exists only to serve other departments of the library and their 
readers. Lack of organization, inaccuracies and inefficiency in 
this service can render completely ineffective the function of all 
other departments including the branches and school libraries. 


When this service functions smoothly, the library’s public is 
completely unaware of the time and expenditure necessary for 
satisfactory results. The year 1949 is the first full year that the 
reorganization of this division has been effective. As this goal 
has been approached each successive year, the annual report 
has been able to point to more books purchased, more books 
cataloged, more books mended and rebound than any other 
previous year in the library’s history. 


It is a real tribute to the economy of organization that again 
in 1949 without any additional personnel not only more books 
were cataloged but several new projects were begun and com- 
pleted during this year. Not only was the high school catalog 
completely revised, the public catalog in the Main Library 
expanded and some subject fields entirely revised, revision of 
the subject catalog for children’s books completed but also 3 
manuals each describing in considerable detail, with a generous 
number of illustrations, the procedures for book preparation 
and mending, children’s cataloging and adult cataloging were 
compiled for future guidance, thereby assuring consistent 
procedures with an ever changing staff. 


Ten thousand two hundred seventy-six (10,276) books and 
pamphlets were received and entered and 8,290 books were 
processed. The statistics for this division bear impressive 
tribute to its cooperative achievement. 


Loan Services 


Library service to most of its patrons means the borrowing 
of books over the loan desk. Here again the statistics for 1949 
tell the story of a good return to the town for its investment in 
its public service. There was a six per cent gain in the number 
of people registered to borrow books. A change in the policy 
covering non-resident borrowers has resulted in a somewhat 
lower number of non-resident library users than last year. We 
still have 417 non-resident registered; 93 new persons have 
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availed themselves of the privilege of a $2.00 fee which entitles 
them to full library privileges for one year. There was a.five 
per cent gain in the number of books loaned. The average daily 
circulation was 1,027. This gain was noticed especially at the 
Main Library. There are no figures with which to compare our 
new Putterham Branch but the total number of books loaned 
through that agency was 12,960. We are sorry to report a loss 
at the Chestnut Hill Branch and at the High School. In spite 
of the crowded condition and lack of adequate sitting space at 
the Coolidge Corner Branch, the adult department showed a 
slight gain. 


It is interesting to note that there was greater interest in 
more serious reading particularly evident at the adult desk:at 
the Main Library where 15,000 more non-fiction than fiction 
were loaned. Books on history, travel, literature, and the 
social sciences lead in popularity and our pamphlet file which 
proves a valuable supplement in almost all fields of non-fiction 
loaned 2,212 items. 


The circulation of phonograph records has increased to a 
gratifying degree. Along with this new interest in recorded 
music the interest in music scores has continued. There was a 
more active interest in our picture collection; the number of 
pictures loaned increased 1,355 items. Other activities of this 
department which include books to shut-ins, fire stations, play- 
grounds and inter-library loans — through which we lent 437 
volumes and borrowed 54 volumes — carried on as usual. ’ 


A large volume of reserve material and special requests were 
handled during the year. All signs point towards a sharp in- 
creased demand for the services of this department. 


Services to High School Students 


The High School Library still has many unsolved problems 
— most of them due to the changing personnel of our own high 
school library staff and the school staff with which it must 
cooperate. . More stability and better understanding will 
greatly improve this service. 


One constructive addition in our service to high school 
students was the opening of the high school library evenings, 
Monday through Thursday for study. It is hoped that the 
lossess in this book collection can be made up so that during the 
coming year a branch equipped to serve the young people 
adequately will be functioning full time and that this service 
on the behalf of the young people will prompt them to cooper- 
ate and protect the public property made available for their 
use. Unless the vandalism ceases, the town will not be able to 
afford to rebuild this collection year after year. 
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The high school librarian is attempting to integrate informal 
talks about books and authors and the telling of suitable stories 
with the school program. If she can achieve her goal in this 
respect it will be both a pleasure and a help to the students. A 
group of 26 high school students are participating in an inter- 
esting experiment of book discussion with the high school 
librarian as a leader; they meet every other Sunday afternoon 
at the Main Library to discuss the ideas to be found in great 
books. It has been a rewarding experience for both the leader 
and students. 


Freshman classes were introduced to the high school library 
by the showing of a film, “Know your Library”? which ex- 
plained the use of the library through the card catalog and 
simple reference tools. A mimeographed pamphlet explaining 
‘‘How to use a High School Library” together with the floor 
plan showing location of books were given to students. Junior 
classes received instruction in the preparation of a bibliog- 
raphy; another film, ‘Find the Information” introduced each 
class to the procedures used in locating source material. It is 
hoped after some troublesome details have been eliminated 
that these classes will prove of real practical use to high school 
students and teachers. 


We regret that it seemed necessary because of the tremen- 
dous theft of books for the last three years to provide for the 
search of each high school student for library books as he 
leaves the high school library. This is both costly and difficult 
and can only be eliminated by better attitudes on the part of 
the students themselves. 


Children’s Services 


The record of achievement in Children’s services has so many 
interesting factors that only a few highlights can be touched 
upon in the space allowed for this report. 


Thirty-seven (37) story hours in three recreation centers 
with an attendance of 1,134 children were added activities. As 
in previous years, story telling and loan of books were carried on 
in 14 supervised playgrounds; there were 97 story hours with 
an attendance of 2,148 children and a circulation of 1,190 
books. It is interesting to note that the number of books lost 
on the playground decreased from 5 in 1948 to 2 in 1949. The 
Supervisor of Children’s Work reports, ‘I look forward 
eagerly to these weekly story hours and | am more than 
pleased at the children’s response.”’ 


A new service started last year was the lending of sets of 
picture books to each of the three recreation centers maintain- 
ing nursery school sessions for preschool children. The chil- 
dren in groups continue to visit the Children’s rooms at the 
Main Library and its branches to hear stories and brief library 
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talks and to select books to take home on their library cards. 
The kindergarten and three classes at the Baldwin School each 
visit the Chestnut Hill Branch monthly. The Coolidge Corner 
Branch had 29 picture book hours with an attendance of 250 
and 27 story hours with an attendance of 1,025. The Putter- 
ham Branch had 23 picture book hours with an attendance of 
204. The Main Library had 27 story hours with an attendance 
of 1,178 and 63 classes with an attendance of 1,346 for book 
talks. These include both public and private schools. 


Members of the children’s and school library staffs spoke 
before parent-groups, teacher’s groups and clubs on various 
subjects pertinent to the reading of children. 


The children’s staff was consulted frequently concerning 
the purchase of encyclopedias and books for home use and for 
advice as to how to amuse their children in the afternoons and 
what places are suitable to take them. 


They have made splendid contributions to various profes- 
sional organizations which include: The Round Table of Chil- 
dren’s Librarians of which the librarian in the Children’s Room 
in the Main Library is the present chairman; the N. E. School 
Library Association of which the head of the Elementary 
School Libraries is chairman of the Elementary School Library 
Committee, the Children’s Book Clinic, a Workshop on Films 
conducted by the Boston Public Library staff and a Committee 
consisting of representatives from the Catholic, Protestant 
and Jewish faiths, parent-teacher organizations, veterans’ 
organizations, libraries and public and private schools, all 
interested in juvenile reading, which acts as an advisory council 
to the attorney general. 


The use of books by children at the Main Library and in all 
the elementary school libraries shows substantial increase. 
The gain in the Main Library, Putterham Branch, and the 
elementary schools more than offset the losses of the Coolidge 
Corner and Chestnut Hill branches. The Main Library shows 
a gain of 1,854 volumes, the elementary schools of 3,507. The 
Murphy Library at the Baker School shows its greatest gain 
(3,523) in circulation; 19,154 pupils visited this library during 
school hours and in 177 days 549 classes were scheduled; 431 
records were borrowed. This is the second year of the Devo- 
tion School Library. It shows a gain in circulation of 1,671 
volumes; 20,000 pupils visited the library during school hours; 
23,232 books were circulated for home use; 674 planned pro- 
grams were given in 156 days. Ten thousand two hundred 
fifty-two (10,252) books were sent to 237 classrooms in the 
public and parochial schools; no books were sent to classrooms 
in schools in which there were elementary school libraries. 
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Library Staff in Print 

Two members of the staff have recently published articles in 
professional journals: Miss Margaret C. Brown has had pub- 
lished two articles in the Journal of the College and Research 
Libraries ‘The Graduate Student’s Use of the Public Catalog”’ 
and “Technical Services in the Public Library of Brookline.’’ 
Miss Aimee F. Draper has had published in the Nov.—Dec. 
issue of the Horn Book, “‘By Appointment,” which describes the 
picture book hour and its value as illustrated by the picture 
book corner at the Putterham Branch Library. 


Exhibits 


A complete list of the attractive exhibits prepared by the 
staff during 1949 is not possible. Some of the highlights as far 
as the Art and Music Department are concerned was a large 
exhibit prepared for the United Nations Association of Boston 
first displayed at the Brookline Library at a meeting of the 
M. L. A. before beginning a tour of libraries in the state; an 
exhibit of the Aspinwall manuscripts from the library’s collec- 
tion in conjunction with a meeting of the Brookline Historical 
Society held at the Library; a flag and citizenship exhibit from 
the Hannah Goddard Chapter of the D. A. R.; a showing of 
French children’s books from the New York office of the Ser- 
vices du Conseilleur Cultures; a display of Japanese children’s 
books brought from Japan by Mr. Frederic G. Melcher, editor 
of the Publishers’ Weekly Magazine; a display of old valen- 
tines and Easter eggs of fifty years ago; original drawings from 
‘The Emperor's New Clothes’ drawn by Virginia Burton. 
The children of Brookline made their contribution and _ pro- 
vided some interesting exhibits of their own. To mention just 
a few — William Miranda displayed his first issue of 1948 
cachets. The Girl Scouts made several contributions and 
David Slone loaned his wooden fish made from pictures in the 
National Geographic Magazine. An exhibit of toys connected 
with books was greatly enjoyed. The 157 wild flowers col- 
lected and displaved by the children’s librarian were very 
much appreciated. 

The children of Chestnut Hill made their branch a most 
attractive spot for the Christmas holiday time with their own 
decorations; this was truly a cooperative venture. 


The unusual displays in our store windows of the Putterham 
Branch have also been possible through the cooperation of the 
Putterham Board of Trade — the most recent contribution 
was that of a cake replica of the Community Center which was 
pictured in the Brookline Citizen. 

The statistical sheets appended to this report reveal many 
interesting details not reported above. They do not reveal, 
however, how much the cooperation of civic organizations and 
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the various Department Heads of the Town have contributed 
to our success. A special thanks is due Miss Ida Davidson, 
Executive Secretary of the Girl Scouts, for her cooperation 
with our children’s department; to the Building Department 
for having completed the relighting of the Book Room and 
furnishing an electric book lift as well as their prompt atten- 
tion to the numerous calls for minor repairs; to the Recreation 
Department for transporting our personnel and equipment to 
the playgrounds during the summer and for the loan of their 
moving picture projector; to the Engineering Department for 
the emergency printing of special maps for us in the middle of 
their busy preparation for town meeting; to the Administrative 
and Accounting offices of the Town for their willing help in all 
the little emergencies; and to the School Department for their 
help in making it possible to open the high school library 
evenings; it was necessary for them to provide adequate light 
and additional janitor service and their understanding of our 
problem was greatly appreciated. 


Each succeeding year brings greater realization and apprecia- 
tion of the faithful service to the Town of the Board of Trus- 
tees. The Library is indeed fortunate to have men and women 
each eminent in their chosen fields willing to devote so much 
time to a public service. Their perspective upon policy and 
advice upon problems are of immeasurable help and _ their 
loyal support of the Librarian is a major contribution to the 
Library's achievements.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare herewith submits its annual 
report for the year 1949. 


The appropriations for welfare purposes continue to reflect 
the generous attitude of the Legislature in establishing man- 
datory budgets and allotments for leisure time activities over 
which the local authorities have no direct control. It is 
expected, however, with a decline in the Cost of Living Index 
that some economies may be effected unless the Legislature 
again veers from its indicated policy of adherence to this 
particular Index. 


Mr. Clifford W. Cook assumed his duties as Agent of the 
Board of Public Welfare on January 1, 1949 and has reor- 
ganized the administrative staff of the department, integrating 
the various divisions of General Relief, Bureau of Old Age 
Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children which has elimin- 
ated considerable duplication and consequently improved the 
operating efficiency. 

Attention is called to the accompanying report of the depart- 
ment in which the various activities are more fully explained.

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REPORT OF WELFARE AGENT 


January 1, 1950. 
To the Board of Public Welfare: 
Brookline, Massachusetts 


I submit herewith the report of the Department of Public 
Welfare for the year ending December 31, 1949, 

There has been a general upward trend in our entire case 
load and expenditures for public assistance during the year. 
The percentage of increase in the Town of Brookline, however, 
has been substantially less than the general trend on the State 
and National levels. 

The entire case load increased from 999 to 1,116. The ex-, 
penditures for all divisions and the Infirmary increased from 
$667,710.42 to $759,606.29. 

The effects of the increase in unemployment are reflected in 
the General Relief case load and expenditures, while Old Age 
Assistance case load and expenditures have been affected sub- 
stantially by the liberalization of eligibility requirements and 
increase in mandatory budgets.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 6, 1950. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year ended December 31, 1949, 


During the year there were 992 alarms, 17 more than in 1948. 
Of the 992 alarms 261 were bell alarms and 731 were still 
alarms. There was only one two-alarm fire and no three-alarm 
fires. Among the alarms answered 78 were from Boston boxes 
and two from Newton boxes. The Department responded to 
436 emergency calls, in no way related to the extinguishment 
of fires. This is 63 less emergency calls than there were in the 
preceding year, and 187 less than in 1947, 


The fire loss, measured in terms of insurance paid, was 
$103,799.50. From my observation over a period of years, the 
amount paid by fire insurance companies for alleged damage 
incurred by fire far exceeds the actual damage suffered. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the 
year was 145. Seven Privates were appointed to the Depart- 
ment in 1949, and one man returned from military leave. Five 
Privates were promoted to Lieutenants. Two members of the 
Department were retired on pensions. They were:

Of this 
amount $19,047.75 was expended, leaving a_ balance of

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Mi: January 9, 1950. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: —1 submit herewith the fifty-ninth annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1949. 


This has been a year of extraordinary building construction 
activity with the cost of buildings for which permits were 
granted exceeding $8,000,000.00, an amount which doubles 
the volume of the 1948 construction. 


Not alone in valuation is this increase noted but also in the 
number of living units provided. For the year 1948 this number 
was 200 whereas for 1949 the family accommodations reached 
the gratifying total of 553. Such a volume should have a 
decided impact on alleviating to some degree the continued 
housing shortage. he two state aided housing projects are 
included in these figures but in addition there is continued 
increased private activity, one such unit being an eight story 
apartment house containing 136 units at an estimated cost of 
$1,000,000.00. Another building of note is the new north wing 
of the Brookline High School now in progress and entailing an 
expenditure of approximately $1,000,000.00. 


The Building Department continues to exercise supervision 
over the egresses serving the large number of lodging houses, 
convalescent homes, homes for aged and dormitories of private 
educational institutions. In addition thereto a thorough in- 
spectional survey has been made of all restaurants and places 
of assembly having a capacity for serving fifty or more persons 
and compliance with egress and emergency lighting require- 
ments have been effected in all occupancies. Complete coopera- 
tion in this important inspection function has existed among 
the several municipal agencies concerned. 


The year 1949 has seen a continuation of the planned pro- 
gram of renovation and maintenance of municipal bu Idings. 

The permanent staff has been augmented by the appoint- 
ment of Robert J. Stewart as Inspector of Buildings and 
Joseph M. Meany as Inspector of Plumbing and Gasfitting. 
The Building Commissioner welcomes them to the department 
and desires to record his appreciation for the continued co- 
operative spirit shown by all of the department personnel. 

The work on completion of a new Building Code has con- 
tinued throughout the year with weekly meetings of the Code 
Committee. 
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The amended Zoning By-law, completed during the year, 
was adopted by the Town Meeting on June 14, 1949 and pur- 
suant to subsequent approval of the Attorney General before 
becoming effective August 19, 1949. It comprises a complete 
revision with a new and more satisfactory format and should 
be a factor in maintaining Brookline’s record as a pioneer in 
sound zoning practice. 


The number of cases heard by the Board of Appeal.continues 
large owing particularly to the housing shortage and the desire 
to provide increased living units in existing buildings. The 
Emergency Housing Commission, which exercises review 
authority over the local Board of Appeal, has seen fit in several 
instances to reverse or amend local board rulings in cases in- 
volving increased occupancies conflicting with building and 
zoning by-laws. 

The following summary indicates in detail the volume and 
type of building operations for the year 1949 together with the 
estimated value of work covered therein.

The cemetery has received its usual care and upkeep 
throughout the year.

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In June, 1948, a contract was awarded to the Wes Construc- 
tion Company for blasting, grading and building of drives. 
This work was completed in 1949. Other contracts for earth 
filling, loam, finishing drives, etc., will be awarded when 
appropriations are made for this purpose. 


The Selectmen were requested to insert the following article 
in the warrant for the next Annual Town Meeting: 


To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000) to be expended by the 
Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery to continue the developing 
and grading of the land acquired in 1926. 


Through the courtesy of Mr. Daniel G. Lacy approximately 
one half of the trees in the cemetery were pruned of dead limbs 
by the Forestry Department at a cost of Nine Hundred Sixty 
Dollars ($960). The remaining trees will be done in 1950 if 
funds are available. 


A complete report of the receipts and expenditures of this 
department will be found in the report of the Accountant and 
Treasurer.

The Spanish War veteran or widow who in most cases 
receives a pension, in many instances applies to this office to 
supplement his pension because of being in needy circum- 
stances over which he has no control. 


World War I veterans who as yet are not entitled to a pen- 
sion, unless totally disabled, are eligible for all benefits, if 
unable to find employment or to support their families, because 
of illness. 


Despite the fact that the veteran of World War II is four and 
one-half years older, his problems seem to mount, in that 
employment is a big factor. 

World War II veterans continue to need counseling and it is 
most important to try to understand the real problem that 
underlies the superficial problem — and to understand the 
individual personality. You need to know what kind of a 
fellow the veteran is, and what he expects from life. Then you 
can bring him to see the various possibilities before him and 
what each would lead to in his future life, and thus help him to 
make the best possible decisions. We have a special obligation 
to the veteran. He went into service for all of us, and we want 
to try to do everything possible to get him back into the 
working world. 

Daily, this office is called upon to hospitalize boys who are 
suffering from service-connected disabilities, who at the

time of their discharge made no complaint as they were too 
anxious to get home. 

Other services requested during the year 1949 were (a) job 
placement, (b) educational counseling, (c) pension claims, (d) 
personal and family problems, of which there are many. 

At this time I wish to express my sincere appreciation to 
your Honorable Board for your cooperation and to department 
heads who have aided this department in behalf of the veteran.

In Memoriam 


Oren McKenney Moulton was born in Gorham, Maine, on 
July 9, 1880. He received his education in the public schools 
of Gorham and at Tufts College, Medford, Massachusetts, 
where in 1903, he was graduated with the degree of ‘‘ Bachelor 
of Science in Civil Engineering.”’ 

He engaged in civil engineering work in several communities 
in the eastern states for the next thirteen years. His experience 
during this period covered a wide field in engineering practices. 

Mr. Moulton joined the Brookline Engineering Department 
on August 28, 1916, and advanced to the grade of Second 
Assistant Engineer, which position he held until his death on 
January 9, 1949. He was a faithful, conscientious and produc- 
tive servant of the Town, a sincere friend and an inspiration to 
his fellow workers. 


Foreword 


The services rendered by the Engineering Department to 
the various divisions of the town government cover design and 
supervision of construction of municipal projects, photostating, 
multilith printing, etc. It is possible, because of the broad 
scope and large number of these services, to mention only the 
most important in this report. 
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Services To: 


Town Planning. The well ordered and regulated develop- 
ment of any municipality depends upon sound planning to 
maintain its social, economic and physical phases. The 
Planning Board has spent many hours in careful study of the 
problems arising from the natural growth and development of 
the Town. 


The Town Engineer is Secretary and Engineer of the Plan- 
ning Board, and Vice Chairman of the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Planning Boards. The Engineering Department pro- 
vides assistance to all departments, boards and commissions in 
order to formulate a sound and coordinated program for the 
future development of the Town. 


Traffic. The Town Engineer is a member of the Brookline 
Traffic Committee. He acted as Secretary throughout this 
year but has been obliged to resign this position due to pressure 
of other duties. 

The problem of efficiently handling the constantly increasing 
flow of traffic is serious. Many of our streets are inadequate, 
thus adding to the complexity of the question of proper traffic 
regulations. The Traffic Committee has proposed many 
remedial measures during the year, which have been adopted 
with favorable results. 

One of the major traffic problems in Brookline is the Wor- 
cester Turnpike. The general plan for reconstruction of 
Boylston Street, as prepared by the Engineering Department 
in conjunction with the Planning Board, has been approved by 
the Maguire Associates in their report upon Metropolitan 
Highways. The length of the “Turnpike” in Brookline, which 
it is proposed to reconstruct, is 2.75 miles, or only about 3% 
of the total mileage of streets in the Town. Approximately 
30 percent of all the automobile accidents in Brookline occur 
upon this short stretch of highway. This fact, with the con- 
stantly increasing volume of vehicular traffic, makes it im- 
perative that this section of highway be reconstructed at the 
earliest possible date. Some satisfactory progress has been 
made toward this end. After many conferences between the 
Planning Board, the Town Engineer and officials of the Massa- 
chusetts Dept. of Public Works, the State has approved and 
accepted the layout, as prepared by the Planning Board, for 
the section extending from just west of Hammond Street to 
the Brookline-Newton line. 


Among the projects for which preliminary or construction 
plans have been made during the year are the following: 


Study for an off-street parking area in the vicinity of the pro- 
posed new fire station in the Pleasant, Dwight, Green and 
John Streets area. 
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Study and construction plan for widening Heath Street, west 
of Hammond Street. 

Study for parking in the vicinity of the High School. 

Study for widening Pleasant Street. 

Study for widening St. Paul Street. 

Study for widening High Street, between Highland Road and 
Cypress Street. 

Plan for additional parking meters on Beacon Street near 
Tappan Street. 

Plans for additional parking meters throughout the Town. 


Playgrounds 
Preliminary study for Longwood Playground development. 
Contract plan for extension of Baker School tennis courts. 
Contract plan for east and north sections of Devotion Play- 
ground. 
Contract plan for Addington Park. 
Grading plan for Amory Playground. 


Miscellaneous Studies 
Study for division of voting precincts. 
Final plans and descriptions of sub-division of Precincts 1, 2, 
7 and 9. 
Historical Map of Brookline. 


Master Plan 

Lodging House location map. 

Street Lighting plan prepared by Boston Edison Co., checked 
by Engineering Department, and existing Gas Lamps 
added.

A Valuation Atlas showing the value of each separate building 
and parcel of land was prepared. 


Survey of Stores 


The annual survey of vacant stores throughout the Town, 
to determine whether there should be further expansion of the 
business zones, has been conducted and the results tabulated. 

The Town Engineer attended a two-day conference of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, held at the 
Hotel Beaconsfield, Brookline, on October 20-21. He also 
attended the Public Works Congress at Kansas City, Mo., 
September 18-20. En route to and from Kansas City he 
inspected incinerator plants at East Cleveland and Columbus, 
Ohio, and at Pittsburgh, Pa. 
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Revised Planning Board Rules and Regulations were pub- 
lished March 16, 1949, and the Zoning By-law and map 
amended to August 19, 1949 was published in the latter part of 
August. These revisions and amendments were made by the 
Planning Board and the ‘“‘Committee to Revise the Building 
Code.’”” The Town Engineer is Chairman of this Committee. 
Much assistance was rendered by the Engineering Depart- 
ment. Mr. Philip Nichols, an attorney, was retained by the 
Town to draft the ordinance. 


The Department has also revised the Rules and Regulations 
for Licensed Drainlayers during the vear. These revisions are 
all correlated one with the other. 


Contracts 
The Engineering Department prepares contract plans and 
specifications with the intention of making obstacles to be 
encountered clear to the bidder. The Contractor can, there- 
fore, bid with a clear understanding of the difficulties to be met 
in carrying out the work. When based on complete informa- 
tion, it is found that bids are fair and intelligent. 


Sewers and Drains 


The contract awarded P. De Cristofaro Co., Inc., on August 
9, 1948, for the extension of Saw Mill Brook covered channel, 
sewer, surface water drain and water pipe construction to 
serve the proposed incinerator off Newton Street was com- 
pleted June 9, 1949. 


A contract awarded Charles Capone Construction Co., Inc., 
on October 25, 1948, for sewer and surface water drain con- 
struction from Hall’s Pond to Beacon Street and westerly in 
Beacon Street to Pleasant Street, and also for a drainage outlet 
in Beacon Street and Beacon Playground to Village Brook, in 
the Kilsyth Road District, was completed September 21, 1949. 
This contract was extended to include a surface water drain in 
Pleasant Street, from Beacon Street to John Street, a sewer 
and surface water drain approximately 120 feet in Dummer 
Street to serve the new Veterans’ Housing Project, and also to 
remove a large accumulation of silt in Amory Street surface 
water drain outlet from Hall’s Pond. 


During short, periods of excessive rainfall the inflow to Hall’s 
Pond is slightly greater than the capacity of the drain from 
Hall’s Pond to Amory Street, which serves as an outlet from 
the Pond to the Amory Street drain. In turn, the Amory Street 
drain empties into the City of Boston drain in Commonwealth 
Avenue and eventually into the Charles River. We have thor- 
oughly cleaned our Amory Street drain but in so doing, learned 
that there is a large accumulation of silt in the Boston drain. 
Officials in the Boston Sewer Department have agreed to clean 
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their drain; in fact, some work has been done. However, in 
four months, the work is far from complete. In order that no 
serious drainage consequences result at Hall’s Pond from the 
backing up of surface water at times of excessive precipitation, 
it is imperative that Boston properly clean their drains and 
that both Boston and Brookline drains be inspected regularly 
for their entire length. 


The Board of Selectmen referred the matter of existing 
drainage conditions on Clinton Road and Eliot Street to the 
Town Engineer, for study and report. In brief, the following 
report was submitted: 


‘At times of heavy rainfall the Town drain overflows, due to 
an inadequate outlet in Boston, and causes property damage 
and a health menace in this area. In order to remedy the situa- 
tion, it is necessary that Boston extend Village Brook channel 
and included sanitary sewer from its present end at Prender- 
gast Avenue near Cleveland Circle, Boston, across Chestnut 
Hill Avenue and the Boston playground on Beacon Street, to 
the Brookline-Boston line at the end of Eliot Street, Brookline.’’ 


In a letter from the Board of Selectmen to the Mayor of 
Boston, explaining the situation, it has been requested that the 
City cooperate with the Town in order that this project may 
be carried out in 1950. The cost to be shared in equitable and 
fair proportions. 

The contract awarded to the Walter Reed Corporation on 
November 8, 1948, for Reconstruction of the Sewer and Sur- 
face Water Drain in part of Griggs Road and Griggs Play- 
ground, was completed June 13, 1949. 


On January 31, 1949 a contract was awarded to Doyle 
Brothers Construction Co., for the Improvement of the East 
Branch of Saw Mill Brook, from the Boston-Brookline line to 
Gerry Road. The work was completed April 27. 


A contract was awarded to Charles Capone Construction 
Co., Inc., on August 31, for sewer and surface water drain con- 
struction in Pleasant Street and parts of Newton Street. The 
work is progressing in a satisfactory manner but due to in- 
clement weather and unforeseen soil conditions, it will be 
impossible to complete these projects before the spring of 1950. 
The soil on one section of the Newton Street construction near 
Goddard Avenue is clay and unsuitable for backfilling, espe- 
cially at this season of the year. This excavated material will 
be placed in the grave area now being prepared in the new 
section of Walnut Hills Cemetery, and thus result in a con- 
siderable saving in the cost of filling material. The trench on 
Newton Street will be backfilled with gravel for proper con- 
solidation, drainage and to insure safety for traffic on the 
traveled way. For purposes of economy, record grade was not 
adhered to, because of a large amount of rock in the construc- 
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tion of a part of Newton Street near the Newton Line. In order 
to prevent flooding of private property it has been necessary 
to construct a catch basin at this location. This work was done 
under the provisions of the above Capone contract. 


The Charles Capone Construction Co., Inc., was awarded a 
contract on October 31, which included sewer and surface 
water drain construction in Belmont Road and in a Right of 
Way from Hammond Pond Parkway to Belmont Road. This 
part of the contract is practically complete but completion of 
the entire contract will be delayed until early in the spring of 
1950. This delay has been caused by an unforeseen increase in 
the amount of rock excavation and delay by public utility 
companies in installing their conduits. 


The plans and specifications for reconstruction of portions 
of the 72” x 85” main sewer, located in the right of way along 
the Boston & Albany Railroad tracks between Aspinwall 
Avenue and Longwood Avenue are complete. Bids for this 
work will be canvassed in February and construction carried 
out early in the coming year. 


There have been 651 inquiries regarding sewer assessments 
and reports submitted. 


One hundred fifteen (115) buildings were connected with the 
public sanitary sewers and 119 with the surface water drains. 


One hundred thirty-one (131) permits for house connections 
were issued to Licensed Drainlayers as follows:

Eleven (11) of the above permits were repairs of stoppages 
caused by tree roots. 


The recording sewer gauges have been in operation through- 
out the year, without any major repairs being necessary. 


_ Approximately 25 complaints from property owners regard- 
ing drainage problems have been investigated and reports 
rendered. 
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Preliminary plans and estimates have been prepared for 
sewer and surface water drain construction in Martha’s Lane, 
Goddard Circle and Woodcliff Road. These streets are pro- 
posed to be accepted and built under the Betterment Act. 


An estimate has been made for the proposed dredging and 
removal of accumulated silt from Muddy River, from Leverett 
Pond to the old gate house near Brookline Avenue in Boston. 
This was last done in April and May of 1930, and it is deemed 
necessary to repeat the operation during 1950. The cost of 
this project would be borne jointly by the City of Boston and 
the Town of Brookline. One-third of the cost to be paid by 
Boston and two-thirds by Brookline. This division of liability 
is based upon the areas tributary to Muddy River in the 
respective municipalities. 


Streets 


On October 31 a contract was awarded to the Charles 
Capone Construction Co., Inc., for constructing Bellingham 
Road, Belmont Road, widening a part of Heath Street just ~ 
west of Hammond Street, and Crossovers on Beacon Street at 
Winthrop Road and just west of Tappan Street. No work 
could be done on the crossovers until the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority had relaid their tracks at these locations. This work 
was not completed until November 1. Difficult soil conditions 
and increased rock excavation at Belmont Road, and delay by 
public utility companies in installation of their conduits, 
further delayed the progress of the project. Little can be satis- 
factorily accomplished during the winter months on this type 
of work. However, the areas involved have been made safe for 
travel and the contract will be completed early in 1950. 


The reconstruction of Griggs Terrace, a part of Griggs Road 
and the Alteration and Widening of the intersection of Eliot 
Street and Crafts Road, were included in a contract with 
Walter Reed Corporation, awarded November 8, 1948 and 
completed June 13, 1949. 


The reconstruction of the north roadway of Beacon Street, 
between Hawes Street and Pleasant Street, has been nearly 
completed under Chapter 90, of the General Laws. The con- 
tract was awarded by the Massachusetts Dept. of Public 
Works to the Charles Capone Construction Co., Inc. The 
Engineering Department, by direction of the Selectmen, has 
inspected the work during construction. The project has not 
been accepted pending the completion of minor details. 


Preliminary plans and estimates have been made for the 
construction of Martha’s Lane, Goddard Circle, and Wood- 
cliff Road. These streets have been proposed for acceptance 
and construction under the Betterment Act during 1950.

Plans and estimates have been made for widening St. Paul 
Street, between Aspinwall Avenue and Francis Street to a 
50-ft. width and High Street to a 50-ft. width between High- 
land Road and Cypress Street. 

Considerable work was done in preparing preliminary plans 
and estimates and field surveys for widening Pleasant Street, 
between Beacon Street and Commonwealth Avenue. This 
project, however, has been deferred for the present. 

At the direction of the Selectmen plans were prepared for 
the reconstruction of drainage and the surface of St. Mary’s 
Court, a private way off St. Mary’s Street. The work was 
carried out by the Capone Construction Co., Inc., under 
supervision of this Department. All costs for this project were 
borne by private parties. 

Sixty-five (65) lines and grades were furnished to private 
owners for construction of steps, walks, drives, grading, walls, 
Cle. 

Thirteen (13) stone bounds were set locating changes in 
direction in street lines. 


Highway Department 


Fifteen (15) lines and grades were given for setting curb- 
stone, 32 lines and grades for sidewalk construction and 4 for 
other purposes. 


Thirty (30) measurements of sidewalk construction and 13 
measurements of street repairs were made during the year. 


Two (2) commercial signs were checked for location, size, 
type, etc., and the results reported to the Highway Depart- 
ment. This aids in keeping these signs in conformity with the 
regulations governing their erection. 


Assessors Department 


Four (4) buildings were measured and their cubical contents 
computed for use as evidence in tax appeal cases. Eleven (11) 
photographs were taken in connection with these cases. 

One hundred twenty-four (124) new buildings and 51 altera- 
tions have been measured and placed upon the Assessors Plans. 
The first floor areas of these buildings, computed from field 
measurements, have been furnished to the Assessors. 

One thousand twenty-five (1,025) real estate transfers were 
received from the Norfolk Registry of Deeds, noted upon the 
Assessors Plans and filed. 

Twenty-three (23) changes in lot lines were received from 
the Registry, plotted upon the Assessors Plans and filed. 


Tax tables were prepared for the year. 
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Forty (40) bound and 14 unbound copies of the Annual 
Brookline Atlas were purchased and paid for by the Engineer- 


ing Department and distributed as follows:

Building Department 


One hundred twenty-two (122) buildings were checked as to 
their location in relation to street and lot lines, to determine 
whether they complied with the zoning regulations. 


The Town Engineer is Chairman of a Committee to Revise 
the Building Code of the Town. Much time has been spent 
upon this work and a great deal of progress has been made. 


Building Commission 


Contract plans and specifications have been prepared for an 
addition to the recreation building at the Eliot Playground. 
Bids for this project will be canvassed January 5, 1950. 


The driveway to the proposed Incinerator Plant off Newton 
Street was designed and laid out on the ground, and has been 
constructed to sub-grade. The specifications for the building 
and the plans were submitted to this Department for review 
and considerable time was spent, and recommendations made 
for certain revisions. 
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Veterans Housing Authority 
A topographical plan and a boundary plan were made for 
each of the two Veterans Housing projects located on St. Paul 
Street at Egmont Street, and on Chestnut Street near the 
Town Line, respectively. 


Town Clerk 


Tally sheets have been prepared for recording the vote of all 
elections during the year. 

The limits inside of which political literature may not be 
distributed were marked at the 12 polling places throughout 
the Town.

Town Counsel 


One hundred ten (110) photographs were taken for evidence 
in cases where claims have been instituted against the Town. 


One report has been made to the Town Counsel where rights 
of the Town might be affected concerning petitions of property 
owners to have their property registered in the Land Court. 


Plans, documents, easements and releases to save the Town 
harmless from damages have been prepared for the following:

A route map for apparatus from the several fire stations was 
prepared for the Fire Department. 


Cemetery Trustees 


The contract awarded to the Wes Construction Company on 
June 28, 1948, for the construction of burial areas and drive- 
ways in Walnut Hills Cemetery was completed September 10, 


1949, 


Under an agreement with the Charles Capone Construction 
Company a small amount of asphalt driveway surface was 
constructed. 


Burial lots were staked out as requested. A layout plan for 
burial lots in part of the cemetery now being constructed was 
prepared.

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Information Desk 


An information counter is maintained in the Engineering 
Department, through the medium of which it is possible to give 
prompt, concise and courteous service in response to the many 
and varied inquiries of the public. The cross-indexing system 
in use in the Department aids materially in the expeditious 
dispersal of this information. 


Inquiries and applications during the year were as follows:

Many telephone queries of a general nature are answered 
each day. 


Approximately 7,125 land plans of separate properties in the 
Town are on file in the Engineering Department. . 


Personnel 


On December 1 Arthur E. Clasby, Assistant Engineer, 
employed in the department since April, 1929, transferred to 
the Assessors Department where he is acting as Assistant Chief 
Clerk. At present Mr. Clasby is on a three-months leave of 
absence from this department, but there is but little doubt that 
the separation will be permanent. His loss will be keenly felt 
in the Engineering Department. 

Another great loss to the department came through the 
death of Oren M. Moulton, Assistant Engineer, on January 9, 
of this year. 

In 1932 the department operated with a permanent per- 
sonnel of 26 assistants and continued at the same average until 
the war. At the present time the roster consists of only 22 per- 
manent employees and it has been impossible to bring the per- 
sonnel up to its pre-war strength. During this period of 18 
vears the work of the department has, conservatively speaking, 
increased 150 per cent. It is only with the greatest possible 
effort and cooperation of the assistants that we are able to 
efficiently perform the required services. 


Filling. Approximately 30,000 cubic yards of filling have 
been obtained, without cost, during the year, from various 
projects in Brookline and surrounding areas. This filling has 
been used to fill low areas at the Baker, Amory and Griggs 
Plavgrounds, and Walnut Hills Cemetery. The obtaining of 
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this material has resulted in a saving to the Town of approxi- 
mately $30,000. 


Inventory. An inventory of the property belonging to the 
Town and in the possession of the Engineering Department is 
on file, as required by the Town By-laws. 


Equipment. The “Ozalid Dry Process” printing machine 
which has been in operation for five years, is very satisfactory. 
There is a great saving of valuable time over the old method of 
making ‘‘blue prints.”’ 

Two hundred eighteen thousand, nine hundred fourteen 
(218,914) pages have been printed on the Multilith Printing 
Machine. This work consists of billheads, budget reports, 
office stationery, forms, schedules, etc., for the various town 
departments. 

Six hundred seventy-two (672) copies of honorable dis- 
charges from the Armed Forces have been reproduced with the 
‘““Photostat’”’ equipment. In addition to the discharges 2,750 
copies of papers pertaining to veterans’ claims, other important 
documents, sketches, maps and plans have been reproduced. 
Much valuable time has been saved by this equipment. 

The ‘‘Pako”’ dryer, in use for the past five years, is a valuable 
asset in its use with the photostat machine, for drying the 
prints after the developing process. 


Automobiles. The Engineering Department has in its pos- 
session 3 Ford Station Wagons and 3 For-door Ford sedans. 
These cars range in age from 1 to 34% years. It would be im- 
possible to carry out the assignments of the Department, such 
as investigation of complaints, inspection of sewer connections, 
and various types of construction, and the work of the survey 
parties, without the use of these cars. Station wagons have 


proven to be the proper type for the transportation of field 
parties. 


Meterorological Equipment. The Engineering Department 
maintains meteorological equipment by use of which a com- 
plete 24-hour record is kept of local weather conditions. This 
equipment consists of a recording barometer, a recording ther- 
mometer, wind direction and velocity instrument and a re- 
cording rain gauge. A chart, showing daily weather conditions 
for the past year, is on file in the department. 


Underground System. In the construction of new streets the 
practice of placing all wires and cables underground and in- 
stalling all house services to the exterior lines of the street has 
been followed. The established policy is that the difference in 
cost between underground and overhead wires is paid by the 
Town or the developer. This is a great improvement over the 
former unsightly poles and overhead wires. 
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Due to the pressure of other work very little has been accom- 
plished toward the completion of a Master Plan showing type, 
size and location of all underground structures in the Town. 
It is to be hoped that more time will be available in the future 
for this important project. 

There are approximately 1,000 public utility drawings on 
file, which have been furnished by the utility companies. These 
plans are very valuable in fixing locations for new utility lines 
and conduits in our highways. 


Borings. Wash borings were taken along the location of the 
proposed reconstruction of the 72’. x 85’’ main sewer in the 
Right of Way adjacent to the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
between Aspinwall Avenue and Longwood Avenue. 


Tables. ‘Yables relating to streets, sewers and drains, and 
1949 contracts appended to this report. 


Photography. Two hundred ninety (290) photographs have 
been taken during the year, developed and prints made. Many 
enlargements were made with equipment in possession of the 
Department. 


Miscellaneous. Booklets illustrating the various articles in 
the Warrant were prepared for use at the Annual March Town 
Meeting. These books are more economical and much more 
satisfactory than the old method of large scale display plans. 


Fealth and Safety Commuttee. The Town Engineer is Chair- 
man of this Committee and 25 meetings were held during the 
year. 

Administration 


Throughout the year I have been deeply grateful to the 
official leadership on the various boards, commissions and 
departments for the fine cooperation I have received and the 
harmonious way in which we have been able to work together 
toward solution of the many problems which have arisen in 
connection with the Town’s welfare and advancement. 

The Town Engineer has earnestly endeavored to carry on 
the work of the department economically and for the best 
interests of the citizens. 

The assistants of the Engineering Department are continu- 
ally educating themselves in their duties and consider their 
public service as a career. They seek always to work in sym- 
pathy and harmony with the public and the contractors. 

I take this opportunity to express appreciation for the co- 
operation shown by my assistants, by the various boards, 
officials and departments.

John G. Gerrish entered the employ of the Town of Brook- 
line Forestry Department May 28, 1919. He retired December 
31, 1949, as Superintendent of Equipment for both the High- 
way and Forestry Departments in which capacity he had 
served many years. 


During his long period of service he established and main- 
tained Brookline’s municipal leadership in the mechanical 
field. Of conspicuous note were his perfection of the first high- 
pressure gasoline-driven sprayers, capable of protecting our 
highest roadside trees from insect infestations; his research 
and advanced design in modern snow removal equipment from 
its inception; and his design and construction of the most 
effective D.D.T. blower sprayer developed to date. 


He was renowned for his familiarity with the trees of Brook- 
line. But beyond the mere faithful discharge of his duties, 
John G. Gerrish brought a modesty to his work which en- 
deared him to the residents of Brookline and his associates. 
Ever willingly he applied his practical genius to the solutions 
of Brookline’s problems. His application was untiring; his 
vision unequaled. The inspiration of his service will always 
guide us.

At the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1949, Chapter 657 
of the Acts of 1948 was accepted providing a forty-hour, five- 
day week for all employees of the department, and was put 
into effect on April 3, 1949. This necessitated a change in the 
working schedule, and no overtime has been allowed except in 
cases of emergency approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


I regret to report the death of three pensioners. Four em- 
ployees were pensioned, making a total of thirty-nine on the 
list, one more than on January 1, 1949. 
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Street Cleaning 


The Elgin street sweeper purchased in 1940 should be re- 
placed during the coming year, and money for this purpose has 
been included in the 1950 budget. With two mechanical 
sweepers it is possible to cover the entire residential area once 
a week and the business districts three times a week. Because 
of traffic and parked cars much of this work is done in the early 
morning hours, starting at 4 A.M. during the summer months. 


A great improvement in the appearance of the town would 
result if the proprietors of commercial establishments were 
required to sweep the sidewalks in front of their premises, and 
it is recommended that a by-law be enacted to that end. 


Removal of Snow and Ice

Although the snowfall was comparatively light with no ex- 
ceptionally heavy falls, there were several nuisance storms of 
little depth but requiring continuous sanding of both roads and 
sidewalks. The use of salt mixed with sand was continued 
with good results, and on grades of approximately six to eight 
percent rock salt alone was used. The safety benefits derived 
from this practice far offset any damage to automobiles; no 
complaints were received from motorists and no damage to 
roadside plantings has appeared. 


The following land was used for dumping the snow removed 
from business areas, churches, and synagogues: Kent Street 
Yard, Shaw land off Chestnut Street, vacant land off Eliot 
Street and Cleveland Road, the Incinerator lot, and the 
Newton Street dump. 


Roadways 


The following roadways were resurfaced by Warren Brothers 
Roads Company: with type I, the entire length of Cottage 
Street, Goddard Avenue, Davis Avenue, and Fairbanks Street; 
both ends of Griggs Road between Griggs Terrace and Wash- 
ington Street, Gibbs Street between Stedman Street and 
Naples Road, Cypress Street between Boylston Street and the 
railroad bridge, Abbottsford Road between Naples Road and 
Babcock Street, Freeman Street between Babcock Street and 
Pleasant Street, and Amory Street at Dummer Street; with 
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sheet asphalt, Harvard Street between Beacon Street and a 
point south of Longwood Avenue, and the area at the Cypress 
Street Yard. 

The following streets were flushcoated with 14 gallon of 
asphalt with twenty pounds of 34 inch crushed stone to the 
square yard: the entire length of Cumberland Avenue, Glen 
Road, Jamaica Road, Pearl Street, Brookline Avenue, Colum- 
bia Street, South Street, and Homer Street; portions of High 
Street, Walnut Street, Pond Avenue, Cypress Street, Chestnut 
Street, Perry Street, Toxteth Street, Kent Street, and Sewall 
Avenue. 

In addition to the general patching and repairing of street 
openings, extensive sheet asphalt patching was done on Beacon 
Street, Hammond Street, and Woodland Road.

The contract awarded in 1948 under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 to the John P. Condon Corporation for resurfacing 
Washington Street between Harvard Square and Park Street 
was completed on July 1, 1949. The work consisted of remov- 
ing the old asphalt surface, putting on 21% inches of sheet 
asphalt, adjusting the curbing, and replacing Brang!ibhc and 
asphalt sidewalks where necessary. 


On September 26, 1949, another Chapter 90 contract was 
awarded to the Charles Capone Construction Co., Inc., for 
reconstructing the northerly roadway of Beacon Street between 
Pleasant Street and a point east of Hawes Street. Because of 
the lateness of the season this work will not be completed until 
the spring of 1950. The work consisted of removing the old 
macadam, bringing the street up to grade, and resurfacing with 
21% inches of sheet asphalt. New curb was set along the side- 
walk line and also on the parking reservation to provide for 
future installation of parking meters, and landings were con- 
structed at the car tracks. 


Traffic Control 


The Traffic Committee has functioned under three chairmen 
during the past year: Mr. Edward Dane until April, Mr. 
Eugene P. Carver from then until October, and since then Mr. 
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Timothy J. Regan, the present Chairman, Traffic conditions, 
aggravated by an ever-increasing number of cars on the roads, 
are demanding more attention every year, and much time and 
study has been devoted to solving these problems. 


Parking meters have been in operation since January, 1949, 
with good results. In connection with their installation 940 
feet of curb was set on the Beacon Street reservation west of 
Harvard Street, and 883 square yards of granolithic landings 
constructed at meter locations on Beacon Street. To mark the 
limits of each meter space 6,500 feet of white lines were painted. 
The jurisdiction of parking meters is divided among the Select- 
men for regulations and purchases; the Highway Department 
for installation and maintenance; the Police Department for 
operation and collections; the Treasury for moneys collected; 
and the Accounting Department for control of appropriation. 
Further information will be found in the reports of the various 
departments. 


A very important factor in highway safety is the painting of 
approximately twenty miles of white lines on the road surfaces, 
made up of center lines, traffic lanes, crossings, approach and 
stop lines at traffic signals, warning signs, school markings, and 
directional arrows. The consensus of opinion is that center 
lines are the most effective safety device in use. 


The contract for servicing traffic signals was again awarded 
to the Municipal Signal and Supply Company after competi- 
tive bidding. New signals were installed and put in operation 
on August 2, 1949, at the following locations: Harvard Street 
at Verndale Street, Harvard Street at Fuller Street, and Inde- 
pendence Drive at Beverly Road and Russett Road, and a 
pedestrian safety island was constructed by town labor in the 
middle of this intersection.

A two-year extension lease was signed on February 1, 1949, 
for garage space at 637 Washington Street, on a rental basis of 
$500 a month plus the cost of heating. After long discussion 
and study it was agreed that the actual costs would be assessed 
to the various departments for the fifty cars garaged and ser- 
viced at Garage B rather than the mileage costs used hereto- 
fore. This has worked to the particular advantage of the Police 
Department because of the excessive mileage of its cars. 


After competitive bidding the following contracts were 
awarded: truck tires and tubes and recapping service to H. S. 
Macomber, Inc.; passenger tires and tubes to Ed. P. Linehan; 
gasoline to Lapham Brown, Inc.; motor oil to the Gulf Oil Cor- 
poration; and flushing oil to Cities Service Oil Company — 
low bidders in all cases. 


The automotive equipment provided for in an appropriation 
of $40,074 made at the last annual town meeting was not 
authorized for purchase. 


Permits 


Again this year the number of permits increased from a total 
of 1,046 in 1948 to 1,121 in 1949. Warren Brothers Roads 
Company repaired all street openings and billed contractors 
and public utilities direct at prices submitted in competitive 
bidding. 
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A torm of general liability policy for blanket coverage of all 
permits issued for projecting signs, lights, and marquees has 
been adopted. This will replace the surety bond coverage and 
will be put into effect in 1950. 


Bridges 
A stone retaining wall was constructed at St. Mary’s Street 
south of the easterly abutment of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road bridge, eliminating the present plank bulkhead, and a 
chain link fence was erected on the wall in place of the defective 


wooden fence. 
Sidewalks — 


The following number of petitions for sidewalk construction 
were received: seventy for driveway entrances; thirty-eight for 
new granolithic sidewalks (22,667 sq. yds.); eight for curbing 
(1,073 linear feet). Continuing the practice of setting curb on 
certain chosen streets without charge to the owners, 3,133 feet 
was set on Vernon Street, Marion Street, Winslow Road, 
Stedman Street, Grove Street and Puddingstone Road, Heath 
Street, and Warren Street. 


In line with a general improvement program the following 
work was done: 34,228 square feet of defective granolithic 
was replaced; 3,700 feet of plank walk was removed on Heath 
Street, Woodland Road, Wolcott Road, and Beech Road, and 
replaced with 1,193 square feet of granolithic on Beech Road 
and 1,857 square yards of asphalt on the other streets. In con- 
nection with road resurfacing 1,102 feet of curb was reset. 
Approximately 7,100 square yards of defective asphalt was 
replaced. The northwest and southwest corners of Park and 
Vernon Streets were widened by town labor. 


Dutch elm disease and illuminating gas caused many trees 
to be destroyed. This department removed the butts and 
stumps of forty-six such trees after the Forestry Department 
had removed the tops of the trees. 


Refuse Collection 


The Newton Street dump has been maintained in very satis- 
factory condition. Every effort is made to restrict dumping 
to residents of Brookline, and the fee for dumping has been 
increased from 50c to $1.00 a load for small trucks and $2.00 
for large trucks. The revenue from this source amounted to 
$3,972. 


The contract with Simon Forman for the disposal of waste 
paper at the Hammond Street incinerator expired on May 31, 
1949, and on September 26, 1949, a new contract with him was 
signed after competitive bids had been received. An arrange- 
ment was made with the City of Newton for the incineration of 
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paper during this interim at a price of $2 a ton. Under the new 
contract payments to the town by the contractor stop when 
the price of paper goes below $13 a ton. No revenue has been 
received; the price of paper ranged from an all-time low of 
$4.75 in May to $8.75 in December. 


A new roadway from Newton Street to the new incinerator 
lot was laid out and graded, and plans and specifications for the 
buildings will be completed and construction started in the 
early part of next year. 


The town continues to receive $4.58 a ton for garbage 
delivered to a piggery in Woburn under the terms of the con- 
tract with Walter F. Murphy. I am glad to report that, de- 
spite the new 40-hour week, it has been possible to continue 
two collections of garbage a week without any additional men 
or trucks.

Care of Sewers 


The main sewers were inspected and cleaned as required, 
and repairs were made to the main sewers on South Street, 
Coolidge Street, and Waverly Street, and to the main drain on 
Amory Street and Freeman Streets. Only 1,737 of the 2,600 
catch basins in the town were cleaned because the Healy catch 
basin cleaner was laid up for repairs during June and July and 
only worked 117 days. 


In connection with the construction of the surface water 
drain on Beacon Street from Hall’s Pond to Pleasant Street it 
was found necessary to clean the Amory Street drain because 
of an accumulation of sediment which was impairing the eff- 
ciency of the structure. The cost of this work was $4,339.59 in 
addition to work included in Capone Construction Company’s 
contract. For use on this job a piece of sewer cleaning equip- 
ment was borrowed from the City of Cambridge and in August 
a similar machine was purchased by the town at a cost of 
$3,000, charged to the special appropriation for the purchase of 
automotive equipment in 1947, 


There were several instances of old sewers laid with Akron 
pipe being broken by tree roots entering the connections. 
These cases involve liability on the part of the town and were 
referred to the Town Counsel. 


The regulations for sewer and drain connections have been 
revised and are now pending approval by the Selectmen. 
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Street Lighting 


The Welsbach Corporation is desirous of cancelling its 
contract for furnishing gas street lighting but, pending final 
action, an amended contract has been negotiated for another 
year. The question of converting the street lighting system 
from gas to electric is under consideration, and many impor- 
tant installations are pending approval by the Selectmen. It is 
hoped that real progress can be reported in 1950. The only 
major installations of electric street lights made during 1949 
were on Washington Street between Harvard Square and Park 
Street, and on Cypress Street between Boylston Street and 
Franklin Street.

Principally, the year 1949 saw all of the department’s 
resources of men and equipment marshalled in a major, all-out 
effort to save our American elms. 


Consistent with the most advanced research advices from 
Federal and State agencies, particularly the University of 
Massachusetts’ Dutch elm disease laboratory, a vigorous cam- 
paign of wide scope was waged to maintain the health of our 
roadside American elms in order to maintain and increase their 
resistance to infection by the dreaded Dutch elm disease. This 
campaign embraced thorough pruning of dead limbs in all 
sections of the town to reduce the opportunities of the carrier 
beetle of the formidable fungi. In addition, three careful 
sprayings of D.D.T. solutions were made of all roadside elms. 


Beginning on June 27 and extending over a period of two 
weeks State Scouts from the University of Massachusetts 
cooperated with a selected team from the department in 
examining and taking samples of elms on both public and 
private property suspected of infection. These samples were 
forwarded to the Laboratory at Amherst to develop the cul- 
tures and to report its findings. |

The above trees were removed. 

After the departure of the State scouts the department 
carried on the program of detection throughout the growing 
season. 
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Since the past summer was a long dry season it was necessary 
during the month of July to water young trees planted in the 
spring. 

As in the past the practice of spraying for leaf eating insects 
such as canker, elm leaf beetle and gypsy moths was carefully 
done on roadside trees and on private property during May 
and June wherever requested by the owners. The amount of 
work done on private property amounted to $3,152.55 which 
will be charged on 1950 tax bills. 


Illuminating gas leaks was found to have killed trees as 
follows: 


Osborne Road 3 maple trees 
Naples Road 1 elm tree 
Harvard Street 1 elm tree 
Beacon Street 1 elm tree 
Hedge Road 3 birch trees 


These trees have been removed and the cost of removing 
including replacement of new trees will be charged and paid 
for by the Boston Consolidated Gas Company. 


The problem of removing trees in the line of driveways 
continues to be acute. Ten hearings were held for the removal 
of these trees, of which the Committee authorized removal of 
six. The cost in all cases is borne by the owner. 


Further maintenance work was carried on during the months 
of November and December at the Town Forest in Dedham. 
The low branches of the pines overhanging the driveways were 
pruned and many of the dead trees were removed. This work 
was paid for by the Water Department. 


At the request of the Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery 
the department pruned the trees in a large section of the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery. The work cost $960.89 was charged 
against the Cemetery appropriation. 


The Horace James Circle and the Island at Washington 
Street and Brookline Avenue were maintained and continue to 
be appreciated by all. 


The services of Dr. Donald Wyman of the Arnold Arbore- 
tum were retained by the Committee for expert advice as to 
the variety and caliber of the trees to replace those removed 
last year on the south roadway of Beacon Street from a point 
opposite Hall’s pond to St. Paul Street. 


In conclusion the department records show that forty-five 
roadside trees were removed for the following reasons; thirty- 
nine dead, six for reasons of driveway interference and two for 
reasons of public convenience and necessity.

ADMINISTRATION 


The year 1949 marked the fourth year of the Health De- 
partment’s operation since its reorganization as a unified 
Department of the Town. Highlights of the year which 
deserve special comment are given below. 

On November 7 the Department accepted with regret the 
resignation of Dr. Frederick F. Russell from the Advisory 
Council of Public Health. Dr. Russell had served continuously 
since the Council was established in 1946. Dr. James S. 
Simmons, Dean of the Harvard School of Public Health, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 

There has been some turnover in the personnel of the De- 
partment. The position of health educator was established 
and a worker employed starting September 26. The vacancy 
in the position of nutritionist was filled July 1 through an 
arrangement with Simmons College, whereby two-thirds of the 
working time of their Assistant Professor of Public Health 
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Nutrition was allocated for service in this Department. The 
diabetes consultant assigned to the Department by thé United 
States Public Health Service was replaced by a local physician 
on a part-time basis. 

With the School Department and the Brookline Friendly 
Society the Department continued to participate in the work 
of the Special Committee on Public Health Nursing. Following 
the publication of the report on the study of the public health 
nursing program of the Town, made by the Harvard School of 
Public Health, the Nursing Committee made the following 
recommendations: 


“That an Advisory Nursing Council be established. The 
membership of the Council should be both professional and lay. 
There should be equal representation from the School Depart- 
ment, the Brookline Friendly Society, and the Health Depart- 
ment and, in addition, one outstanding citizen interested in 
health matters appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The 
Advisory Nursing Council would serve as a planning and 
coordinating group. It should advise the health agencies of the 
Town on personnel and salary matters and consider problems 
of referrals from one agency to another, unification of records, 
etc., and any other matters 1n the nursing field whach 1t feels 
merit attention. 

“That the School and Health Departments consider em- 
ploying a common nursing supervisor to supervise the work of 
the public health nurses in both departments. 


“That thoughtful consideration and study be given by the 
Advisory Nursing Council recommended above to the estab- 
lishment in a limited area of the Town — possibly a precinct 
or a primary school district —of a complete family public 
health nursing service described in the Harvard report. Public 
health experts feel that this is a desirable objective. Although 
many difficulties are seen in the administration of such a 
service, the idea should not be discarded without considerable 
further study.” 


The Advisory Council has been established, and the Health 
Department has appointed three representatives to serve on 
that Committee. 


On November 22, 1949 the Town Meeting authorized the 
Selectmen, with the advice of the Train Bequest Committee, 
to formulate one or more cy pres schemes for use of the Train 
Bequest and to submit such to the Probate Court. The court 
hearings are scheduled to be concluded by February 1, 1950. 

The community and the local Health Department are as- 
suming more and more responsibility for the planning and 
conduct of the Diabetes Control Program, initiated in 1947. 
The services of the personnel mentioned above are expected to 
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further this assimilation. At the present time the United 
States Public Health Service is providing one nurse and one 
laboratory technician, in contrast to the six workers originally 
provided. 


In 1949 the Mosquito Control Program, formerly under the 
Division of Sanitation, was incorporated in the East Middlesex 
Mosquito Control Project. This project administers mosquito 
control activities in ten towns and cities in this area. Further 
comment on this project is included in the report of the 
Sanitation Division. 


During 1949 the Division of Sanitation commenced work on 
revising and modernizing the health regulations of the Town. 
Formulation of such regulations has long been needed, many 
having been made in 1937 and others as far back as 1923. 
Recommendations set forth by the United States Public 
Health Service, the American Public Health Association, and 
known progressive Health Departments throughout the 
country are being examined, and where pertinent to Brook- 
line’s own structure, will be used as a basis for revision. It is 
anticipated that a final draft of the regulations will be com- 
pleted in 1950. 


Of increasing concern to the Department is a long-range, 
planned program of in-service staff education. Arrangements 
were made for two sanitary inspectors to attend a 12-week 
sanitation course to be given by the University of Massachu- 
setts in cooperation with the Massachusetts Department of 
Health and the United States Public Health Service. In 1950 
the Department is planning, through consultation with all 
staff members, to develop an in-service training program. The 
objectives will be to meet individual needs for further training 
in the various public health specialities and to provide, through 
staff meetings, a continuous study of public health problems 
and developments of interest to the entire staff.

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SANITATION DIVISION 


There have been no changes in the personnel of the Sanita- 
tion Division during the year. There are seven sanitary in- 
spectors under the supervision of a Sanitary Engineer who is 
responsible to the Director of Public Health. Clerical work is 
accomplished by two clerks. 


Assignments of personnel are made on a specialization basis. 
One inspector covers the milk quality control program, two to 
three inspectors are assigned to food sanitation including 
restaurants, markets, bakeries, and other food establishments. 
One to two inspectors handle housing inspection and miscel- 
laneous nuisance complaints. Insect and rodent control activi- 
ties other than mosquito control are delegated to one inspector. 
Barber shops, massage establishments, and nursery schools 
require the part-time activities of one inspector. In addition, 
one or more of the inspectors have been assigned to the Health 
and Safety Committee, when necessary, for the inspection of 
lodging houses, parking lots, and other licensed premises. 


Arrangements were made during the year for participation 

by two inspectors of the division in a 12-week sanitation course 
to be given in 1950 by the University of Massachusetts in 
cooperation with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. Board, room, and tuition costs will be paid by the 
Commonwealth. 
. Nineteen forty-nine marked the first year in which Brookline 
did not undertake its own mosquito control program. This 
work was accomplished by the East Middlesex Mosquito Con- 
trol Project which now undertakes mosquito control activities 
in ten towns and cities in this general area. Since 1949 was an 
especially dry year, it is difficult to assess the efficiency of this 
program as compared to that previously carried out by 
Brookline. 

The milk quality control program of the division was con- 
tinued without change during 1949. Approximately 700 in- 
spections were made of dairy farms, representing investigation 
of new supplies, spot checks of approved supplies, and routine 
checking of approved supplies showing high bacterial counts or 
other indications of sanitary deficiencies. About 75 inspections 
were made of the 27 up-country receiving stations contributing 
to the Brookline supply. The 30 pasteurization and processing 
plants supplying Brookline were given a total of 145 inspec- 
tions. Delivery services were inspected about 175 times, prin- 
cipally for the collection of samples. There were at the end of 
1949 eighteen dealers licensed to sell milk, cream or other milk 
products in Brookline. Other activities of the milk quality 
control program include investigation of complaints, and 
office procedures involved in the receipt of bi-monthly quality 
control reports of the licensed dealers. 
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The division has continued its inspection of ice cream plants 
whose product is sold in Brookline. Including reinspections, 
125 visits were made to 28 ice cream manufacturing plants. 


The restaurant sanitation program was continued in 1949, 
No food handlers’ sanitation course was held, but plans are 
being made for a course in 1950. For this course the division is 
compiling a complete set of color slides for presentation in 
conjunction with the lecture course, illustrating approved 
sanitary equipment and practices. 


Routine sanitary inspections are made of all restaurants, 
drug stores, school lunchrooms, bakeries, bakery sales stores 
and markets. During 1949 over 3,200 inspections were made 
of the 250 such establishments. 


During 1949 three outbreaks of food poisoning occurred. 
One, the largest and only serious outbreak, resulted from a 
catered dinner given by the Town of Brookline following the 
Memorial Day parade, May 30, 1949. In this outbreak an 
estimated 60 per cent of the 670 persons participating were 
affected by symptoms of varying degree. One death was re- 
ported. This outbreak was caused by food contaminated by 
salmonella organisms. The causes of minor outbreaks at a 
school cafeteria and at a local restaurant were not definitely 
determined. In each case illness was mild 


The housing survey of certain sections of the Town, using 
the American Public Health Association Housing Appraisal 
method was not continued in 1949. Activities in general were 
confined to complaints. As usual, the bulk of complaints 
relate to lack of heat, garbage and refuse disposal, lighting, 
plumbing defects, maintenance and cleanliness of dwellings, 
smoke nuisances and insect and rodent infestations. About 
2,600 complaints were investigated, and over 500 other housing 
inspections were made. 


All complaints on insect and rodent infestations are investi- 
gated by the division and recommendations made as indicated. 
The division provides an insect identification service and also 
distributes free rat and mouse baits to citizens requesting the 
same. The division has also conducted rodent surveys of all 
eating establishments during the year. New rodenticides and 
rodent control methods are tested by the division as they 
become available. At present tests are being made of Com- 
pound 42, an anticoagulant being used as a rodent poison. 


Inspectors of the division investigated all mosquito com- 
plaints and made routine larva collections as a check on control 
activities. Conditions needing correction were referred to the 
East Middlesex Control Project. The activities of the project 
during 1949 included the spraying of all known breeding places 
in late April for spring brood and the spraying of all active 
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breeding places thereafter. The Amory Street playground was 
the only persistently active breeding place during the summer 
months. Catch basin spraying was commenced in June using 
residual D.D.T. solution and was repeated in July and August. 
An inspector of the division spent considerable time with 
Project representatives in locating private catch basins, which 
were sprayed when found. This work will be routine in 1950. 
Areas adjacent to Hancock Village were sprayed by air in 
cooperation with the City of Boston. Areas in the vicinity of 
Lost Pond and Hammond Pond were sprayed with residual 
D.D.T. for the control of mansonia mosquitoes. About 1,200 
feet of ditch between Hammond Pond Parkway and the Town 
dump were cleaned. 


Considerable time has been spent in 1949 in the preparation 
of new and revised health regulations relating to environmental 
sanitation. Many of the proposed regulations require study 
and investigation of existing conditions to assure their ade- 
quacy, reasonableness, and enforceability. These regulations 
should be completed by mid-1950.

At the request of the Commissioner of Agriculture and the 
Director of the Division of Livestock Disease Control for 
Massachusetts, an inspection of all domestic animals and 
premises within the Town was made in December. As a result 
of this inspection there were found three animals affected with 
a skin disease, and two suspicious of Mastitis, which, after 
laboratory test, proved to be only an acute inflammation of 
the udder, which is non-infectious. 


There have been no cases of rabies the past year in Brook- 
line. There are areas outside of Massachusetts where rabies 
has been prevalent. Although transportation companies are 
required to have health certificates of all dogs brought into 
Massachusetts, this does not prevent private parties from 
bringing in dogs from infected areas. Such importation con- 
stitutes a source of danger from infection. 
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Weights and Measures 


The work on weights and measures during 1949 is sum- 
marized in the following tabulations showing the inspections 
of scales, weights and measures; the trial weighings of com- 
modities sold or put up for sale; and the miscellaneous in- 
spections and tests. 


In 1949, 60 weighing or measuring devices were condemned 
where repair to meet legal standards was deemed impossible. 
One hundred eighty-two devices were tagged ‘‘not sealed,”’ 
prohibiting their use for trade until the tag 1s officially re- 
moved. 


Trial weighings and measurements of packaged commodities 
showed 192 underweight and 336 overweight of the 2,707 
tested. 


Inspections and tests covered correction of the following: 
insufficiently filled liquid containers, berry baskets and fuel 
bags, improperly adjusted or worn out filling, measuring, 
counting and carton cutting machines, mislabeling of bread 
and other food and the disapproval of undersized cartons. In 
addition, the inspections included the adjustment or condem- 
nation of defective scales used by peddlers, enforcement of the 
peddler’s license law, delivery of coal without a certificate of 
weight, enforcement of laws governing marking of net weight 
on food packages, and elimination of the sale of inaccurate 
clinical thermometers by condemnation and return to the 
manufacturer.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


Two nurses, Miss Regina Thomas and Miss Alice Green, 
were responsible for the public health nursing activities of the 
department. No essential changes have been made in the 
nursing program within the last year. The program consists 
primarily of working in the parochial schools and in the area of 
communicable disease control 

The nurses and school physician maintain a close working 
relationship with the teaching sisters through conferences held 
at regular intervals. At this time school health problems are 
discussed and activities for their solution are planned. Atten- 
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tion is given to all aspects of a well-rounded school health pro- 
gram; including a healthful school environment, a periodic 
inventory of the health status of each child, correction of 
defects discovered through physical examinations, and cooper- 
ation with the home and community agencies concerned with 
child health. 

Each child is given a thorough physical examination at 
regular intervals. This is regarded not only asa medical check- 
up, but as an important educational experience for both parent 
and child. The excellent past record of parents’ attendance at 
these examinations has been maintained in the past year. The 
nurses also visit homes to encourage correction of defects dis- 
covered, to inquire about absentee pupils, and to give assist- 
ance when needed. They are also responsible for arranging 
appointments for children at the dental clinic and for assisting 
at examinations of pre-school children who will enter school in 
the fall. 

Because of the presence of ringworm of the scalp among 
school age children in the Town, the Health Department 
initiated a special survey in those schools under its jurisdic- 
tion. Every boy and girl in St. Mary’s grammar school was 
examined. The scalp and hair of each child was inspected 
under a Wood Lamp (ultra violet light) in a darkened room. 
The Wood Lamp is suited to rapid inspection of the hair and 
scalp and will disclose ringworm invisible to the naked eye. 
The inspection of some 400 children by this method uncovered 
9 cases of ringworm of the scalp, seven of whom were unsus- 
pected previously. A specimen of infected hair from each pupil 
was cultured by the Department laboratory, in each case dis- 
closing the typical fungus. Our feeling is that the main source 
of infection and spread is due to the barber shop and, in par- 
ticular, inadequate sterilization of clippers. 

After study of the possible sources of infection and mode of 
spread, the children were permitted to remain in school and 
were referred to their family physician for treatment. ; 

Public health nursing service is an essential part of a com- 
municable disease control program. Visits are made to homes 
where communicable diseases are reported. Information about 
the source of infection is obtained, assistance is given in taking 
precautions to protect other members of the family, the im- 
portance of preventing the development of complications is 
stressed. 

Every reported case of tuberculosis is visited to insure the 
best possible care for the patient and adequate protection for 
contacts. All contacts of the patient are given a chest X-ray 
and examined either by the family physician or at the tuber- 
culosis dispensary. In addition to assisting at the tuberculosis 
clinics, the nurses have also assisted periodically at the dia- 
betes clinics.

Considering the total number of patients receiving care, the 
recording of eight deaths is regrettable. However, if comment- 
ing on the fact will serve to encourage routine physical exami- 
nations and early care of the tuberculous, there is value in so 
doing. The patients who died had developed far advanced 
disease before being hospitalized. 

The fact that the American College of Surgeons again 
approved the institution is evidence that the hospital is staffed 
and equipped to render the best in recognized methods of 
treatment. The rating is a credit to the Town and assures the 
citizenry of the best care when needed. 

Satisfying results from educational programs geared to 
public understanding were evident by the fact that X-ray 
examinations of the chest again increased in number, reaching 
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a total of 920, as compared with 369 in the first twelve months 
of operation of the X-ray unit ten years ago. 

Again we express our gratitude to our professional associates 
and to the many organizations and individuals who helped 
make 1949 a productive year. 


CHILD HEALTH REPORT 


The Child Welfare Service of the Brookline Friendly Society 
has had under supervision during the year 1949, a total of 663 
infants and preschool children. New admissions during the 
year totaled 264. They have held 90 Well Child Conferences, 
with an attendance of 1,866 and 11 immunization clinics, with 
an attendance of 678. 

Two well-qualified pediatricians are in charge of the con- 
ferences, one serving the baby conference, and the other the 
preschool conference. 

All babies under supervision are expected to attend clinic 
once a month during the first 6 months of age, every two 
months until they are 18 months old, and at least once in three 
months after that until they are two years of age, when they 
are transferred to the preschool clinic. Mothers may, however, 
bring babies oftener than the schedule calls for if they need 
help. The pediatrician in the baby clinic gives each baby a 
physical examination routinely every six months or oftener if 
indicated, and in the preschool clinic the children are given a 
physical three times a year. 

Advice is given in regard to feeding and health habits of the 
children, and the child welfare nurse visits the mother and 
child in the home regularly to see that the doctor’s orders are 
carried out, and to check up on the child’s progress. All sick 
children are referred to the family physician or the nearby 
hospital clinics. 

There were 1,362 babies under two years of age attending the 
Well Baby Clinic and 504 children between the ages of two and 
five years under supervision in the Pre-school Clinic. 

Most of these children have been immunized during the 
year at either the spring or fall immunization clinics. There 
were 137 babies immunized against whooping cough, diph- 
theria and tetanus and 135 were vaccinated against smallpox. 
Tuberculin Patch tests were given to 169 preschool children, 
all with negative results. 

When a child is two years old, he is given an appointment to 
the Dental Clinic to check up on dentition and to accustom 
him to dental care. From then on until he enters school, he is 
regularly checked in the clinic, and any necessary dental work 
is done. A total of 174 children attended dental clinic 616 


times. 
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The child welfare nurse made 2,554 home visits to give 
supervision and advice.

THE HOSPITAL RELIEF FUND 


The sum of $17,633.16 was expended to provide hospital 
care to 89 individuals not receiving welfare aid but in need of 
such care, and unable to pay the hospital charges. This group 
sometimes referred to as ‘‘medically indigent,” are those able 
to provide themselves with food, shelter and clothing, but un- 
able to bear the expense of serious illness, requiring hospital 
care. These patients go in ‘‘on service’ so that there is no 
physician’s fee and the department pays ward rates. The 
hospitals have been co-operative in accepting patients in this 
category. In spite of the general shortage of hospital beds 
during the past few years, seldom has there been any delay in 
admission to a hospital. 


THE DENTAL CLINIC 


The question of how dental care for the children of our 
Town can be.improved is one of paramount importance to the 
clinicians caring for children of pre-school age and in the lower 
grades in our school system. While we feel that the care re- 
ceived is excellent, there is evidence that the service should be 
enlarged so that a greater segment of our child population 
would benefit. We also believe that our children should be the 
first to receive proper dental care. Perhaps the greatest con- 
tribution made by the Dental Clinic is the preparation of 
children for the reception of dental treatment. At the clinic 
each child is carefully handled so that fear and dislike of 
dental care is at a minimum. We want children to regard the 
dentist as a friend. 

Dental decay is one of the most destructive diseases known 
to mankind. Investigators in dental research are constantly 
searching for the key to the control of this disease. In recent 
years one approach to this control —the use of Sodium 
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Fluoride — has been presented to the dental profession, after 
being accepted by the Council on Dental Therapeutics of the 
American Dental Association. This is used as a 2 per cent 
solution applied topically. It has been a deterrent to bac- 
terial growth and consequently has reduced dental decay. 
The value and effectiveness of the use of this solution at the 
dental clinic have been most encouraging. However, sodium 
fluoride does not provide the complete answer to this problem.

THE LABORATORY 


The work of the laboratory in 1949 has continued in general 
along the same line as in the previous year. Emphasis has been 
placed on testing procedures for the Sanitation Division and 
on urinalyses and blood sugar determinations for the diabetes 
program. In addition, a number of diagnostic examinations for 
certain communicable diseases were made.

NUTRITION 


The nutritionist joined the staff of the Health Department 
on July 1, 1949. Since then she has spent her time in general 
orientation to community nutrition problems and to the activi- 
ties of the Health Department and other Brookline health 
agencies, and in rendering the nutrition services described 
below. 

Two activities will be mentioned specifically, both of which 
are in accord with current thinking in public health nutrition 
and preventive work. The first activity was planning and con- 
ducting group discussions for persons who are overweight. 
This program represents an approach to the problem of 
obesity as it relates to chronic disease, as well as an effort to 
assist individuals to control overweight. Considerable time 
was required for the planning of this program, especially for 
securing information about work in this field from other 
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sources through reading, visiting clinics and interviewing 
workers engaged in weight control programs. One class was 
held during October and November in conjunction with the 
Recreation Commission’s exercise classes. Two groups are 
scheduled to start early in 1950, and others will be arranged in 
accordance with demand and availability of consultant per- 
sonnel. 

The second activity was participation in two series of pre- 
natal Mothers’ Classes, sponsored by the Brookline Friendly 
Society. This is regarded as a vital part of a nutritionist’s work 
and of a community nutrition program, for at no time is good 
nutrition more important than during the pre-natal period 
when the health of both the mother and baby is affected. 


In addition the nutritionist has served as a consultant to the 
staff of the Health Department and the Brookline Friendly 
Society, in both individual and staff conferences. She has 
written articles for the Health Bulletin, started work with the 
Nutrition Committee, and given nutrition information to 
Brookline residents in response to individual requests. Because 
nutrition plays such an important part in the treatment and 
control of diabetes, the nutritionist has also assisted in the 
planning and promotion of certain areas of the Diabetes Con- 
trol Program. It is anticipated that as this program expands, 
her services will be increasingly in demand. 


DIABETES CONTROL PROGRAM 


A total of 1,110 different persons were tested in 1949. 
During this period 18 new cases of diabetes were discovered 
and referred to their private physician for treatment. This 
brings to 98 the total number of cases discovered since the 
program was started. 


Visitors have come from the following schools and agencies 
to observe the methods and procedures of the program; from 
Boston College School of Nursing — 24 students; from the 
United States Public Health Service — 8; from other health 
agencies — 3. 

In looking beyond the statistical evaluation of the work, it is 
apparent that people are more receptive to the value of the 
test and to the importance of early case finding in diabetes. 
This evidence is based on the interest shown by those who 
have come for a test with a desire to know more about the 
disease as well as to insure thorough evaluation of their labor- 
atory findings. The follow-up visits to the homes of our newly 
discovered diabetics have revealed a wholesome acceptance of 
the value of early discovery of diabetes. 

It is important to note the increased awareness of the he- 
reditary factor in diabetes. More people with a history of dia- 
betes in the family are seeking the testing service. Each person 
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tested is interviewed individually by the public health nurse, 
and time is devoted to answering questions concerning the 
symptoms of the disease and its management. It is with these 
facts in mind that the educational value of our program can 
best be measured. 


Though still in its infancy, the Diabetes Program has had 
the support of many individuals and agencies in the Town. 
For the interest shown, the helpful counsel given by laymen 
and the medical profession, and the many hours of volunteer 
service rendered, the Department expresses its appreciation. 


Objectives for the coming year are directed toward broader 
community interest in the program through the combined 
efforts of the Medical Advisory Committee, the Citizens’ 
Committee, and personnel in Brookline’s health agencies. It 
is sincerely hoped that more progress may be made in both 
professional and patient education regarding diabetes. 
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VITAL STATISTICS 
Population 


The population of Brookline as of July 1, 1949 is estimated 
as 59,588. This is based on the Massachusetts Census popula- 
tion of January 1, 1945 which gave Brookline a population of 
56,940 and an annual i increment of 662. The latter figure is the 
average increment in population from 1935 to 1945. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 594 
of which number 223 were deaths of non-residents in various 
Brookline hospitals. In addition there were 297 residents of 
the town who died in other places. The total number of Brook- 
line deaths corrected for residence was 668 which, with an 
estimated population of 59,588 as of July 1, 1949, gives a 
mortality rate of 11.21 per 1,000 inhabitants as compared with 
11.51 in 1948.

Clerk’s report on the Vital Statistics. 


The mortality rate of 11.21 is practically unchanged from 
last year’s rate of 11.51. This rate is based on an estimate of 
population and the probable error in the estimate is quite 
likely as great or greater than the change in the death rate. 
The death rate is in part a reflection of the age of the popula- 
tion. A community, such as Brookline, with an older popula- 
tion will have a higher death rate than a comparable commun- 
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ity with a younger population. To the extent that the health 
program increases the age of the population it will tend thereby 
to increase the death rate. 


Heart disease was again the leading cause of death with 296 
deaths or 44% of all Brookline deaths. Obviously this repre- 
sents a challenging problem to the community. 


The number of deaths from diabetes decreased slightly from 
27 to 21. Although this is the smallest number since 1945 too 
much importance should not be attached to one year’s figures. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


In tables II, [1] and IV will be found the cases of communi- 
cable diseases by months, by ages and sex, and also for the 
past ten years. The deaths do not include those of non- 
residents in the town, but do include deaths of residents. out- 
side of the town if they had the disease while living in the town.

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Diphtheria. There were two cases of diphtheria in 1949, 
This was the same number as in 1948. Both cases were in 
adults. Although a sufficiently great number of our children 
are immunized to minimize the possibility of an outbreak, the 
occurrence of sporadic cases particularly in adults will un- 
doubtedly continue. Fortunately most of these cases are 


mild. 


Typhoid. There was one case of typhoid fever in 1949, 
This was a child contact of an adult carrier visiting in the 
community. The carrier was identified and placed under 
treatment in the state of residence. There were no secondary 
cases. 


Tuberculosis. The death rate of 21.82 is somewhat higher 
than last year’s rate. With the small number of deaths a few 
deaths occurring either in December or January will make one 
rate low and the other high. The important fact is that the 
rate has not changed appreciably during the past ten years. 
Undoubtedly our rate is affected by some of the prevailing 
high rates in the Greater Boston area. There must be a general 
lowering of tuberculosis death rates in the area before we can 
expect a lasting decrease in Brookline’s rate.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PARK 
COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits 
with this, its Report for the year 1949, the report of its Super- 
intendent which sets forth the progress that has been made in 
caring for the increased areas under this Department’s charge in 
a more efficient manner. 

We are particularly pleased to call attention to the fact that 
with the excellent weather enjoyed throughout the season the 
Golf Course showed a substantial excess of receipts over 
maintenance and some capital expenditures. 

The allocation by the Selectmen to this Department of 
certain buildings in Larz Anderson Park has given us much 
needed storage and working space without any capital outlay. 
During the year an arrangement was made for the develop- 
ment of the stable in Larz Anderson Park as a museum of 
antique automobiles, including the Anderson collection, by the 
Veteran Motor Car Club of America, to which Mrs. Anderson’s 
executors donated her interesting collection. An out-door 
show which for two days drew a crowd of several thousand was 
held during October. It is hoped that this museum will develop 
into a real asset to the Town and a center for the more exten- 
sive use of Larz Anderson Park which it seems to us is bound 
to develop. 

Use of all of the park and playground areas continues at a 
high level, and we look forward to the completion in 1950 of 
the development of the Amory Playground so that it will be a 
real addition to the available areas for recreation. 


In March of 1949 Mr. Joseph A. Crowley was elected to the 
Board to take the place of Selectman Timothy J. Regan who 
had served with the Board for one three-year term. 


We would like to take this opportunity of recognizing the 
loyalty and interest of our Superintendent, his foremen and all 
of the Department employees and of thanking them for their 
work which we feel is making the Department operate for the 
benefit and development of the Town. 

We append hereto a table recapitulating the major objects 
of expenditures for the entire Department and showing the 
net cost for the year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF PARKS 


To the Honorable Board of Park Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: — In reviewing the work which has taken place 
during the year just closed, certain accomplishments were 
made and certain aims attained which are very important to 
the overall improvement of the Park System. The 1949 ap- 
propriations permitted us through additions to our motorized 
equipment and other necessary capital improvements, to con- 
tinue to provide the townspeople with better and more effi- 
ciently operated facilities. 

We have made exceptional progress in developing good 
public relations not only with all Departments and various 
Boards of the Town but also with the general public of Brook- 
line. 

During the year we purchased three new trucks, a jeep, a 
mist sprayer, leaf sweeper, compost shredder, portable air 
compressor and a small ton roller. One of the trucks was a 
stake type body which was outfitted by our Department for use 
by the newly reorganized tree group, which made it possible to 
carry all necessary tree pruning equipment. Also it provided 
an excellent means of transporting our new mist sprayer. 


The new spraying device made our tree disease and insect 
control work much more efficient. It proved to be much more 
thorough as well as a great saving on man hours for this work. 


The portable air compressor was used a great deal in stump 
removal as well as the many other uses of the machine, such as 
breaking ground, spray painting and cavity work. 

The gasoline-powered compost shredder made it possible to 
screen all of the loam for topdressing used at the Golf Course 
and other areas throughout the Town. This machine not only 
screened the loam but it was placed on a platform so that all of 
loam screened would enter into the truck which saved re- 
handling. 


The leaf sweeper proved very valuable during the fall at the 
Golf Course. It removed the leaves from all of the fairways 
which previously was impossible. The real satisfaction from 
this machine comes from the joy of the golfers who were able 
to play an entire 18 holes without loss of ball hidden in the 
leaves. 


The new roller was used on all of the clay tennis courts as 
well as rolling our large lawn areas, also the many gravel walks 
throughout the Town as well as providing a well maintained 
football field for Brookline High. 


A great stride was made this past year on the improvement 
of all our trees. The trees in all areas were pruned and all dead 
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wood removed. This will now give us the opportunity this 
coming year to do more scientific pruning, cabling and cavity 
work which is greatly needed so that we might be able to pre- 
serve our beautiful trees for the future. 


We continued the landscape improvement of our various 
squares in the town. Planting of tulips, narcissus, hyacinths 
and crocus provided excellent color in early spring and many 
calls and letters of appreciation showed this was a source of 
joy and inspiration to our townspeople. 


After the bulb season was over we followed with the planting 
of annuals in all of the squares which provided color and en- 
joyment throughout the balance of the year. 


Linden Park was planted this past year with deciduous 
trees, flowering shrubs and evergreens. This small but im- 
portant park will give a great source of enjoyment in a thickly 
settled area where it is greatly needed. 


With our own staff a new shelter replacing that destroyed a 
few years ago was erected in Riverdale Park for the benefit of 
M. T. A. riders. It was constructed with novelty siding and 
painted a natural stain so that it would blend in with the 
planting along Brookline Avenue. This needed structure was 
greatly appreciated by the people in the Longwood section of 
town. 


Larz Anderson Park which was accepted by the Town at the 
recent spring Town meeting was a welcome addition to our 
Park System. With respect to the maintenance of the large 
grass areas | hope to make arrangements so that the entire hay 
areas will be cut and maintained without any expense to our 
Department by interested contractors. The remainder of the 
area can be easily maintained with our present equipment with 
minimum expense. 


In October of this past year I made use of the facilities of the 
sound, well constructed and beautifully designed greenhouses. 
All of the plants that were set out in spring in our parks, 
squares and around our public buildings were brought to the 
greenhouse and are now being propagated for spring planting. 
This new addition to our Park System will now provide us with 
ample means of growing all of the necessary stock for planting 
in the spring as well as many other possibilities. It will also 
provide us with an area where we will be able to exhibit the 
marvelous collection of gnomes which were given to us by 
executors of the estate and which Mr. Anderson so proudly 
collected over the years in his many travels abroad. 


The pond area contains one of the most beautiful natural 
plantings in Brookline and will be enjoyed by thousands this 
coming year. The pond itself has already provided the children 
with an excellent skating area, and as it is the first pond in 
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Brookline to freeze the enjoyment obtained from its use is 
beyond description. 


About 300 feet of fencing dividing the many fields was 
removed this past fall to allow for skiing and tobogganing this 
winter. 

The overall development of this area is now being studied 
and its possibilities for the future are tremendous. 


Addington Park on the summit of Aspinwall Hill was 
developed this past year and will provide an excellent area for 
children and mothers to play and relax this coming year. This 
area was greatly needed as the change in the designs of the 
homes in that district made a necessity for a play area for 
younger children. 


The third and final stage of the development of the Devotion 
playground was completed this past year. This final stage in 
development now provides this thickly populated section of 
town with modern up-to-date facilities for play. An asphalt 
multiple play area was constructed to provide for paddle 
tennis, basketball, softball, roller skating, ice skating in 
winter and many other minor games requiring a hard surface. 
Three new tennis courts were constructed with asphalt which 
will provide additional skating areas in winter. New play- 
ground equipment was installed at this area providing these 
children with swings, high and low, slides, stratosphere see- 
saws, basketball standards and a junglegym. 


Sufficient fill was obtained at Baker Playground to make 
ready for a much needed new addition. This area has been sub- 
graded and four inches of peat from Amory Playground was 
placed over the entire surface and then loam was added to give 
a minimum of eight inches of topsoil over the entire area. 
Frost came just a week too soon which made it impossible for 
us to finish. The work will be continued and completed in early 
spring. Five new tennis courts were constructed at this play- 
ground which will provide ample facilities to the ever increas- 
ing neighborhood. The courts are constructed of a special 
mixture of asphalt and cork which was worked out by myself 
and Mr, Clasby of the Engineering Department. A green 
asphalt paint called ‘‘altos’”” was applied to the surface. This 
new type of surface will make playing much more enjoyable 
because of the cork mixture and yet retain its shape due to the 
asphalt content. The green color will help materially in the 
mental aspect as well as the looks of the courts. 

Amory Playground has received sufficient fill so that work 
on the development of this large playground area may proceed 
this coming year. The new large tractor purchased last year 
certainly proved its worth not only here but also at Baker 
Playground where thousands of dollars were saved on the 
grading of both areas. 
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A new idea in collecting fees for the use of tennis courts was 
inaugurated this past year. ‘‘Tennis’’ meters (Parking meters) 
were installed at 17 courts and proved very satisfactory as well 
as being very profitable for the town. The meters were devised 
so that they would take quarters or tokens and limited the 
play for one-half hour or a maximum of one hour for two 
quarters or tokens, Tokens were sold at the office at reduced 
rates so that the regular players could play for approximately 
the same cost as a permit in previous years. Also a different 
color token was sold to the children enabling them to play for 
ten cents per half hour per court. The total collection for the 
year was $1,232.06, $200 under the average of the past five 
years. However, the meters were not in operation until after 
three weeks of play had started. ‘This installation saved the 
employment of four additional men at the areas when the 
forty-hour work week became effective, which showed a mone- 
tary saving of over $5,000 to the Department. The meters cost 
$858 and were paid for in the first three months of operation. 
Next year | believe that they will prove themselves much more 
valuable as educating the players to a new idea is a difficult 
task. 

New playground apparatus consisting of high and low 
swings, slides, basketball standards, stratosphere seesaws and 
junglegyms were installed at the following playgrounds: 
Brookline Avenue, Robinson, Clark, Brookline Field, Devotion, 
Boylston, Beacon, Eliot, Lawrence and Baker. 

New chainlink type of fences were constructed at Eliot, 
Pierce and Winthrop Playgrounds. Three hundred feet of 
10-foot fence was constructed at Eliot to give protection to 
residents along Ackers Terrace as well as completing the en- 
closure of our entire playground. Nine hundred feet was 
erected at Winthrop which provides for safety to the passing 
motorists along much travelled St. Paul Street as well as pro- 
tection for the children. Six hundred feet of 18-foot fence was 
erected at Pierce Playground which will enable the children 
to play ball without fear of damage to abutting properties. 

Basketball backstops were erected at Eliot and Baker Play- 
grounds which will give protection to surrounding properties 
as well as the saving of many baseballs. 

The improvement of the landscape development of school 
grounds continued during the year. The beds in the courtyard 
area of the Runkle School were planted and added a great deal 
to the looks and environment of the school. 

The Municipal Golf Course enjoyed the most successful 
year in history. We had a larger play than any other year as 
well as topping all previous years in receipts. The course 
grossed $41,663.30 and the operating expense was $33,566.89 
which shows a net profit over maintenance of $8,096.41. This 
is the first year since its construction in 1932 that the course 
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has showed a profit over ITS operating cost, with the excep- 
tion of 1941 when it showed a profit of $12.06. 


However, we must bear in mind that the excellent weather 
during the forty-nine season played a very important part in 
the financial receipts. The course was opened April 2nd, three 
weeks earlier than usual and also the weather was exception- 
ally good weekends, the period of the heaviest play, all of 
which helped materially in the financial success of the course. 


Lawrence S. Dickinson, Professor of Agrostology of the 
University of Massachusetts, inspected the course last spring 
and made various recommendations. A new and more exacting 
plan of maintenance was developed and carried out and after 
the various fertilizers and topdressings were applied a marked 
improvement was noticed in both fairways and greens. We 
have constructed one new and larger tee this past year and 
with this continued practice of enlarging the tees it will 
materially improve the general conditions. 


A new Professional, Hal McGrail, formerly of the Franklin 
Country Club, came with us this past year and proved himself 
very capable and qualified, which resulted in much more 
activity at the Course. A new club was formed at the Course 
this past year, a club within a club, named the Brookline Golf 
Club, which enables us to belong to the Massachusetts Golf 
Association, U. S. Golf Association and the Women’s Golf 
Association. This new club provided the members with that 
“Club atmosphere’ which does not usually exist at a public 
course. Also it enabled the members to participate in many 
tournaments throughout the year and to join with fellow golf 
clubs in team competition. A clubroom was made in the base- 
ment of the Clubhouse which provided the members with a 
meeting place and an excellent lounging area. Everyone 1s 
looking forward to the early opening in spring when continued 
friendship and fraternizing will again take place. 


May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation to 
all of the employees for the loyalty and untiring efforts in 
carrying on the work of this department and who have faith- 
fully performed all of their various duties. 


I offer my sincere gratitude to the members of the Park Com- 
mission for the privilege of serving to the best of my ability. 
It is a real pleasure to work for a group of men who are devot- 
ing their time and energy to this all important program without 
compensation and free from selfish purpose.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board herewith submits its seventy-fourth 
annual report, for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

At the annual election held on March 8, 1949, Timothy J. 
Burke, Esq., was re-elected a Water Commissioner for a period 
of three years, until 1952. The Board organized on March 11, 
1949, electing Timothy J. Burke as Chairman for his twenty- 
fifth consecutive year. This year marks, also, the Chairman’s 
forty-ninth on the Board. The Board appointed Lawrence E. 
Hanson, Registrar and Clerk of the Water Board, and Walter 
B. Bushway, Superintendent of Works, and Kenneth W. 
Robie, Assistant Superintendent of Works, for the ensuing 
year. 


During the year the Board devoted continuous study to the 
progressive steps gradually being undertaken, toward the 
ultimate inter-connection with MDC for the taking of the 
Town's entire water supply from the Metropolitan Water 
System. Request has formally been made of the Town Treas- 
urer to finance the requirements by means of the serial bonds 
which the Town Meeting has heretofore authorized; materials 
for the work were acquired, contracts let to the lowest bidders 
for the required excavations, etc., and the work completed, 


awaiting, now, the installation of the metered connections by 
MDC. 


The drought of 1949 was a matter of deep concern to this 
Department. This Board's policy of being ready for such an 
emergency by continuing the Town’s own water supply to the 
maximum yield, and by throwing into use the pump to flood 
the well-fields, as the Superintendent describes, enabled us to 
hold to a minimum the required water from MDC sources, 
when peak demands were reached. 


The completion of the large feeder main from the north side 
of Beacon Street at Corey Road, to Fisher Avenue at Buck- 
minster Road, will establish a second connection with the 
MDC System, completely separate and distinct from the other 
connection on Fisher Avenue, and provide that duality upon 
which the Board has insisted, as a matter of precaution, at all 
times. 


Thusly, we await the time when MDC can complete its part 
of the inter-connections, upon its furnishing water to the Town 
through the High Pressure Aqueduct now under construction. 
Further conferences between MDC and the Town will deter- 
mine, step by step, the pending questions that await answer, 
such as: Decision upon what properties of this Department the 
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MDC System desires to acquire, and the prices for same; also 
what properties shall remain under the jurisdiction of the 
Town and be operated by it, etc. While data upon which to 
predicate opinions are under way, both in the Board, and at 
MDC, perhaps many future meetings will be required before 
the final decisions come about, when determined by the Special 
Committee, with whom it rests at this moment. 


This Board has been watching the efforts of MDC, in the 
Legislature, to increase the water rates of the MDC System, 
having anticipated that such increase is probably inevitable, 
under pressure both from increases in their operation costs and 
the failure of MDC to so increase their water-taking member 
municipalities as to thereby augment their aggregate income. 


The year has been markedly busy for all divisions of this 
Department. The elimination of dead ends on Corey Hill; 
much new construction, public and private; the replacement of 
distribution mains on the north side of Beacon Street, between 
1120 Beacon Street and Pleasant Street with larger mains for 
better service; the laying of circumferential mains for the con- 
version of certain of our mains from Low Service to High 
Service. All these demands taxed the energies and initiative 
of the personnel to the utmost. It has all been accomplished at 
minimum expense; some on awards to lowest bidders, under 
strict specifications and fully bonded. 


It was found advisable to decline to undertake the reading 
of privately-owned secondary meters for property owners to 
bill their tenants privately, thus eliminating private bookkeep- 
ing and the accident hazard to our meter readers. All such 
property owners were so advised, and all have made their own 
private arrangements for such readings as they may desire, 
thus removing this Department from the delicate position of 
having to act in any way whatever in dealings that are, of 
their nature, personal and private to begin with. 


On March 23rd, PATRICK JOSEPH LEARY, Foreman in 
this Department, died, and the following was ordered in- 
scribed in the records of this Board:

His loyalty to the Department and the sterling 
example which he set to his fellow associates were out- 
standing. 


He exemplified a courageous type of resourceful 
manhood through the trials and tribulations through 
which the Department has passed during his 37 years 
of faithful service. 


It was VOTED: 


That a copy of this testimonial be sent to his 
family and incorporated in the permanent records of 
the Water Board. 


The adoption of the five day week for the labor service, 
effective Sunday, April 3, 1949, has largely been met by inten- 
sification of work schedules, to the end that, usually, only 
emergency over-time exists. The Board has noted, however, 
that there has been an increase of 25% in the number of 
accounts in the last 25 years, and it is scheduling an increase 
of the office staff and of the meter readers so that the steadily 
mounting increase of water accounts may be more readily 
handled. The Board plans to eventually establish continuous 
billing operations whereby bills will be rendered closer to the 
reading dates than is possible by present methods, for each 
quarterly consumption period. This will be undertaken when 
and if the required billing machine is authorized by the 
Town Meeting. 


During the year, warrants for the commitment of water 
rates, extension and maintenance charges were filed with 
Albert P. Briggs, Collector for the Town of Brookline, as 
follows:

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., 
December 31, 1949. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: — | have the pleasure of submitting the seventy- 
fourth annual report of the Superintendent for the year ending 
December 31, 1949. 


A brief summary of the work by the department for the year 
may be found in the following report. 


Supply 
According to our usual procedure the wells were cleaned and 
tested and sections of the canals and ditches in the well field 
were cleaned and dredged in order to permit a free flow of 
water from the Charles River under the Needham Bridge 
through the well field. 


It is now apparent that our local supply will be abandoned 
late next year at which time we will take our full supply from 
the M.D.C., however, it will be necessary for our local supply 
to be maintained to the utmost of its yield. 


During the last seven years the recovery of the ground water 
table to anything approaching normal levels failed, a condition 
prevalent throughout New England. During the Summer the 
ground water table reached such a low elevation that it was 
necessary to set up our 90,000 G.P.H. portable pumping unit 
and flood the large retention basin in the well field with water 
taken from the canal. Before doing so the bottom of the basin 
was dynamited so as to permit a faster downward flow of water 
into the ground. 


This procedure resulted in a substantial improvement so 
that a suction lift of 24 feet could be maintained by the raw 
water pumps. It was noted that a 25-foot suction lift drew air 
into the pumps and interferred with their operation. Often 
during the season, we had a 10-hour summer consumption 
demand rate varying from 12 to 17 million gallons per day, and 
at such times the deficit was necessarily made up with water 
taken from M.D.C. system. 


At this writing, after the long summer drought, there has 
been but slight recovery of the ground water elevations. 

During the year, under a special appropriation, a large 
feeder main was laid from the north side of Beacon Street at 
Corey Road to Fisher Avenue at Buckminster Road where a 
connection is to be made with the 36-inch main of the M.D.C. 
svstem. Thus we will have two separate and distinct connec- 
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tions with two separate M.D.C. supply mains, the other being 
a 30-inch main opposite our low service reservoir in Fisher 
Avenue. The connection at Buckminster Road should be made 
by the M.D.C. shortly. During the construction of this feeder 
main connections were picked up with all of the low service 
mains of our distribution system where it was possible to tie in. 
Substantial relief is expected in the Beacon Street area west of 
Washington Square, where pressures have fluctuated during 
periods of high drafts. 


The construction of this main was performed under con- 
tract by Rosa and Todesco at the bic price of $7,997.00, they 
being the lowest bidders. 


Filters 


Regular maintenance activities have continued at the filtra- 
tion plant and open filters as in the past. No changes in the 
character of our water has been noted as evidenced by a com- 
parison of previous analyses by the State and Town Health 
Departments over the past vears. 


i Pumping Stations 

Maintenance and upkeep at the pumping stations have been 
continued as usual. It was necessary to retube boiler #1 at the 
high service station and to replace 25% of the tubing in the #1 
boiler at the low service station and 50% of the tubing in #4 
boiler, in accordance with recommendations by the Boiler 
inspector. 

New tubing was installed in the feed water heater including 
a rearrangement of the piping and receiver, all of which re- 
sulted in an increased plant efficiency. 


Frequent use was made of the auxiliary pumping station on 
Reservoir Road during the high consumption intervals in the 
high service system. 


The 1949-1950 coal contract for the low service station was 
awarded to the Stetson Coal Company at $11.08 per short 
ton, they being the lowest bidders. 


An automatic oil heating unit was installed at the auxiliary 
pumping station, replacing a space heater which was very 
unsatisfactory and unsafe. 


Reservoirs and Force Mains 


Reservoirs, gauge houses, and grounds have received the 
usual care and attention. Last March the 20-inch force main 
was broken by an excavating machine operating in Hancock 
Village at the Boston Side, pending the repairs of which the 
M.D.C. supply was used.

Distribution 


New service pipe applications have continued to increase 
with many large sizes required for multiple unit buildings, 
such as both Brookline Housing Authority developments, 1440 
Beacon Street, Harvard Avenue, Longwood Avenue, Beacons- 
field Road, etc. Several large connections were made for air 
conditioning units. As reported last year, if these multiple 
unit developments become general, it will be necessary for the 
installation of larger distribution and feeder mains. This 
situation is under careful scrutiny. 


During the last two years (including Hancock Village) 
approximately 1,200 families have been or are being added by 
new construction. 


The 8-inch fire line to the high school group was relaid to a 
new location because of the construction of the new north 
wing. 

Advantage was taken of the construction work in the north 
side of Beacon Street between #1120 and Pleasant Street to 
relay and replace the distribution mains with larger pipe thus 
reinforcing the distribution area north of Beacon Street from 
Harvard Street to the Boston line. During the process of deep 
excavation work at St. Paul Street it was found that the 10- 
inch cross-over had settled nearly 4 feet from its original grade 
and was decidedly unsafe for further use due to the unstable 
bottom. This main was therefore cut off at the north and south 
lateral mains in Beacon Street. For the near future no ill 
effects should result from this severance because there are 
already 7 cross-over mains between Harvard and St. Mary’s 
Street. In 1950 it is proposed to extend the 12-inch feeder 
main in Alton Place to Beacon Street at St. Paul Street, the 
result of which should enhance the pressures in the Longwood 
area. 


At the request of the Fire Department and property owners 
an 8-inch main was laid in Harvard Court replacing a 1-inch 
pipe laid part way. A hydrant was set near the end. 


Completion of the circumferential mains on Corey Hill was 
accomplished by laying an 8-inch main from City View Road 
through private land to Westbourne Terrace. Thus, all dead 
ends in the Corey Hill area have been eliminated and Corey 
Hill is now adequately provided for, especially on completion 
of 10 and 8-inch feeder mains laid up from Beacon Street to the 
end of Westbourne Terrace. Last year Westbourne Terrace 
was converted from low service to high service, and this year 
Washington Street from Evans Road to the Brighton line, 
Bartlett Street, and Bartlett Crescent were likewise conver ted 
after a feeder main had been laid in Bartlett Street from West- 
bourne Terrace to the West side of Washington Street. This 
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work will eliminate many complaints of poor pressure which 
have come from that area. The trenching and the hauling 
work on these feeder mains was ably performed by Pacella 
Brothers, lowest bidders, at the bid price of $4,721.00. 


A new 8-inch main was laid into the Brookline Housing 
Authority development at Chestnut Street and High Street to 
provide for fire protection and domestic service. 


New 8-inch mains were also laid in Belmont and Reservoir 
Roads, both off Heath Street, where new houses were nearing 
completion. 

Twelve new hydrants were set at various locations where the 
complexion of the districts had so changed as to require addi- 
tional fire protection. 


One hundred and thirty-two new services were laid during 
the year, an increase of 20% over last year. Resurfacing work 
done by the Highway Department necessitated considerable 
relaying of old services, resetting gate boxes and wrench tubes. 
The erratic nature of this work upset our planned schedules 
and caused delays in our work. 


A period of extended drought lasting for 78 days brought 
10 hour sustained consumption demands up to 17 million 
gallons per day on several occasions. As early as June 21st and 
25th it was necessary for us to lend aid to the Newton Water 
Department through a hydrant to hydrant connection at 
Newton Street to reinforce the Oak Hill Section where low 
pressure prevailed. 


On July 28th, on being informed of a break in the 60-inch 
M.D.C. supply main in Washington Street, Newton, the 
Water Board sent out emergency notices by way of radio, 
press, police department, and our employees, restricting the 
use of water against the filling of swimming pools, watering 
grounds and gardens, and any other non-essential uses. At that 
time we were running consumption demands varying from 12 
to 17 million gallons per day and depending largely on the 
M.D.C. supply to meet our demands. It is interesting to note 
that, shortly after the restrictions were placed, the consump- 
tion dropped to approximately 7 million gallons per day. The 
restrictions were removed on August Ist. 


Our usual leak inspection work was continued at periodic 
intervals, the results of which, together with inspection for 
leaks in buildings and the investigation of large service bills, 
have contributed no end toward holding down our per capita 
consumption rate. 


The annual contract for cast iron pipe and special castings 
was awarded to the Warren Foundry and Pipe Corporation, 


lowest bidders, at $102.00 per ton for the pipe and $240.00 per 
ton for the special castings. 
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Shops 
Meter Shop 
Testing and repairing of meters has been conducted here very 
satisfactorily and all meters for which replacement parts were 
not obtainable because of obsolescence, were junked, while 
tested and repaired meters were shelved for future use. 


Service Shop 

Emergency men are on duty here continuously to answer 
shut-off calls, attend to broken hydrants and leaks until 
regular crews are assigned to the work. At this shop the rolling 
stock is repaired, serviced and painted; auto equipment, small 
stock stored; pipe nipples cut and threaded; welding repairs 
made; and a carpenter shop maintained. 

The shops have received the usual care and attention and 
most of the walls and ceilings were cleaned and painted. 

Heating units were overhauled and serviced for the winter. 

Next year it will be necessary to replace the balance of the 
wooden sashes and frames at the service shop with steel units. 

During the winter it is planned to remedy the flooding of the 
service shop basement which has occurred during heavy rain- 
fall periods. , 


Pipe Shop 

In addition to the storage of crane trucks, air compressors, 
pumps, gate valves, blocking, and hydrant parts, service pipes 
are stored after they have been plugged, reamed, and lined 
with natural cement by our personnel. 


General 

Because of the increasing amount of street work it will be 
necessary to purchase another 105 cubic foot air compressor 
and thus prevent the many delays in street work which we 
experienced this year due to insufficient equipment. 


PATRICK J. LEARY 


Last March death took one of our most able foremen who 
had recently been retired by a law governing age limits. 
Patrick was a foreman of the old school. Untiringly efficient, 
resourceful, and a noble example to the men under him. He 
had been with the department for 37 years, during which time 
he saw and participated in the many changes through which 
the Town passed during its expansion.

Gentlemen: — The following is the report of the Assistant 
Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 1949. 


As part of the report there follows statistics relative to the 
distribution system, and consumption of water for the year. 
These data and statistics are in the form recommended by the 
New England Water Works Association to facilitate uniform 
reporting and comparison of different water works systems. 


As noted elsewhere the rainfall for 1949 was 34.05 inches or 
9 inches below normal, which shows that we are still in the dry 
cycle which started in 1939 and which has resulted in a cumula- 
tive deficiency from 1939 to 1949 both inclusive of 54.67 
inches. 


In spite of this, due to careful supervision and maintenance 
of sources of supply we pumped more water than last year and 
burned less coal due to the changes in the boiler feed water 
system. | 


This year an agreement was made with the Park Depart- 
ment whereby they were to take care of all the grounds be- 
longing to the Water Department and the Water Department 
was to maintain the extensive watering system at the Munici- 
pal Golf Course and at other locations, which agreement has 
worked out to the advantage of both departments. 


Studies are being made as time permits of unit costs for all 
operating phases of departmental work, with a view toward 
more economical operation. 

The writer was again re-appointed Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the N. E. W. W. A. at the annual meeting in

Gentlemen: — | hereby submit the Chief Engineer’s annual 
report of the Low Service Pumping Station for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1949. 


Rainfall 


The rainfall as recorded at this station was far below the 
average for this district, the total precipitation was 34.05 
inches, the maximum monthly fall was in August, 6.01 inches 
and the minimum fall was in June, 0.89 inches. 


Engines 

Number 3 and 4 pumping engines are in very good order and 
the work of supplying water from the filter plant to the dis- 
tributing reservoir was almost equally divided. No. 3 engine 
operating a total of 3,893 hours and No. 4 operating a total of 
4.867 hours. 

The Uniflow engines, used in supplying the water from the 
well system to the filters are in good order and received the 
usual care and maintenance. All other auxiliary apparatus, 
including coal handling equipment, are in good order. 


Boilers 


The following repairs have had to be effected on the boilers 
this year. No. 1 boiler 18 new tubes were installed and in No. 4 
34 new tubes. All boilers had to have the old bronze bushings 
removed and the new type steel bushings electrically welded in 
to the front heads to conform to the new rules of the Boiler 
Code. The boilers have been subjected to a very rigid inspec- 
tion by the State Boiler Inspector and Insurance Company. 

The boiler feed system was remodeled, and resulted in less 
scale formation, a saving in fuel, and conserving of heat of the 
condensate formerly wasted. 

Pumping records are hereto appended.

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HEATING AND LIGHTING PLANT 


Report of the Selectmen’s Agent 


December 31, 1949. 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
Selectmen’s Agent for the year ending December 31, 1949. 


The close of the year found the plant in a very satisfactory 
condition following the completion of a five-year program or 
replacing defective and inefficient equipment. Periodic in- 
spections of stack temperatures disclosed gratifying minimum 
readings, the results of which should make for lower fuel 
consumption. 


All practical plant economies have been effected such as: 
complete insulation of the steam lines; damper control; return 
of condensates; repairs to faulty fixtures in the bath house, 
laundry, and gymnasium against unnecessary heat losses; and 
the preventive treatment of boiler water against scale forming 
agents. 


Blow down pipes to boilers 1—2—5 were wenn repairs to 
boiler #3 settings were completed ; a new steam separator to 
the Westinghouse engine generating unit installed, replacing 
one which was too small; new valves were placed in the water 
end of #1 pump; and three new five-inch valves were cut in on 
the steam lines. 


The walls and ceilings of the engine room and boiler rooms 
were washed and painted. 


On November 22nd drying out heat was furnished to the 
new North wing of the High School, the effect of which re- 
quired the operation of an additional boiler from time to time.

Gentlemen: — Brookline Housing Authority submits this 
report of its activities, receipts and expenditures for the period 
ending December 31, 1949, pursuant to the provisions of 
section 26 U of the Housing Authority Law. 


On June 22, 1948, following the determination by the Town 
Meeting of the need of a housing authority in Brookline, the 
Board of Selectmen appointed Grafton Fay, George F. Glacy, 
Frank D. Harrington and Benjamin A. Trustman as members 
to serve until the qualification of their successors at the next 
annual town meeting. On June 28, 1948, the Chairman of the 
State Housing Board appointed Theresa J. Morse for a three- 
year term; and on July 9, 1948; the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth issued to the Authority its certificate of organization 
and the Authority held its organizational meeting, electing 
Mr. Trustman, Chairman; Mr. Harrington, Vice-Chairman; 
Mr. Glacy, Treasurer; Mr. Fay, Secretary; and Mrs. Morse, 
Assistant Secretary. 

At the first annual meeting of the Authority held on January 
12, 1949, the members re-elected the same officers chosen at 
the organizational meeting. On March 8, 1949, at the annual 
town election, the following members were elected for the fol- 
lowing respective terms: A. Davis Baker, five years; Benjamin 
A. Trustman, four years; Edward F. Collins, two years and 
Francis M. Cahill, one year. On April 25, 1949, the Board of 
Selectmen made charges of misconduct, neglect of duty and 
inefficiency against Messrs. Collins and Cahill and temporarily 
suspended them from membership; and on June 15, 1949, after 
extensive public hearings, the Board of Selectmen (one member 
dissenting) entered orders sustaining charges and removing 
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Messrs. Collins and Cahill from membership. Petitions for 
certiorari subsequently brought by Messrs. Collins and Cahill 
against the Selectmen were dismissed by Mr. Justice Baker of 
the Superior Court. A petition for mandamus brought by Mr. 
Baker against Mr. Trustman and the Authority, seeking a 
determination of the chairmanship of the Authority was dis- 
missed by Mr. Justice O’Connell of the Superior Court who 
determined Mr. Trustman to be Chairman. A petition for 
declaratory judgment brought by four persons against the 
Authority and others alleging that Mr. Baker was Chairman, 
that the contract between the Authority and Mr. Weinstein 
was of no effect and that the contract between the Authority 
and M. Spinelli and Sons Co., Inc., was not properly awarded, 
was dismissed by Mr. Justice Donahue of the Superior Court 
after he sustained demurrers. 


On August 5, 1948, the Authority submitted to the State 
Housing Board statistics showing the housing need in the 
Town and, following the tentative approval of the State Hous- 
ing Board of approximately 270 dwelling units for Brookline, 
the Authority on October 1, 1948 submitted application for 
state financial assistance for two projects: (1) 183 units at 
Chestnut and High Streets and (2) 114 units at Egmont, St. 
Paul, Dummer and Pleasant Streets, plans in each case comply- 
ing with the Town Building Code and Zoning By-Laws. The 
Commonwealth thereupon entered into a contract for financial 
assistance to the Authority for the foregoing two projects at a 
total maximum cost of $4,162,000. 


The Authority selected Isidor Richmond and Carney Gold- 
berg as architects (and approved the following collaborating 
engineers: Hubbard, Lawless and Blakely, mechanical engi- 
neers; John Harty, structural engineer and Olmstead Brothers, 
landscape architects and site engineers), Lewis H. Weinstein as 
counsel, Roger Tyler as title counsel and John C. Kiley as 
appraiser for these two projects. The following persons have 
been employed by the Authority: Raymond A. Wellman as 
clerk-accountant from January 10, 1949 to February 12, 1949; 
Roy A. McKinnon, clerk-accountant from February 14, 1949; 
Frank J. O’Hearn and John H. Emerson as clerks of works; 
Maude A. MacNaught as tenant investigator supervisor; 
Helen R. Thompson as stenographer-typist and Mary A. 
Donnelly, Francis J. Hannigan, Jr., James P. O’Brien, Rachel 
M. Schroeder, Dolores M. Spiro, and Richard F. Woodhouse, 
Jr., as investigators. 


On December 31, 1948, after having obtained options for the 
greatest portion of the areas, the Authority made a taking by 
eminent domain of the two project sites. All owners of prop- 
erty taken by eminent domain by the Authority for project 
sites, (except two who brought land damage suits in the 
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Superior Court) entered into voluntary agreements for pay- 
ment, with the approval of the State Housing Board. In one 
of the two land damage suits, for the taking of a 15-room house, 
a shed, 68,886 square feet of land and a right of way over 5,000 
square feet of land, the petitioner’s evidence of fair market 
value was $35,000 and $30,500; and the testimony by John C. 
Kiley and F. Paul. Morgan for the Authority was $13,500 and 
$14,000, respectively. The jury awarded $19,380 plus $629.85 
statutory interest, or a total of $20,009.85. In the other suit, 
for the taking of two four-family houses; one three-family 
house, one single-family house, various sheds and 70,961 square 
feet of land, after the jury had taken its view and the trial 
commenced, a settlement in the sum of $46,375 plus statutory 
interest of $1,625, or a total of $48,000 was effected, with the 
approval of the State Housing Board which had appraised the 
property at $45,600. 

On May 3, 1949, the Authority awarded a contract for the 
construction of the Egmont Street project consisting of 114 
units to M. Spinelli and Sons Co., Inc., lowest of 17 bidders, for 
$1,098 434.25 (a reduction from the bid of $1,107,000 by reason 
of the substitution of one lower sub-bidder and waiver by the 
contractor of performance bonds from certain sub-bidders). 
As of December 31, 1949, the Egmont Street project is approx- 
imately 80% completed. 


The construction of the Chestnut Street project was delayed 
by the difficulty in finding homes for occupants of buildings on 
the site and the Authority was ultimately compelled to defer 
demolition of three buildings, housing nine families, and defer 
construction of one new building providing for 30 apartments. 
On October 4, 1949, the Authority awarded a contract for the 
construction of the Chestnut Street project consisting of 153 
units to John Bowen Co., lowest of 8 bidders, for $1,393,264 
(a reduction from the bid of $1,396,100 by reason of the waiver 
by the contractor of performance bonds from sub-contrac- 
tors). As of December 31, 1949, the Chestnut Street project is 
approximately 30% completed. 


The Authority has issued three series of temporary notes, in 
each case after public advertisement. The first series for $450,- 
000 was purchased by the Second National Bank of Boston at 
an annual interest rate of 0.774%, the notes being dated 
December 22, 1948 and having matured June 22, 1949. The 
second series for $1,000,000 was purchased by Lehman Bros. 
at an annual interest rate of 0.86%, the notes being dated 
May 16, 1949 and payable May 16, 1950, and part of the pro- 
ceeds was used to pay the first series notes. Of the third series 
totaling $2,000,000, Bankers Trust Company of New York 
purchased $300,000 at 0.70% and Chase National Bank pur- 
chased $1,700,000 at 0.719%, the notes being dated November 
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7, 1949 and payable November 7, 1950. Excess funds of the 
Authority have been invested in short term U. S. Treasury 
Bills, in each case yielding more than the interest paid by the 
Authority on its temporary notes. 

In connection with its purchases of insurance: fire and ex- 
tended coverage, public hability and fidelity position bonds, — 
and of refrigerators and window shades, the Authority made 
awards in each case to the lowest bidder after public invita- 
tions. Similarly, after public bidding, the Authority awarded a 
contract for washing machine service to the bidder offering the 
highest (i.e., the most favorable) percentage payment to the 
Authority of gross receipts. 

Acting in accordance with the recommendations of the State 
Housing Board, the Authority established rent schedules pro- 
viding for an average monthly shelter rent of $38.62, with addi- 
tional charges for heat of $5 a month for one bedroom units, 
$6.50 a month for two bedroom units and $8 a month for three 
bedroom units; rent-income ratios of 18.5% for families with 
less than three minor dependents, and of 14% for families 
with three or more minor dependents, and income limits for 
admission of $3,250 a year and of continuing occupancy of 
$3,750 a year for families with less than three minor depend- 
ents and income limits for admission of $3,500 a year and of 
continuing occupancy of $4,000 a year for families with three 
or more dependents. The foregoing schedules, ratios and in- 
come limits are subject to change from time to time by the 
Authority, with the approval of the State Housing Board. 

The Authority has received and screened 1,310 tenancy 
applications for both projects. As of December 31, 1949, the 
Authority was in the process of selecting tenants to fill the 
apartments in both projects as soon as they should become 
available. 

In connection with the establishment of tenant selection 
policies, the Authority sought the advice of a tenant selection 
advisory committee which it established, consisting of the 
following members:

The year 1949 saw the end of more than 15 years of effort 
to have the High School plant completed by the addition of a 
North Wing, which will provide four large gymnasiums, two 
exercise rooms, locker rooms, music rooms, science rooms, and 
rooms for extracurricular activities. When the Town Meeting 
appropriated $1,120,000 to build this final addition, the School 
Committee felt that the citizens generally had been convinced 
of the reality and the urgency of the need, and had agreed that 
there was nothing to be gained by further delay. 


The Building Commission, with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen and of the School Committee, awarded the building 
contract to John Capobianco, the lowest bidder; and on April 
12 ground was broken at a brief ceremony in which members 
of the Building Commission, Board of Selectmen, and School 
Committee, school and town officials, citizens whose efforts 
had aided greatly in securing the appropriation, the press, and 
faculty and students of the High School happily participated. 
Since that time construction has proceeded according to 
schedule, and even ahead of schedule at times; and it is ex- 
pected that the building will be ready for occupancy by the 
opening of the next school year. 

At the 1950 Annual Town Meeting the School Committee 
hopes an appropriation of $65,000 will be made to cover the 
cost of furnishings and equipment, a detailed account of which 
is available for the information of the Advisory Committee and 
the Town Meeting. 


The Edith C. Baker School 


At the regular Town Meeting in March and at a special 
Town Meeting in June, the School Committee urged that 
$22,000 be appropriated to make possible the preparation of 
working drawings and specifications for additional school 
building accommodations in the Edith C. Baker School 
district. 

The Committee informed the Town Meeting, and supplied 
statistical information to justify its belief, that the present 
overcrowding at the Baker School, the increase in new homes, 
the number of preschool children, the recent high birth rates, 
the practicability of constructing additional facilities at the 
Baker School, and the unavailability of adequate facilities 
elsewhere all indicated that there was an imminent need for 
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additional facilities at the Baker School. The Committee 
stated, in addition, that it would be unwise to believe that con- 
struction of the addition coufd be delayed beyond the spring 
and summer of 1950. 

The Town Meeting in June made available the needed 
$22,000. The Building Commission (with the approval of the 
School Committee and the Board of Selectmen) appointed 
Kilham, Hopkins, Greeley & Brodie to be the architects, and 
in December approved the preliminary plans and directed the 
preparation of final plans and specifications. At the coming 
Town Meeting in March request will be made for an appropria- 
tion of $478,500 for the building and $17,000 for furniture and 
furnishings. Bids for the construction of the addition will be 
requested before the Town Meeting so that the exact amount 
needed will be known to the Advisory Committee in time for it 
to make its recommendation, 


Increase in Retirement Allowance 


During the past year the State Legislature enacted, and the 
Governor signed, a bill increasing from $750 to $1,200 the 
maximum pension which may be paid to a retiring teacher who 
is not a member of the State Retirement System. While only a 
few of Brookline’s teachers are affected by this legislation, the 
School Committee rejoices in the justice now done to these few 
in providing for them a pension which, though small, is much 
less inadequate than the earlier allowance of $750. The pas- 
sage of this legislation was secured, not by the efforts of the 
School Committee alone, but with the effective assistance of the 
Board of Selectmen, members of the Legislature, and the 
Brookline Teachers Club. 


Two Brookline teachers, previously retired, now enjoy the 
benefits of this new law, and seven others will profit by it 
eventually. 

Long-term Plans 

The School Committee has now completed the installation 
of fire alarms and sprinkler systems in the schools. This was 
begun in 1937 and except as interrupted by war-time condi- 
tions was continued with the addition of one or two schools a 
year. 

' The replacement of out-of-date and inefficient furniture and 
lighting systems has been taking place gradually, and will be 
continued until our classrooms are well lighted and well 
equipped. 

During the next few years the heating plants in all the 
schools should be modernized and some fuel other than coal 
should probably be employed to provide dependable and rea- 
sonably automatic heating. Oijl is the logical fuel to use, but 
the possibility of using natural gas will be studied. 
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The steps leading to the Lincoln School need to be replaced, 
and drainage conditions around the school improved. The 
Town’s Engineering Department estimates the cost at about 
$20,000. An appropriation is being requested for this purpose. 

The Committee has under consideration the possible need for 
increased accommodations in the vicinity of the Devotion 
School, and in other parts of the Town. The study of popwa- 
tion trends which forms an important part of the Souder- 
Moulton report, “Schools for Brookline Children,” (1948) will 
be brought up to date, and appropriate recommendations for 
the care and education of our children will be presented. 

The need for gymnasium facilities at the Pierce School and 
play areas for the Lincoln and Driscoll Schools is still promi- 
nent on the School Committee’s agenda, and will be met as 
soon as a satisfactory way can be found. 


A Forty-hour Week 


In 1948 the State Legislature enacted into law a provision 
for a forty-hour week for certain public employees, provided 
acceptance was forthcoming from the local legislative au- 
thority. Brookline in 1949 accepted the provisions of this new 
law, but exempted certain groups, including junior and senior 
building custodians and janitresses. [Inasmuch as the accept- 
ance of the law would eliminate overtime work (except in 
emergencies) and would thereby create an undesirable situa- 
tion from the point of view both of the School Committee and 
the employees, it was thought best to set up voluntarily a 
forty-hour week for custodians and janitresses so that the 
employees might have the benefit of a modern work day, and 
still be available, when needed, for extra work resulting from 
the use of buildings by adult classes, Recreation Department 
groups, and organizations using the buildings for entertain- 
ments or educational activities. This new arrangement begins 
on January 1, 1950. 


Employees of School Lunchrooms 


For many years there have been differences of opinion 
throughout the Commonwealth concerning the interpretation 
of the law authorizing School Committees ‘“‘to prepare and sell 
lunches.’’ These differences have related to whether receipts 
from the lunchrooms should be paid into the Town Treasury 
or might be held in and used from a revolving fund under the 
direction of the School Committee. Since the latter procedure 
is followed in Brookline, the question was raised in a recent 
Town Meeting as to the retirement status of lunchroom em- 
ployees, who years ago had been declared by the Town Coun- 
sel to be eligible for membership in the local retirement 
system. 
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This matter the Town Meeting referred to the Board of 
Selectmen for appropriate action, and after consultation with 
the School Committee, the Town Counsel appointed Arthur J. 
Santry, Esq., to act as the School Committee’s counsel in this 
matter. Asa result, a bill signed by all the Selectmen and the 
Chairman of the School Committee (on behalf of the Com- 
mittee) has been presented to the 1950 Legislature to assure 
the status of our lunchroom employees as eligible for retire- 
ment benefits. 


Organization 


George E. Hills, a member of the School Committee from 
1934 to 1949 and its Chairman from December, 1936 to March, 
1940 and from May, 1942 to March, 1949, and Arthur W. 
Brannen, a member of the School Committee since 1943 and 
Chairman of its Subcommittee on Buildings since 1945, were 
not candidates for re-election. 


On February 21, the School Committee, in recognition of 
Mr. Hills’ meritorius service, presented to him an engrossed 
testimonial stating that he has merited abundantly the heart- 
felt thanks of the people of Brookline whose children he has 
served unselfishly and zealously, and of the teaching and 
administrative staff of the schools. 


At the Annual Town Election, Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski was 
re-elected and Sturtevant Burr and Joseph Silvano were 


elected to succeed Mr. Brannen and Mr. Hills. They will serve 
until 1952. 


At its organizational meeting in March, the School Com- 
mittee elected George V. Brown, Jr., as Chairman and Helen 
V. O’Brien as Secretary. The usual Subcommittees, with the 
exception of the Subcommittee on Veterans Affairs, which was 
discontinued, were appointed. 

In June, Mrs. Sylvia K. Burack was appointed by a joint 
conference of the Board of Selectmen and the School Com- 
mittee to fill the vacancy which resulted from the resignation 
of Mrs. Marian U. Terry, a member since 1945.

The Budget 


Our total increase for 1950 is only 3.2% more than the 
Budget for 1949 in spite of an increase of 150 pupils in the 
elementary schools, the adoption of a 40-hour-a-week working 
schedule for all custodians and janitresses, and increased costs 
for pension allowances, telephone, and other services. Reports 
from comparable communities has indicated that their budgets 
will be from 6 to 15° above the previous year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1949 


People and Education 


One cannot report faithfully concerning the state of public 
education without giving a large share of attention to the 
people who determine its quality. People are always more 
important than things, and nowhere is this more true than in 
the realm of public affairs in general, and the field of education 
in particular. And people’s motives and ideals have a far 
greater effect on the welfare of our country than does the size 
of their material possessions, notwithstanding a _ prevalent 
conviction that our vast natural resources and our inventive 
genius will protect us against all potential enemies, even 
against the world. 


It is, therefore, a duty incumbent upon all of us to insist, 
while there is still time to insist, that the chief objective of 
education must be worthy citizenship, in which is encom- 
passed honesty, industry, and an active, unselfish interest in 
one’s fellow men. This is also a chief objective of religion, it 
will be said, and of the home, and I agree, with the additional 
observation that in this most important area of human ac- 
tivity religion, home and school must work together. 


I believe it is the desire of the people of Brookline, of their 
elected representatives on the School Committee, and of the 
members of the teaching. staff that the product for which all 
should work ought to be loyal, intelligent citizens of outstand- 
ing character, who, like Henry Clay, would rather be right 
than President. I trust that the remaining part of this report, 
dealing largely with recent changes in educational practices, 
will be read with our chief objective constantly in mind. 


More Adults in School 


Nearly every year | have an opportunity to report that there 
are more adults in school. And every time [ make that report 
| am reminded that the thought that schools are for children 
only is an obsolete idea. Schools are for all who are willing to 
learn, and it is a sign of our perennial youth as a people that 
steadily increasing numbers of men and women flock to our 
school buildings four evenings a week, and to a limited extent 
during the day. The reduction in the length of the work-week 
has made more time available for study, but nothing less than 
a genuine eagerness for knowledge and skills could fill our 
classrooms as they have been filled since the close of World 
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War Il. Ten years ago 500 students attended our evening 
schools for 20 weeks; now 2,000 attend for 30 weeks. 

The requirements of our Adult School have necessitated the 
appointment of a Director of Adult Education, who devotes 
most of his time throughout the year to this work. Our 
Director is Wendell F. Smith, a member of the High School 
faculty, whose experience in adult education has been exten- 
sive and who has recently been Coordinator of the General 
Education Division, a responsibility which he continues to 
hold. He is assisted by Paul H. Beauchemin in charge of the 
Industrial Arts Division and of Distributive Education, by 
Jane Berriman in charge of Business Education, and by Mar- 
guerite A. Hill in charge of Home Arts and Arts and Crafts. 


It is our constant care to note what kinds of people are 
attracted to our Adult School and what subjects they study. 
This year, as usual, we have, in addition to what might be 
called our regular clientele, a Chinese mother and married 
daughter who wish to speak English, a veteran who is prepar- 
ing for college entrance tests, a housewife who — now that her 
children have grown up — wishes to do something useful with 
her leisure time, and a lecturer who seeks to improve his diction 
and poise on the speaking platform. In addition we have a 
doctor who in our cabinet shop finds relief from his arduous 
professional tasks, a technician interested in the latest methods 
in the electrical field, a secretary seeking advancement through 
increasing her speed in dictation and typing, and numerous 
people who never knew they had artistic ability until they 
tried their skill in painting and clay modeling. One of our 
most distinguished students is Turkey’s Minister of Public 
Health, who comes with his assistant twice a week to study 
English and our American way of life. What a precious re- 
sponsibility we have to teach such people in the public schools 
of Brookline! 


A New Emphasis on Art Education 


It would be altogether erroneous to assume that the purpose 
of art education in the schools is to create artists or to improve 
the skills of any who may be discovered to have unusual apti- 
tude in this field. Doubtless potential artists are discovered 
and encouraged, but it is art for everybody which concerns us 
most. Art is one of Life’s great realities, and it would be tragic 
indeed to have our young people grow up completely unaware 
of it. The generally well-educated person with little or no 
talent in artistic expression has, nevertheless, the great mu- 
‘seums which house the works of the masters, the statues in 
public places commemorating great persons, events or beliets, 
and he has innumerable opportunities to enjoy art in nature 
and in architecture — if he knows how. Unfortunately he 
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usually doesn’t, and it is a valid criticism of our past attempts 
at art education that we have accomplished so little with so 
few. 

With the coming of Priscilla B. Peckham from the public 
schools of Portland, Maine, to direct our art education we 
expect rapid advancement in the understanding ‘and enjoy- 
ment of art, objectives toward which our recently retired 
Director, Marion W. Parker, so unceasingly and successfully 
strove. 


The child’s art experiences begin in the kindergarten, unless 
he is fortunate enough to have had some before he entered 
school. At first he paints solely for the pleasure of putting 
colors on the paper. Toward the end of the year he is expected 
to make things that take on meaning. These are in the form 
of symbols, which adults will recognize, in one instance, as the 
ever-present circle for the sun in a strip of blue sky at the top 
of the child’s paper. The use of these symbols in an organized 
way is one evidence of the child’s readiness for the experiences 
of the first grade. 


In the primary grades the pupil continues to explore art 
materials, to use more symbols, and to show an increasing 
amount of planning and organization in his work. At this age 
the child draws from his experience and knowledge and not 
from sight. In the intermediate and upper grades boys and 
girls emerge into a period of realism: they see themselves in 
relation to the world around them. Increased sensitivity to 
color, form, line and texture is now noticeable, and critical 
judgment may be developed. The student puts more time and 
effort into his work, and the results are increasingly satisfying. 
Growth and development are achieved at these levels by a 
well-rounded program including many _ three-dimensional 
experiences in crafts, sculpture and construction as well as the 
customary two-dimensional work of drawing and painting. 
It is now time to make students aware of the art in the world 
around them through trips to the museums and current exhibi- 
tions. Less accessible material may be brought to the classes 
through the medium of color slides, which can be shown in the 
classroom with the use of a portable projector and screen. 


If the parent is aware of these steps in the learning process 
in the field of art, he will almost certainly contribute to his 
child’s art education by questions and comments, showing 
thereby not only interest but understanding of the child’s 
work. 

In the High School one of the excellent cohesive forces is the 
curricular and extracurricular work of the Art Department. 
Its activities have become so all-inclusive that specific and 
detailed scheduling has been necessary to facilitate the com- 
pletion of all the work it is called upon to do. Responsibility 
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for all school displays and for stage sets at Christmas, Thanks- 
giving, and Memorial Day rests with this Department. All 
layouts for programs are planned in its laboratories: Arm 
bands, badges, signs, and other special art needs receive its 
attention. 


The Art Department has worked with others on murals for 
several rooms. Art teachers have counseled and assisted with 
layouts and cartoons for the Murivian. They have served as 
advisers to the workshop groups of the Girls’ League, which 
constructed posters, signs, and three-dimensional units for 
advertising. They have helped also in special art work for 
parties, teas, and dances. 


As advisers to club groups, the art instructors have served 
with the Art Workshop caring for stage sets, back drops, and 
the construction of properties and related activities for High 
School plays. Field trips have been planned, and lectures, 
demonstrations, motion pictures, and exhibits have formed.a 
part of the total activity. Together the instructors have en- 
couraged the showing of traveling exhibitions, interschool 
exhibit exchanges, and participation in regional and state art 
contests. Some students have received national recognition 
for their efforts. 


Community projects in 1949 included extensive contribu- 
tions to the Red Cross in the form of hundreds of table mats, 
menus, book markers, ABC books, and contributions to the 
International School Art Program. Students volunteered their 
services to make gay wrappings for gifts later presented to 
charitable organizations. All the art work necessary for the 
Teachers Club, special tributes to retired teachers, book- 
plates, and program covers was accomplished in the High 
School Art Department. The Adult Education Program had 
all signs, posters, and notices constructed here. 


Special assignments from the Headmaster in which the Art 
Department participated included proposed designs for a war 
memorial; lettering for the Guidance Department; construc- 
tion of the annual faculty Christmas card; construction of 
models for the redesigning of special rooms; and layouts for 
pamphlets, including particularly that entitled, ‘‘Complete 
the High School Now,” used to inform the public of the need 
for the North Wing, which is now in construction. 


Advances in Music 
There is always forward-looking activity in our program of 
music. This year the new venture is in home music. A Sep- 
tember inquiry among children in the upper elementary grades 
revealed that there is relatively very little singing or playing by 
parents and children together in Brookline homes. It also led 
to discovery of some beautiful examples of this, one of the best 
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of all resources for full, happy living at home, for preserving 
and developing the ideal relationship between parent and 
child, and for nurturing the child’s interest in music and kin- 
dred good things. So an Evening of Home Music was arranged 
to be held in December in the Charles H. Taylor Auditorium 
in the Edward Devotion School. There, in a home-like setting 
created for the occasion, ten family groups were the special 
participants, and about 200 parents and children joined in 
homelike singing now and then. As a result we have heard 
rumors of several parents refurbishing long-neglected skills in 
playing, and of some wanting to begin taking lessons to play. 
And the Parent-Teacher Associations of that School and of the 
Michael Driscoll School have asked to have another such 
evening program at their schools soon. 


To the many citizens who have heard our High School 
Band, now comprised of 73 players, at football games, Class 
Day Exercises, the Spring Concert or elsewhere, its continued 
growth in musical scope and quality as well as size must be 
very evident. The High School Orchestra has not yet grown 
in size as much as has the Band, but its quality has been much 
improved. Throughout the nation, if not the world, there has 
been a sad dearth of interest in study of the orchestral string 
instruments which has caused many a school system to give up 
trying to develop a high school orchestra worthy of the name. 
Because of the availability of Town-owned 34- and Y%-size 
violins and cellos and free class instruction in them in the 
fourth and fifth grades, begun in 1947 and now being taken 
advantage of by 147 children, we are making a large effort to 
enable as many Brookline boys and girls as possible to be 
ready to play fine music in an orchestra of symphonic propor- 
tions by the time they reach the High School. The first harvest 
there from these beginnings in the lower grades cannot be 
expected until 1951. In the meantime, good effects from them 
are being realized in the moderate but sure growth of our 
elementary school orchestras. 


The number of students enlisted in choral groups in the 
High School has again increased, as has the number of as- 
sembly programs in which some or all of them have performed, 
with some general singing by the entire student audience. In 
the spring a chorus, a vocal ensemble, the High School Band, 
the All-Elementary School Band, a brass choir, a woodwind 
ensemble, a string quartet, and twelve soloists did our schools 
credit in the Southeastern Massachusetts School Music Festi- 
val held at New Bedford. 


Of Adult School groups the Orchestra, known as the Brook- 
line Community Orchestra, gave three concerts for adults, one 
with a piano soloist chosen through a competition open only 
to the Town’s own young artists, and one with a choir of a 
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hundred of our elementary school children. It gave also a 
concert for children. The classes in music appreciation and in 
opera appreciation have increased in size. The chorus grew 
somewhat at the beginning of the school year in September and 
performed at two of the Adult School closing exercises, but it 
is not nearly so large as its loyal small membership deserves 
to have it. 


The Brookline Music School, with an enrolment of 92 pupils 
in piano and 103 in band and orchestral instruments at the 
close of the year, gave two concerts and several Wednesday 
afternoon musicals during the year. This School has been 
affiliated with the Public Schools since it was founded in 1923; 
and the presiding officer of its Governing Board, Mrs. Ann C. 
Hoague, a member of the School Committee from 1922 to 
1925, has given unlimited devotion and outstanding leadership 
to the cause. Mrs. Hoague has now found it necessary to retire 
from this position and has been succeeded by Mrs. Florence P. 
Peabody, a member of the School Committee, as temporary 
Chairman. 


Learning to Read 


Learning to read is an exciting experience, according to the 
report of our faculty Committee on Reading, of which Robert 
J. Newbury, Principal of the Baker School, is Chairman. It 
opens many new avenues of interest to the eager, inquisitive 
child. To create a love for reading is one of the most important 
objectives in our elementary schools. Many children come to 
school with a great desire to know how to read, some come to 
us with no knowledge whatever of the satisfactions that come 
from books, and a relatively small number of children have no 
interest in reading at all. 


Before a child can learn to read, we must be sure that he is 
ready to read. During recent years much emphasis has been 
placed on reading readiness in the kindergarten and grade one. 
The tendency is to prolong this period in order that we may 
build a good foundation for the work to follow. In this pre- 
reading period we arouse interest in reading by: telling stories, 
reading picture books, nursery rhymes, and poems, acquiring 
meanings of words, forming desirable habits by following 
directions, noticing likenesses and differences in pictures, and 
listening to develop auditory perception. Considerable time is 
spent in the pre-reading period using the words in oral language 
activities to build up an oral vocabulary made up of words that 
the child is going to learn in the beginning of reading. If the 
child recognizes the sounds and meanings of words, the only 
new element that he will have to master is the printed form of 
the words. These words will immediately have meaning for the 
pupil. 
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During the pre-primer period a pupil should acquire a sight 
vocabulary of approximately 50 words. The first step in inter- 
preting the printed page is based on word perception. This 
involves two closely related processes: the child must be able to 
recognize the printed symbol and to associate its meaning with 
previous experience. The well-trained teacher builds confi- 
dence in the pupil by training in visual and auditory percep- 
tion. He learns to match similar objects and letters. He is 
taught to note words that begin with the same letter and to 
recognize a word that does not begin with the same letter as 
other words in a group. He identifies rhyming elements in 
words for clues that will enable him to organize a way of 
attack. 

Promoting the mastery of an adequate sight vocabulary is 
slow, arduous work. Authors, research workers, and teachers 
have set up a scientific, comprehensive program of word intro- 
duction to encourage participation in the learning of a basic 
sight reading vocabulary within the scope of the ability of the 
average child. 

Emphasis during the learning process is placed on teaching 
the child to develop long, rhythmical eye movements, to re- 
place oral thought with silent thought, to associate thought 
units, and to supplement firsthand experience with vicarious 
experience. 

When the pupil reads a primer he begins to analyze words. 
He increases his basic vocabulary through old and new experi- 
ences, conversation, and participation in discussion. He uses 
the techniques of independent word recognition, picture con- 
text clues, sentence and paragraph clues, and configuration 
clues. He forms a basis tor word analysis by his ability to: 


1. Sound and recognize initial consonants 
2. Recognize smaller known words in larger words 


3. Recognize one-syllable known words which are alike 
except for initial consonants 


4. Recognize words formed by adding ‘‘s” to known words 


Oral reading has an important place in grade one because it: 


1. Aids in developing habits involved in silent reading 


2. Checks on accuracy and completeness of word recogni- 
tion 


3. Aids the child in associating meaning with the printed 
symbol 


Helps enunciation and pronunciation 
Encourages the child to group words in thought units 
Creates an audience situation

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While the pupil is at the first-grade level he is building a 
larger, diversified basic sight vocabulary. He develops more 
independence in his word analysis by: . 


1. Reinforcement of primer skills 


2. Recognition of sound and appearance of many conso- 
nants in final position 


3. Recognition of new words that are alike except for initial 
and final consonants 
Recognition of endings ‘‘ed”’ and “‘ing’

5. Recognition of small words in unfamiliar longer words. 


After the pupil completes grade one he is eager to engage in 
continuous, meaningful reading of simple material that en- 
courages interest in independent reading. This period is one 
of rapid growth in the fundamental attitudes, habits, and 
skills upon which good silent and oral reading depend. Pupils 
will differ in the rapidity with which they advance in their 
ability to interpret intelligently various types of reading 
material, the speed with which they read silently, and in their 
ability to read aloud accurately and fluently. 


Grouping is absolutely essential to efficient teaching. The 
children are divided into groups according to their approxi- 
mate performance in their ability to read. It is not unusual to 
find as many as six reading groups in a class of thirty-five 
children. These groups should be elastic and never of a per- 
manent nature. The skillful teacher has a corps of pupil 
teachers to assist her in the teaching of reading. Pupil teachers 
are commonly used in the latter part of the first grade. 


The primary teacher of today must be an expert planner. 
She organizes many types of seatwork to meet the challenge 
of the individuals in her class. Reading seatwork to be effec- 
tive must: 


1. Be purposeful 
2. Use a vocabulary that is familiar to the child 


3. Be geared to challenge the child, yet stay within his 
ability in order that he may work independently of the 
teacher. 


As the child becomes older and more mature mentally, he 
develops his ability to understand, identify, and interpret 
printed forms of expression, and he learns to think and to speak 
in longer and more complex thought units. He gradually de- 
velops and understands the use of the basic study skills, learns 
how to select, organize, and evaluate facts and ideas to meet 
specific situations, and grows in his ability to apply his reading 
knowledge in his everyday environment. 
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During the past 20 years a great deal has been done to gain 
a scientific understanding of children’s reading habits, and 
from this approach has come an eagerness on the part of 
teachers to make use of the information gained through re- 
search. As a result, the modern reading program places the 
greatest emphasis on the specific needs of the individual pupil. 


Handwriting 

Several years ago a committee of teachers was organized to 
study ways of improving instruction in handwriting. After a 
careful study of the research on the relative effectiveness of 
various systems of handwriting and a study of the practices in 
other school systems, experiments in teaching the manuscript 
form of writing (simplified printed) were started in several 
classrooms. In the school year 1944-45, all first-grade children 
were taught manuscript writing for the first time, and each 
succeeding year a higher grade has been taught manuscript in 
preference to cursive writing. 

The several studies of the use of manuscript as a writing tool 
in Brookline have verified conclusions reached by those who 
have studied the relative merits of manuscript and cursive 
writing in the past. Our committee has reported that it is 
unanimous in reaching the following conclusions concerning 
manuscript writing: 

1. A larger percentage of the class attains legibility. Each 
year for many years when teaching cursive writing, 
teachers struggled with seven or eight pupils in each 
class to help them to write legibly. The interest was 
present, but the task was too difficult, whereas in teach- 
ing manuscript writing only an occasional child has 
difficulty. Daily progress can be noted with all children 
because manuscript technique is simpler. Even the child 
with the poorest coordination can achieve success and be 
conscious of his progress. There is no confusion in the 
making of letters such as e, i, w, v, and n. There is no 
opportunity for the peculiar joining of letters which 
occurs 1n cursive writing. 

2. The similarity of letter forms promotes better reading 
since only one alphabet needs to be learned. 

3. Marked improvement in spelling is noted due to simpli- 
city in letter forms because of increased legibility. This 
improves word recognition. 

4. It aids in creative writing because the tool does not 
impede the process of free expression. 

5. I[t eliminates the problem of handedness since in manu- 
script writing the paper is placed in the same position by 
both right- and left-handed children and the strokes are 
all vertical lines or circles. 
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6. It is more adaptable for children with poor coordination 
since there are fewer variant strokes to be learned. 


7. It more nearly approximates the form requested in com- 
pleting documents and other business practices. Manu- 
script writing is increasingly used by business establish- 
ments because of the improved legibility and decrease in 
errors. 


8. More children attain satisfaction and pride in neatness. 


9, Children should be taught to write their signatures in 
cursive form since such signatures are still required for 
certain legal documents. 


10. Provision should be made for teaching the reading of 
cursive writing since it 1s in general use. 


As a result of the work of Brookline’s Handwriting Com- 
mittee, the New England School Development Council has 
undertaken an evaluation of the teaching of handwriting 
throughout the schools of New England. Marian C. Rams- 
dell, Chairman of the Handwriting Committee and a teacher 
at the Baker School; Gertrude A. Fitzgerald, a teacher at the 
Driscoll School; Mary. K. Carter, a teacher at the Pierce 
School; and H. Hertha Daley, a teacher at the Runkle School, 
reported on the development of Brookline’s program at the 
first Handwriting Conference sponsored by the Council. This 
report was very favorably received. A permanent Steering 
Committee, of which Brookline teachers are members, has 
been established to provide leadership for the continued study 
of methods of teaching handwriting. 


A Use for the Larz Anderson Estate 


Now that the Town has acquired the Larz Anderson Estate, 
it is natural that questions should be raised concerning the use 
of that land. Our High School teachers with scientific interests 
have come forward with the suggestions in the next few 
paragraphs. 


One of the most fruitful (and occasionally most lucrative) 
activities of modern high schools has been the development of 
areas in which such pursuits as agriculture, horticulture, 
forestry, landscaping, animal husbandry, and other activities 
can take place. The opportunity to take an acreage such as the 
Larz Anderson Estate for the use of the Town presents a tre- 
mendous challenge to this High School to plan a long-range 
program for the development of the subject and activity areas 
just mentioned. Let us consider them individually in the light 
of the possibilities of the estate. 

Agriculture and gardening are most satisfving and educative 
experiences, and there are many students in our school who 
could profit from the experience. Indeed, there are more than 
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a few of our students who could be trained in these areas, and 
who would do well as workers on estates in the general vicinity 
of Boston. The whole area of applied biology, with reference 
to gardening in particular, could become a course in the High 
School. A resident agriculture teacher could attract many 
students to this work. A corollary would be the coordination 
of the work with the Homemaking Department, for the prod- 
ucts of this venture would be useful in our home canning 
projects, the work of the Future Homemakers of America, and 
perhaps for our lunchroom. 

In the area of horticulture, specific projects, well designed 
and planned, could train future home owners and future 
workers. There is much to be known about this area, particu- 
larly if gardening were left to the agricultural program already 
mentioned, and most of the attention were placed on the rais- 
ing of fruit bushes and trees, ornamental bushes and trees, 
and flower gardens. 

With so large an acreage, some limited forestry could be 
‘practiced. The planting and care of trees could serve as an 
excellent ‘“‘exploratory’’ work for boys who have an initial 
interest in such things. A small ‘‘forest’’ could be developed 
over a period of years. 

Landscaping is a decided possibility, particularly if the 
Town would improve only the park areas immediately needed, 
and leave the remainder of the estate to be developed through 
the cooperation of the Engineering Department, the Park 
Department, and the High School. This in itself would con- 
stitute a long-range program. 

Animal husbandry could be an excellent training for stu- 
dents in this school, leading to possible vocational and ex- 
ploratory pursuits. The necessary barns and equipment are 
available. 

It is not unusual for outstanding high schools to have large 
farm and experimental areas such as have been suggested. A 
recent example is the new high school planned for Oklahoma 
City where 640 acres have been cleared, part of which will be 
devoted to just such activities. Under proper supervision and 
planning, with a well-prepared teacher or coordinator, and 
with vision, this proposed project can have a tremendous 
effect on Brookline students. 

Here end the suggestions sent by the High School, and | 
transmit them to the School Committee as worthy of further 
study. 

Admission to College 

Our High School graduates are entering advanced schools 
and colleges in increasing numbers, 314 out of a total of 477 
graduates continuing their studies in 1949. The entrants to 
post-secondary institutions were 65.8 per cent of the graduates,

which is a percentage not equalled in any previous year. In 
addition, the graduates are finding it increasingly easy to gain 
admission to the colleges of their first choice. 


Naturally most graduates continue their studies in New 
England institutions. The High School has been calling atten- 
tion to the educational opportunities elsewhere, believing that 
there is a distinct educational advantage to be derived from 
travel and from becoming acquainted with the experiences and 
points of view of those at a distance. As a result, graduates of 
the past year have gone to such outstanding colleges as Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, De Pauw University, Indiana 
University, McGill University, Syracuse University, United 
States Naval Academy, Washington and Jefferson University, 
Adelphi College, Purdue University, Sarah Lawrence College, 
and the University of Virginia. Several of these had not had 
Brookline graduates among their students in recent years. 


The Effect of Physical Environment on Learning 


It is rapidly coming to be recognized that a favoring environ- 
ment is essential to the normal growth of pupils in learning, in 
health, and in behavior. Since much of the learning in the 
modern classroom takes place through the eye, it is essential 
that schoolroom lighting shall be adequate and sources of glare 
removed. Light colors in walls, ceilings, and furniture should 
replace the drab walls, dark brown furniture, and black chalk- 
boards of the conventional schoolroom of the past, so that light 
will be reflected rather than absorbed. 


To make certain that our pupils will work under favorable 
conditions, a program of improving the physical environment 
in the classrooms has been undertaken. Painting specifications 
prohibit high gloss surfaces. The white matte finish of the 
ceilings and the pastel colors of the walls are designed to pro- 
vide the maximum utilization of the available light without 
glare. The installation of fluorescent, luminous, indirect light- 
ing fixtures to increase the amount of available light, especially 
on the dark corridor side of the classrooms, has been started. 
As new furniture is needed, movable desks with natural wood 
finish will be provided to increase the light reflective value. 
Experimentation with a view to using chalkboards other than 
black is also being undertaken. 

These improvements in the physical environment of the 
classrooms are being developed in relation to the regular main- 
tenance schedule in the schools so that improvements can be 
made at the lowest possible cost. It is hoped that continuous 
improvement in the classroom environment will lead to a re- 
duction in ocular and other physical defects and to an increase 
in the achievement level of the pupils. 
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During the past two years some improvements have been 
effected in each of Brookline’s schools. Major improvements 
have been made at the Driscoll, Runkle, Lawrence, Pierce 
Grammar, and Devotion Schools. Plans in 1950 include the 
Pierce Primary, Heath, and the 1922 Building of the High 
School. 


Non-resident Pupils 


Among the many activities carried on under the direction of 
the Department of Child Placement, by far the largest amount 
of time and the greatest effort is devoted to the program of 
measurement and evaluation, the remedial instruction of 
regularly enrolled pupils with specific handicaps or deficiencies, 
and the investigating, reporting, and counseling with parents, 
teachers, and principals in individual cases of maladjustment 
of any kind. 


However, several other phases of the work of this Depart- 
ment are of interest to citizens of the Town and should be com- 
mented upon. For example, the extent of enrolment of non- 
residents in the Brookline Public Schools is not generally 
known. Prior to 1945 each school in the Town admitted those 
non-residents who applied to it or who were referred to it by 
the School Department office. However the admission of an 
increasing number of non-resident pupils who presented not 
only educational problems but often behavior and other per- 
sonality problems as well made it seem wise to have a central 
clearing house to which all prospective non-resident pupils 
should be referred. Under this policy all such pupils together 
with at least one parent of each are interviewed by the Director 
of Child Placement. The pupil’s previous scholastic record is 
discussed and an opportunity is afforded for assaying the 
pupil’s personality traits. If felt necessary, the matter of 
admission is deferred until investigation can be made at the 
pupil’s previous school. Non-residents are not admitted to 
those classes or schools which are already at or above standard 
class size. In general, admission is also refused those non- 
residents whose scholastic or personality problems would seem 
to demand so much of the teacher’s time as to work to the 
detriment of Brookline children already enrolled, as well as 
those whose attitude during the interview makes it appear that 
they might not become purposeful and desirable school citi- 
zens. Because of the increased enrolment in the primary grades 
in recent vears it has been necessary to exclude all non-resi- 
dents from grades below the fifth during 1949. In addition, 
more than one third of the classes in grades five through eight 
were closed to non-residents because of class size. In spite of 
these restrictions, which probably cut in half the number who 
would otherwise have been enrolled, 95 non-residents were 
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enrolled as of October 1, 1949, of whom 64 were in the High 
School. The trend over the past four years is shown in Table 1.

The data above show a steady decline in the number of non- 
residents enrolled over the past three years because of the 
necessity for excluding non-residents from the primary and 
lower elementary grades starting with kindergarten and grade 
one in 1946. The amount of tuition money received by the 
Town Treasurer from this source increased each year through 
1948 largely because of increases in the rate charged, which 
were voted by the School Committee in order to bring these 
charges more nearly in line with actual per-pupil costs. The 
figures given in the table above do not include the six children 
of United States personnel stationed at the Charlestown Navy 
Yard and the Chelsea Naval Hospital who are attending 
Brookline Public Schools tuition free in accordance with the 
practice which has been in effect for several decades. 


Over the past two or three years an increase in the number of 
non-residents enrolled in our evening adult education program 
has been noted. During 1948, $528.75 was received by the 
Town Treasurer in tuition fees from this source. In 1949 the 
comparable figure is $964.20. During the fall 1949 term of the 
adult education program 79 non-residents were enrolled in a 
total enrolment of 1945. The fact that, despite increasing 
restrictions and selectivity, non-residents have over the past 
four years paid into the Town Treasury nearly $100,000 for the 
privilege of attending the Brookline Public Schools indicates 
the esteem in which we are held by our neighbors. 


Vocational and Home Instruction 


Since Brookline is not an industrial or manufacturing town 
it is inevitable that during the span of every year a few Brook- 
line residents desire initial training or refresher and improve- 
ment courses in a technical field which is not covered in Brook- 
line’s public day or adult evening schools. Application for such 
training at Town expense must be approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Schools or his delegated agent. It is of course the 
policy of the School Department not to approve such an appli- 
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cation if training comparable in kind and degree may be ob- 
tained in Brookline public day or evening school classes. [n 
cases of attendance at State-aided vocational schools which 
are approved, the State refunds to the Town one-half the 
tuition paid. 


In addition to the Brookline residents attending State-aided 
vocational classes it is necessary for the Town to pay tuition for 
the instruction of Brookline children of legal school age in 
hospitals or nursing homes in other communities. Table 2 
shows the total amount spent by the Town over the past four 
years for all tuition paid to agencies outside the Town.

Another instructional service furnished by the School De- 
partment to all children of the Town of legal school age whether 
enrolled in public schools or not is home instruction by a visit- 
ing teacher. Such instruction is mandatory under State Law 
when a child has been absent from school for two consecutive 
months. Two hours tutorial instruction per week is prescribed. 
Application for such instruction is made by the child’s parents 
to the Director of Child Placement. In actual practice such 
instruction is begun before two months have elapsed in in- 
stances in which a long period of convalescence is indicated by 
the prognosis on the report of the attending physician, which 
is required in every case before instruction is authorized. Dur- 
ing 1949 a total of 408 hours of home instruction was given to 
nineteen different children by eight different teachers. 


The Supervisor of Attendance 


Since 1946 the activities of the Supervisor of Attendance 
have been under the direction of the Department of Child 
Placement. These important activities have been carried on 
most efficiently for the past three years by Francis J. Mc- 
Mahan, Acting Supervisor of Attendance. The chief duties 
of this position are: (a) personal investigations of unexplained 
absences from school, and of residence of pupils and parents; 
(b) visits for the recovery of books of pupils who have with- 
drawn; (c) the issuance of working permits and the enforce- 
ment of labor laws applying to minors; and (d) the keeping of 
an accurate continuing census of all children of school age in 
the Town. 
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During 1949 the Supervisor of Attendance made 520 per- 
sonal investigations or an average of about three per day for 
every day school was in session. During the same period 87 
working permits were issued to children under 16, 726 Educa- 
tional Certificates to children above 16, and 57 licenses to news- 
boys above age 12. In checking upon the proper observance of 
labor laws relating to minors, 26 separate investigations were 
made. 

The keeping of the continuous census so far as public school 
pupils and those of the two local parochial schools are con- 
cerned presents no difficulty since transfer cards are made out 
at the school for each pupil who withdraws, one being sent to 
the Supervisor of Attendance and one to the new school in 
which the pupil is to be enrolled. Census cards for all new 
pupils enrolled during any month are sent to the Department 
of Child Placement at or before the end of that month. In the 
cases of the nearly 100 private schools attended by one or more 
Brookline pupils of compulsory school age, however, it is 
necessary to take a census anew each year pertaining to enrol- 
ment as of October 1. 


Children in Public and Private Schools 


The comparative public and private school enrolment of 
Brookline pupils under sixteen years, the age of permissible 
withdrawal from school, over the past four years reveals an 
interesting trend. These data are shown in Table 3. They 
refer to enrolment as of October 1 in each year.

The official census figures quoted above show that not only 
did public school enrolment of Brookline children under six- 
teen increase substantially every year and remarkably in 1948 
because of the high birth rate of the war years, but astonish- 
ingly the private school enrolment of Brookline children de- 
creased steadily in both number and percentage of the total 
during these years. When we consider that the money available 
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to the average citizen has been more plentiful over the past 
four years than at any time since 1929 and that during this 
period the Brookline Public Schools have gained one and one- 
half percent of the total in the number of Brookline children 
they are privileged to serve, the holding power of the public 
schools is amply demonstrated. 


Remedial Teaching 


The remedial teaching program carried on particularly in 
reading and speech by Assistants in the Department of Child 
Placement was mentioned earlier in this report as a major 
activity of this Department and was described in considerable 
detail in last year’s report. This program has been carried on 
as usual during the past year. 

While remedial speech training has been furnished every 
elementary school child who needs it and can profit from it, we 
have attempted to confine remedial reading instruction to 
needy children in grades two and three with more or less in- 
dividual help being given to children in other grades in cases of 
special need. If parents did not move from town to town so 
frequently in a Metropolitan Area, our problem would be ade- 
quately solved by this coverage and program which is aimed at 
remedying a child’s reading deficiency before it becomes 
chronic and before it begins to retard him in other subjects 
such as science, literature, and the social studies. However, so 
many pupils enter our schools from other school systems in 
grades beyond the third that we find it necessary increasingly 
to provide remedial instruction in grades four through eight. 
Of the approximately 400 elementary school pupils who enter 
our Classes from other school systems each year more than three 
quarters rank below the standing of the average pupil in their 
class. Of course we should expect half of them to rank below 
the average and many of those who do are able to catch up and 
do average or better-than-average work by the end of the year. 
Among these transferred pupils, however, are always a sub- 
stantial number whose deficiencies are measured in years 
rather than months. If sucha pupil is below average age for the 
grade or if he has never repeated a grade, it is sometimes possi- 
ble to alleviate the situation after a suitable trial period by 
placing the pupil in the next lower grade. This is not a suitable 
solution or evena palliative when the pupil is above the average 
age for the grade or when he has repeated one or more grades 
as is so frequently the case. Neither is it desirable for the 
classroom teacher to neglect the pupils for whose progress she 
is responsible in order to give the time and effort necessary to 
instruct the new pupil at a level two or three or more grades 
below the achievement level of her class. Such a situation 
requires the services of a specialist who is equipped to diagnose 
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the difficulties and to instruct the deficient pupil at his own 
level. Because of the prime necessity for continuing our pro- 
gram of remedial teaching at the second- and _ third-grade 
levels and because of limitation of remedial teaching personnel, 
it is not always possible to furnish individual assistance to all 
pupils in the middle and upper grades who are seriously de- 
ficient scholastically and who would profit greatly by such 
help. 


Fellowship in Intergroup Relations 


Last year I reported the generosity of the Hirschel L. 
Gutman Foundation for the Advancement of American [deals 
in financing the Tyler Kepner Memorial Institute, in which 
nearly 100 Brookline teachers studied the problem of human 
relations under the leadership of distinguished lecturers and 
teachers. Recently the Foundation has made available to our 
schools the Harry Levi Fellowship, with a substantial stipend 
to be paid to the teacher selected by the Superintendent of 
Schools for a year of study at Teachers College, Columbia 
University. 

It is hoped that the School Committee will grant the holder 
of this Fellowship a year’s leave of absence with sabbatical 
leave salary so that our representative may devote his full 
time to study. While at Teachers College he will be expected to 
increase his competence and leadership in intergroup relations 
work so that, upon his return to Brookline, he may share his 
increased knowledge with his fellow teachers, the School Com- 
mittee, and the Community Relations Committee of the 
Town, to the end that our work of improving human relations 
may go steadily forward. Paul Simons, the President of the 
Hirschel L. Gutman Foundation, and his associates at Temple 
Israel are worthy of our most sincere appreciation.

At a special Town Meeting on October 14, 1947, it was VOTED, To 
appropriate the sum of seven hundred fifty thousand dollars ($750,000) 
to be expended under the direction of the Building Commission with the 
approval of the Selectmen and of the School Committee, for the construc- 
tion, on land of the Town at the corner of Greenough Street and Lowell 
Road, of a north wing of the High School, such wing to contain physica! 
education and other facilities, said amount to be inclusive of all architec- 
tural and engineering fees connected therewith and to be exclusive of furni- 
ture, furnishings and equipment. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen to borrow seven hundred sixteen thousand, five hundred dollars 
($716,500) of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the con- 
struction, on land of the Town at the corner of Greenough Street and Lowell 
Road, of a north wing of the High School, such wing to contain physical 
education and other facilities, said appropriated amount being inclusive 
of all architectural and engineering fees connected therewith and exclusive 
of furniture, furnishings and equipment. Bonds or notes shall be issued 
therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of 
the Selectmen and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall 
be made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one 
year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within ten (10) years 
from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated by the preced- 
ing vote, i.e. thirty-three thousand, five hundred dollars ($33,500), shall 
be taken from any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated and 
available for the purpose.

At the annual Town Meeting of March 29, 1949 it was VOTED: 
To amend further the second vote under the fourth article of the warrant 
for the Special Town Meeting of October 14, 1947, as amended, authoriz- 
ing the Treasurer to borrow a sum of money for the construction of the 
North Wing of the High School by striking out wherever they occur, the 
words and figures ‘‘Seven Hundred Sixteen Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($716,500.00)’”’ and inserting in their place the words and figures One 
Million and Sixteen Thousand Dollars ($1,016,000.00). 

There was borrowed under the terms of the above votes on the eleventh 
of April, 1949, One Million and Sixteen Thousand Dollars ($1,016,000.00) 
from Messrs. Phelps Fenn & Company and Associates on their bid of 
$101.89 and accrued interest. One Thousand and Sixteen Bearer Bonds 
of $1,000.00 denomination were issued bearing coupon of 134% interest 
and payable $56,000 on April 1, 1950, $55,000 on April 1, 1951 and 1952 
and $50,000 April 1, 1953 to 1969 inclusive. Said bonds bear the numbers 
NW 1 to NW 1016 inclusive. 


VOTED, To appropriate the sum of ninety-six thousand dollars ($96,- 
000) to be expended by the Water Board for constructing and laying water 
mains and appurtenances preparatory to the taking of the entire supply 
of water for the town from the Metropolitan District Commission water

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VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Water Board, to borrow outside the debt limit a sum not exceeding ninety 
thousand dollars ($90,000) appropriated at this meeting for construction 
and laying water mains of not less than six (6) inches in diameter, and 
appurtenances preparatory to the taking of the entire supply of water for 
the town from the Metropolitan District Commission water supply. Bonds 
or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by 
a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a National Bank or 
Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall 
bear interest, payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent 
per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning 
not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same 
within ten years from their date; the balance of the amount appropriated 
by the preceding vote, i.e., six thousand dollars ($6,000), shall be taken 
from any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated and available 
for the purpose.

VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Water Board, to borrow outside the debt limit a sum not exceeding fourteen 
thousand dollars ($14,000) appropriated at this meeting for construction 
and laying water mains of not less than six (6) inches in diameter, connect- 
ing with the Metropolitan District Commission water mains at Fisher 
Avenue and at such other locations as said Board may deem necessary. 
Bonds or notes shal] be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer, counter- 
signed by a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a National 
Bank or Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or 
notes shall bear interest, payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding 
two per cent per annum and shal] be made payable in such annual payments 
beginning not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish 
the same within ten years from their date.

made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year 
after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within fifteen years from 
their date.” 


VOTED, To amend the second vote under the Seventeenth Article of the 
warrant for the special town meeting of October 14, 1947, authorizing the 
Treasurer to borrow a sum of money for constructing and laying water 
mains connecting with the Metropolitan District Commission water mains 
at Fisher Avenue and at such other locations as said board may deem neces- 
sary, by striking out, in the third sentence, the words: ‘‘ten years,’’ and 
inserting in their place the words: “‘fourteen years,’ so that said sentence 
as amended shall read: ‘‘Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall be 
made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year 
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after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within fourteen years 
from their date.” 

There was borrowed under the terms of the above votes on the fifth of 
December, 1949, Ninety thousand dollars ($90,000) from Messrs. Halsey 
Stuart & Company et al. on their bid of 100.3085 and accrued interest. 
Ninety Bearer Bonds of $1,000. denomination were issued bearing coupon 
of 144% interest and payable $7,000 December 1, 1950/1955 inclusive, 
and $6,000 December 1, 1956/1963 inclusive. Said bonds bear the num- 
bers WM 1 to WM 90 inclusive. 

Nothing has been borrowed on the authorization of the $14,000 loan.

warrant. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow one hundred eighty-three thousand dollars ($183,000) 
of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the construction of a 
combined sewer and drain. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed 
by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen 
and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated by the 
Selectmen.

VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow one hundred eighteen thousand dollars ($118,000) 
appropriated by the preceding vote under this article for the construction 
of sewers and surface water drains in Pleasant Street, between Beacon 
Street and Commonwealth Avenue. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, 
signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Select- 
men and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated by the 
* Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi-annually 
at a rate not exceeding three per cent per annum and shall be made pay- 
able in such annual payments beginning not later than one year after the 
date thereof as will extinguish the same within thirty years from their date. 


Ata Special Town Meeting on June 14, 1949 it was VOTED, To appro-

VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow fifty-five thousand dollars ($55,000) appropriated by 
the preceding vote under this article for the construction of a common 
sewer and surface water drain in Goddard Avenue and in Newton Street. 
Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer, counter- 
signed by a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a national 
bank or trust company. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not ex@geding three per cent per annum and shall

from Messrs. Halsey Stuart & Company et al. on their bid of 100.3085 and 
accrued interest. 

Three hundred fifty six bearer bonds of $1,000 denomination were issued 
bearing coupon of 14% interest and payable $12,000 annually, December 
1, 1950 to December 1975 inclusive and $11,000 December 1, 1976 to De- 
cember 1, 1979 inclusive. Said bonds bear the numbers SD 1001 to SD 
1356. 


At a Special Town Meeting held on June 14, 1949 at 8.30 p.m., it was 
VOTED, To appropriate the sum of nine hundred seventy-eight thousand 
dollars ($978,000), to be expended under the direction of the Building Com- 
mission with the approval of the Selectmen for the construction, on land 
of the town, of a new municipal incineration plant. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow four hundred forty-one thousand dollars ($441,000) 
of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the construction of a 
municipal incineration plant. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, 
signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Select- 
men and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated by the 
Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi-annually 
at a rate not exceeding three per cent per annum and shall be made payable 
in such annual payments beginning not later than one year after the date 
thereof as will extinguish the same within twenty (20) years from their 
date; that five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) of the amount appro- 
priated by said vote be taken from the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund es- 
tablished under Chapter 5 of the Acts of 1943; and that thirty-seven thous- 
and dollars ($37,000) of the amount appropriated by said vote be taken 
from any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated and available 
for the purpose. 

There was borrowed under the terms of the above votes on the fifth of 
December, 1949, Four hundred forty-one thousand dollars ($441,000.00) 
from Messrs. Halsey Stuart & Company et al. on their bid of 100.3085 and 
accrued interest. 


Four hundred forty-one bearer bonds of $1,000 denomination were issued 
bearing coupon of 13% interest and payable $23,000 December 1, 1950 
and $22,000 annually December 1, 1951 to December 1, 1969 inclusive. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 572 of the Acts of 1949, and in the 
opinion of the Treasurer being necessary there was borrowed the sum of 
$267,000.00 entitled to Transit Assessment Loan from Messrs. Halsey 
Stuart & Company et al. on their bid of 100.3085 and accrued interest. 

Two hundred sixty-seven bonds of $1,000 denomination were issued 
bearing coupon of 13% interest and payable $67,000 December 1, 1950 
and $50,000 annually on December 1, 1951 to December 1, 1954 inclusive. 


Temporary Loans 


No notes were issued during the year in anticipation of revenue as pro- 
vided at the Annual Town Meeting on March 29, 1949. 

There was borrowed $80,000 on temporary notes issued and reissued in 
anticipation of the Water Mains Loan of $90,000 as provided for in Section 
17 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws. Final payment of these notes was 
made on December 30, 1949. 

This loan was placed with the Norfolk County Trust Company at .61% 
interest to follow.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — In compliance with Section 61 of Chapter 41, 
General Laws, I herewith submit to you the fifty-third annual 
report of the Accounting Department. 


During the town’s fiscal year, ending December 31, 1949, 
I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, the Treas- 
urer, at the close of each month’s business, and have verified 
the cash balance by actual count of the cash and by reconcilia- 
tion of bank balances. I have examined and checked all notes, 
bonds, and coupons paid during the year and have found them 
properly cancelled. 


I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under schedule ‘‘C”’ entitled Summary of 
Collector’s Accounts. 


His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds of the 
town have been examined, the securities checked, and all are 
found to be as reported by him and set forth in Schedules H 
and I. 


I have examined the accounts of the Town Clerk, the 
Librarian of the Public Library and the Superintendent of 
the Gymnasium and Baths, and. find them to agree with the 
books of the Treasurer. 


! have also examined the books of the Retirement Board 
in charge of the Town’s Pension System which went into effect 
January 1st, 1934, and the new State System which became 
effective July 1, 1947. All accounts were found in order with 
investments and balances as stated, but the actuary’s report 
was not available.
